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*KING SOLOMON’S TEMPLE PALACE 
and CITADEL

LOCATION OF THE TEMPLE 


Mount Moriah, in the days of Abraham, was one of the hills in the vicinity 
of Salem, the one chosen by Abraham upon which to offer his only son Isaac 
“as a burnt offering” unto the Lord (Gen. 22:2). In later years it came under 
the control of the Amorites, whose principal city, Jebus, occupied a hill 
westward from Moriah. 

In the days of King David, who subdued the Jebusites, it became a part 
of the city named Jerusalem. It is 1414 miles from Jordan, 15 miles from 
Salt Sea and 41 miles from the Mediterranean. The location was not the 

most desirable one upon which to erect the Temple, but was chosen by 

Solomon because of its sacred associations, It was fitting that the great 
Temple to be dedicated to the God of his fathers should be erected upon the 
very spot where Abraham made manifest the faith in Him accepted ever after 
by the children of Israel and the world; also because on this very Mount 
Moriah, and upon the very spot where Abraham offered Isaac, David made 
an acceptable offering unto the Lord, and by faith saved Jerusalem from 
destruction. David no doubt realized the significance of the name given to 
‘the Mount by Abraham, “Jehovah Sees,’ and ever after the children of 
Abraham found consolation in the thought, “In the Mount of Jehovah He 
will be seen.” 

Solomon in deciding to erect the Temple upon this sacred spot fulfilled the 
wishes of his father King David and of all in whose breasts these sentiments 
were cherished. ‘Beautiful for Situation the Joy of the whole Earth.” 


MATERIALS USED IN THE TEMPLE CONSTRUCTION 


“Gold for things to be made of gold; silver for things of silver; brass for 
things of brass; iron for things of iron; wood for things of wood; onyx stones 
and stones to be set, glistening stones of divers colours, and all manner of 
precious stones, and marble stones in abundance” (1 Chron. 29:2). Nails of 
gold and nails of brass and iron; chains of gold; ivory from Ophir; hewn 
stones, stones sawed with saws, great stones (granite); costly stones, (marble 
of various colourings; cedar wood from Mt. Lebanon, algum wood from Mt. 
Lebanon and from Ophir, fir wood, sycomore, shittim wood or acacia, olive 

wood and palm, juniper, balsam and mulberry wood. 
Leather of ox skins and chamois; fur of goats and badgers; wool from . 
arts Linen yarn; goats’ and camels’ hair; textile fabrics of purple, crimson, 
and blue, and fine Ywhite) twined linen; varicolored dyes, produced from 
clays, stones, fish, and vegetation. : 
| For the services, oils, spices, incense, myrtle, fitches, myrrh, sweet 
cinnamon, calamus, cassia, stacte, onycha, galbanum and frankincense, 
Nature’s contribution to the handiwork of Man.

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MATERIALS—HOW ACQUIRED | 

King David, one of the world’s greatest generals and statesmen, founded 
an imperial dominion which theretofore had not been realized though promised 
to Abraham (Gen. 15:18-21). He became King on the scale of the great 
' sovereigns, demanding and receiving tribute, forming alliances which enabled 
him to control the great trade route of which Jerusalem was the center. 
Yet, during the turmoil and struggles attending his rise to supremacy, he 
never ceased to make preparation for the carrying out of his one ambition, 
that of erecting a Temple to the worship of God. ‘Behold in my trouble I 
have prepared for the house of the Lord an hundred thousand talents of gold, 
and a thousand thousand talents of silver; and of brass without weight; for 
it is in abundance; timber also and stone have I prepared,’’ declared David. 
Again he repeats, “eT have prepared with all my might for the house of my 
God the gold for things to be made of gold; and the silver for things of siiver;, 
and the brass for things of brass; the iron for things of iron; and wood for 
things of wood; onyx stones and stones to be set, glistening stones, and of 
divers colours, and all manner of precious stones and marble stones in 
abundance.” In addition to the sums he “‘prepared’’ he donated from his 
own private purse, “three thousand talents of gold, seven thousand talents 
of silver,” all of which he carefully tabulated, and dedicated to the Lord, in 
the presence of the fathers and princes of the tribes of Israel, who stood in 
awed silence before their venerable and God-fearing sovereign. 

In his final and supreme effort to arouse his hearers to respond, David 
shouted: ‘Who then is willing to consecrate his service this day unto the 
Lord?” ‘Then the chief of the fathers and princes of the tribes of Israel, 
and the captains of thousands and of hundreds, with the rulers of the king’s 
work, offered willingly of gold, five thousand talents and ten thousand 
drams, and of silver ten thousand talents, and of brass eighteen thousand 
talents, and one hundred thousand talents of iron. And they with whom 
precious stones were found gave them to the treasure of the house of the 
Lord.” (1 Chron. 29). 

Hiram, King of Tyre, the friend of David, gave Solomon cedar, algum 
and fir trees according to all Solomon’s needs, also great stones (granite), 
costly stones (marbles), and hewed stones (shaped for pillars and squared 
by stone squares).. 

During the course of the construction of the Temple, King Hiram and 
King Solomon caused periodical trips to be made to Ophir for gold, algum 
trees and precious stones to add to the apparently inexhaustible store. 

“King David rejoiced with great joy.” “The people rejoiced for they 
offered willingly with a perfect heart.” Hiram, King of Tyre, “blessed the 
Lord God of Israel, that made heaven and earth, who hath given to David 
the King a wise son, endowed with prudence and understanding, that might 
build an house for the Lord.” 


VALUE OF MATERIALS AND COST OF CONSTRUCTION 


The enormous wealth used in the construction of the Temple, computed | 

in present day values, will enable us more fully to appreciate the stupendous 

task involved in its construction and the superb results attained. 
*The one hundred thousand talents of gold, $3,249,324,000.00. One 

thousand thousand talents of silver, $1,811, 160,000. 00 el Chron. 22:14).

The lavish use of gold, and amounts mentioned are almost incredible. However, ‘Gt was 
nothing accounted of in the days of Solomon.” (I Kings 10:21). . 
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The three thousand talents of gold from David’s private purse, $97,479,720.00, 
and seven thousand talents of refined silver, $12,678,120.00 (1 Chron. 29:4). 
The five thousand talents, and ten thousand drams of gold, offered by the 
people, $162,521,200.00. Ten thousand talents of silver, $18,111,600.00 
(1 Chron. 29 7), "The value of the metals carefully tabulated equals the sum 
of $5,351,274,640.00. To the above must be added the value of the “brass 
and iron without weight, for it is in abundance” (1 Chron. 22:14), precious 
stones, onyx stones, semi-precious stones, great stones, marble, woods, fine 
linens, fabrics, skins, etc.; and the services of thousands of skilled laborers, 
three thousand, three hundred overseers, eighty thousand hewers, seventy 
thousand common laborers, and scores of architects, metal workers, wood 
workers, engravers, “‘cunning’”? workmen in blue, purple and scarlet, weavers 
‘and decorators in brilliant coloring, refiners of gold, silver, and iron, etc. 

Without a doubt King Solomon’s Temple was the grandest, most costly 
structure ever erected and dedicated to the worship of the true God. It is 
the outstanding Temple in history, legend, and romance, so wondrously 
great, magnificently grand, that Israel never tired in its praise. 


CO-OPERATION OF ALLIED NATIONS 


King David was thirty years old when the elders of Judah called him to 
the City of Hebron, gave him their allegiance, and publicly annointed him 
King. Seven years later, he received the allegiance of the entire nation (2 
Sam. 2:4, 4:4-5). He then began to build the empire of his dreams, as 
promised to Abraham, which was to be the glory of Israel and the world. 
His first act was to set up the Tabernacle in the New City, restored, embel- 
lished, and unequalled for permanence and beauty. All his thoughts were 
for the religious interests of the people. Although he was recognized as 
“a man after God’s own heart,” he was not perfect. He was a man of great 
stature, a physical giant, a mighty warrior, and a great general, “every inch 
a King,’”? a shrewd politician and sagacious statesman. His outstanding 
political act was the seizure of the city of Jebus, the key to the control of the 
great trade route between the East and West, which he called Jerusalem. 
This also gave him possession of the most sacred spot on earth, Mount Moriah. 

The commanding position of his capital brought the Phoenicians into an 
alliance, and “Hiram, King of Tyre, sent messengers, and cedar trees, and 
carpenters, and masons, and built David an house (palace).” Realizing his 
strength, David fought and conquered the Philistines, thus making a trade 
alliance with Egypt possible. Having made these alliances, he was free to 

_ turn his victorious armies eastward (2 Sam. 8), and conquered the Moabites, 
who ‘‘became David’s servants and brought gifts.” He next conquered the 
Zobahites which brought him into battle with the Syrians, whom he utterly 
routed and thus gained control of Damascus and part of Syria. The spoils 
of these wars were great; he received much gold, silver and brass, besides " 
placing the Syrians under allegiance, so that they too “became servants to 
David, and brought gifts.’ Having conquered the Syrians, Moabites, Am- 

_monites, Philistines, Amalekites, Rehobites and Hittites with his thirteen 
hundred thousand fighting men, he forced tribute, withstood all enemies, and 
raised his kingdom to superior strength, opulence, and splendor. Having 
‘built an empire unequalled in his time and established peace with the world, 
he bequeathed to his son, Solomon, untold wealth, a commanding army, a 
wmultiple allegiance, a vast empire, sympathetic international accord, and 
through his energy, shrewdness, skill, unusual fairness, generosity, and 
devotion, an affectionate people. “Now the days of David drew nigh that 
he should die, and he charged Solomon his son.” This dying charge, a 
Magnificent state paper and one of the most remarkable readings in the 
Bible. (1 Kings 2; 1 Chron. 28, 29), related principally to the ee of the 
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Temple, whose erection David had not undertaken because of wars. ‘So 
David slept with his fathers and was buried in the City of David.” 


SOLOMON 


Solomon was the son of Bath-sheba, a direct descendant of Ishmael, 
whom Hagar bore unto Abraham. David through the house of Judah was a 
direct descendant of Isaac. Thus, the two great families founded by Abraham 
were united in Solomon. He was about 14 years old when he was anointed 
King of Israel in Gihon, and about 21 at the death of David, so that when he 
was fully established on the throne, he was familiar with the elaborate designs 
and abundant preparations of his father for the building of the Temple. 
Solomon, having been carefully nurtured by his God-fearing, queen mother, 
had grown into a young man of great mental vigor. And having been schooled 
under the greatest masters of the times, reared in one of the richest, and most 
brilliant courts of the then known world, he was préeminently gifted for the 
’ stupendous task before him, and undertook with enthusiasm to carry it on, 

The secret of Solomon’s success is faithfully portrayed in his request at 
the time the Lord appeared to him in a dream, and asked what he (the Lord) 
should give him. Solomon’s request was “‘for an understanding heart” that 
he might “discern between good and evil,” that he might know how to walk 
before his people. This submission to God, this desire to have God make 
manifest through him the righteousness of God, was the first indication of 
his future greatness. He at once gathered about him the wonders of Nature, 
both of animal and vegetable life, drew from them the secrets of their existence 
and learned that God was made manifest in the heavens above and in the 
earth beneath, and that God was all and in all. 

He soon set about to carry out the wishes of his father, and to glorify the 
God of his dream, by creating a Temple, monumental in design, exceedingly 
magnificent, and peculiarly fitted to amplify the mysteries of Godliness. 
He took counsel with his wise men, held conference with his allies, and sought 
out master builders from all great nations. Thus equipped, he laid the foun- 
dation and carried to completion the Temple not only as a place for worship, 
but as a structure of dazzling architectural glory. 


PERSONNEL AND WORKING FORCE IN THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF KING SOLOMON’S TEMPLE 


Hiram of Tyre, the principal architect and engineer, was of mixed race. 
“He was a widow’s son of the tribe of Naphtali” (1 Kings 7:13-14), ‘and his 
father was a man of Tyre.” He was “skilled to work in gold and in silver, in 
brass, in iron, in stone, and in timber, in purple, in blue, and in fine linen, and 
in crimson; also to grave any manner of graving, and to find out every device 
' which shall be put to him.” Cunning, a man richly endowed by Nature in 
wisdom and knowledge, he was preeminently fitted for this almost super- 
natural task. With him were associated the trained and “cunning” men of 
David who had “trained workmen in abundance,” “hewers and workers of 
stone and timber.” 

“Solomon numbered the strangers (2 Chron. 2:17-18) that were in the 
land of Israel,” ‘‘and they were found an hundred and fifty thousand and 
three thousand and six hundred.” He set three score and ten thousand of 
them to be bearers of burdens, and four score thousand to be hewers in the. 
mountain. In addition, Solomon raised a levy out of all Israel of thirty thous- 
and men, which he sent to Lebanon. Over this great army of workers, in 
order to obtain the greatest efficiency and results, he set three thousand six 
armed overseers, besides the chief of his officers, which were over all the 
work, : 
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Solomon, having married a daughter of Egypt’s king, and thus cemented 
his alliance with that powerful monarch, and having, at the same time, a 
workable trade pact with the Phoenicians, drew from these nations skilled 
workmen (1 Kings 5:18), to assist his already well-trained and formidable 
force. In addition, nearly all the neighboring nations as well as those of 
more distant realms were drawn upon for builders, and artisans skilled in 
wood, metal, and stone work. 


ARCHITECTURE 


The assemblage of the world’s architectural genius at Jerusalem, and 
the inexhaustible store of materials of gold, silver, brass, and iron, granite, 
marble, etc. then amassed, together with the precious stones, costly woods 
and fabrics brought from foreign shores, resulted in a structure distinctive 
in design, gigantic in proportions, and glorious in embellishments, the like of 
which Israel and the people of that day had never before seen, and which 
will never again be equalled, much less excelled. The Temple as a unit 
consisted of a series of terraces round about Mount Moriah, the highest 
point of which was crowned by the Great Porch, the Holy and the Most Holy 
Place. The fitst terrace, surrounding the Mount, was an oblong or rectangle, 
one thousand, six hundred feet long, and eight hundred feet wide, having a 
retaining wall, rising from the base of the Mount to a height of from eighty 
feet to two hundred and forty feet as conditions required for support, for 


defense and to produce a uniform raised level about the Mount. Within 
_ this first enclosure the architects provided homes for the porters and singers, 


as well as havens for the worshipers. The second terrace was eight hundred 
feet long and four hundred feet wide, surrounded by a retaining wall of 
great stone. The eastern half of this rectangle was embellished by three 
rows of hewed stones or pillars, round about, forming a colonnade and sup- 
porting an entablature of cedar beams and costly stones. The Covert for 


the King was located on the north side and was of solid brass. In the western 


half of this oblong enclosure, and on the north side, was the Court for the 
women surrounded by high walls, and enclosing a series of chambers suitably 
arranged. To the south was, the Court of the Priests, containing the chambers 
for those who were actively engaged in the Temple services. 

In the center of the western half of the great court was the inner court, 
four hundred feet by two hundred feet in size, in the form of a rectangle, 
surrounded by a cloistered colonnade of three rows of pillars supporting a 
beautiful entablature of cedar beams and costly stones. The only entrance 
to the inner court was through the Great Gate on the eastern side. In the 
center of the eastern half of the inner court stood the Great Altar of Burnt- 
offering. In the southeast corner was the Molten Sea, and on the north and 
south sides, five on each side, were the Lavers. The western square of the 
inner court contained the House, or Holy and Most Holy Places, surrounded 
by a series of chambers. The approach to these sacred precincts was through 
the Great Porch, rising to a height of two hundred and forty feet (2 Chron. 
3:4). 

_. The Temple, together with the assemblage of King Solomon’s Palace or 
Citadel, including his house, the House of the Forest of Lebanon, Queen’s 
Palace, Porch of Pillars, and kindred structures, was surrounded for the sake 
of security by a wall which began at the bottom of the Mount. Some of the 
sides of this wall were reared two hundred and eighty feet in height before 
they attained to the desired level, and these massive and curious bases, 
together with the superstructure, formed an impressive perspective, which - 
was the marvel of all beholders. 
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THE ALTAR OF BURNT-OFFERING 


In the center of the eastern half of the inner court stood the most indis- 
pensable part of the apparatus of worship, the Altar of Burnt-offering, made 
of brass (2 Chron. 4:1), “twenty cubits in length, twenty in breadth and ten 
cubits in height” (40 feet long, 40 feet broad and 20 feet high). 


THE MOLTEN SEA 


In the inner court and in the southeast corner stood one of the most 
striking of the creations of Solomon’s Phoenician artist, Hiram of Tyre. 
This was the Molten Sea (1 Kings 7:23-27; 2 Chron. 4:2-5). It was a large 
circular tank of bronze, “thirty cubits in circumference, ten cubits in diameter 
and five cubits in height” (60 feet in circumference, 20 feet in diameter, and 
10 feet high), with a brim the thickness of a handbreadth. These measure-' 
ments show that Hiram understood the relations pertaining to the measure- 
ments of the circle. This great sea rested on the backs of twelve bronze 
bulls which, in groups of three, faced the four cardinal points. 


THE LAVERS 


‘There were ten Lavers of brass raised on bases resting upon wheels, 
These were used for washing the animals to be offered in the burnt-offering 
and in the general cleansing of the court after the services (1 Kings 7:27-39). 
Each one was “four cubits long, four cubits wide and three cubits high” 
(8 feet long, 8 feet wide, and 6 feet high). The Lavers, bases, and wheels 
were highly ornamented, and symbolically embellished with lions, oxen, 
cherubim and palm trees. Five of the Lavers stood on the north side of the 
inner court and five on the south side. 


THE TWO PILLARS OF BRASS 


These two great bronze shafts, standing in relief, formed an important 
feature in the architecture of the Temple. Each one was “thirty-five cubits 
high and twelve cubits in circumference” (70 feet high and 24 feet in circum- 
ference), (2 Chron. 3:15). They were highly ornamented (1 Kings 7:15-22) 
by a network of brass, overhung with wreaths of bronze pomegranates, each 
row containing 100 (2 Chron.-4:12-13). Upon the pillars and the top of the 
chapiters were pommels (great bowls or vessels for oil) over which were hung 
festoon-wise wreaths of pomegranates, interspersed here and there with lily 
work. They bore the names of Jachin and Boaz and were placed in front of 
the porch leading to the Sanctuary. 


THE GREAT PORCH 


-. The Great Porch was a monumental structure “one hundred and twenty 
cubits high’? (240 feet high) (2 Chron. 3:4), built over the entrance to the 
Sanctuary. This entrance or vestibule was “twenty cubits long and ten 
cubits broad” (40 feet long and 20. feet broad) (1 Kings 6:3). Through this 
porch the priests were admitted to the Sanctuary. 5 


THE HOLY PLACE 


3 ‘The Holy Place, or Greater House, was a double cube “forty cubits long 
twenty cubits wide, and twenty cubits high” (80 feet long, 40 feet wide an 
40 feet high), “ceiled with fir tree,’ overlaid with fine gold and settings of

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oe trees and chains, and engraved cherubims on the walls. The entire 
ouse was garnished with precious stones for beauty. The entrance to the 
house was by a large double door, two leaves to the one door and two 
leaves to the other, of olive wood, carved with cherubim, palm trees, and 
open flowers, overlaid with pure gold, 

The furniture of the Holy Place consisted (1 Kings 7:49) of ten candle- 
sticks of pure gold, five on the right side and five on the left, together with 
their lamps Pes, snuffers, also ten tables of pure gold (2 Chron. 4:8), five on 
the right side and five on the left, together with their bowls, basins, spoons, 
and covers. To these must be added the golden altar of incense and its 
censer, the table of shewbread, and the golden candlestick of the Tabernacle, 
all harmoniously arranged within the walls, ceilings, and floors of gold set 
with precious stones, 


THE MOST HOLY PLACE 


The Holy of Holies was a perfect cube “twenty cubits broad, twenty cubits 
long, and twenty cubits high” (40 feet broad, 40 feet long and 40 feet high) 
(1 Kings 6). All the walls round about were carved with figures of cherubim, 
palm trees and open flowers, overlaid with pure gold; even the floor was 
overlaid with gold, and all was garnished with precious stones for beauty. 
The two doors leading to this Most Holy Place were of olive wood, cunningly 
carved with cherubim, palm trees and open flowers, and overlaid with pure 
gold. Bach door had two leaves which folded. Over this entrance hung the 
veil of blue, purple and crimson of the finest fabric cunningly wrought with 
cherubim, palm trees and open flowers. This beautiful tapestry defined the 
entrance to the Oracle, 

The only piece of furniture in the Most Holy Place was the Sacred Ark 
of the Covenant of the Lord, containing the testimony. This was placed 
within the oracles shadowed by the wings of two gigantic cherubims of olive 
wood, overlaid with pure gold. Each cherubim was “ten cubits high” (20 feet 
high) (1 Kings 6:23) with an outspread of wings of “twenty cubits” (40 feet). 


THE TREASURE ROOM 


This room occupied the space (1 Kings 6:2) above the Holy and Most 
Holy Places, extending the entire length of the House. It was “sixty cubits 


long, twenty cubits wide and ten cubits high” (120 feet long, 40 feet wide 


+ 


and 20 feet high). Here were stored the many things King David had dedi- 
cated to the Lord. Here also were the silver and gold vessels and instruments, 
and all the dedicated things such as gifts from allied kings, princes, potentates 
and other important personages. It was also the royal treasury where Solomon 
deposited and from whence he disbursed all things of value. 


THE CHAMBERS ROUND ABOUT THE HOUSE 


A series of chambers surrounded the house on three sides, the north, 
west and south, three stories high, The uppermost chamber was ‘five: 
cubits” (10 feet) broad, the middle one was “six cubits” (12 feet), and the 
third or lower chamber was “seven cubits” (14 feet) (1 Kings 6:5, 6, 8, 10). 

Access to these chambers was by means of a peculiar and secret winding 
stairway on the south side of the house from the lower into the middle and 
from thence to the upper chambers. These chambers were all finished in 
fine wood and overlaid with pure gold, affording quiet and secluded spots for 
secret communion with God, and the preparation and proper clothing of the 
priests, as well as storage room for the vessels and instruments used every 
day in the ritualistic services, 
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THE PALACE OR CITADEL 


Immediately south of the Temple enclosure and upon a lower elevation, 
Solomon built the great Citadel, within the walls of which were the numerous 
royal buildings. Here were the King’s Palace, the House of the Forest of 
Lebanon, the Porch of Pillars, the Queen’s Palace, the Tower of David, the 
Palace of the Captain of the Host, the Palace of the High Priest and the 
Judgment Seat or Throne. Within this same enclosure were to be found 
the homes of the Royal Harem, and of the immediate official family and 
attendants. Here also were the Royal Gardens in which were to be found a 
great variety of trees and beautiful shrubbery, and enclosures for wild and 
domestic animals and birds. 

The King’s Palace, House of the Forest of Lebanon and. other royal 
buildings were of a size and magnificence such as Israel had never seen 
before, and were prized because they reflected the high political rank of 
the nation, as the Temple reflected the glory of its religious institutions. 
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| THE TABERNACLE

A thorough understanding of the details of the Tabernacle of Israel is 
essential fully to grasp the fundamental principles involved in the construction 
of King Solomon’s Temple. An intimate knowledge of its contents and their 
“relation to one another is necessary to comprehend the ritualistic system 

aN ate by Solomon and his priests. A study of the ceremonies, the 
sacrificial offerings, and the priestly ministrations of the Tabernacle will 
reveal the great spiritual mystery of the Indwelling God, as made manifest 
by Moses, the outstanding and grandest character in either sacred or profane 
story. 

The comprehensiveness of the Tabernacle, its hidden grandeur, and its 
mysterious splendor, appealed to David to such an extent that he longed to 
build, with the Tabernacle as a model, a permanent Temple and dedicate it 
to the worship of the true God. David loved the Tabernacle, as the house 
of the Lord, and desired to dwell in its courts forever, that he might behold 
the glory of God, make manifest the ever present Jehovah and sing his 


Se, 
David had the Tabernacle ever in mind when he pre plans and 
patterns for the permanent Temple to be erected upon Mount Moriah, the most 
sacred spot on earth, and py Besos them to Solomon, who, from the plans 
of the Tabernacle, erected a Temple, the grandeur of which has so im: 
the world that men, never tiring in its praise, have placed it foremost in 
legend, romance, history and religion. 
The Tabernacle was the pattern (i Chron, 28:11-21) which guided the 
master builders in the construction of King Solomon's Temple, as well as the 
priests in its ritualistic services. 


MASTER BUILDERS 


Moses, his prolonged stay of forty days and forty nights on Mt. 
Sinai, appears to have visualized the form which the Tabernacle should take 
(Exodus 24-31), The subsequent building of the Tabernacle, the form of 
worship adopted, and the system of government developed by Moses under 
divine guidance, have inspired his race and impressed the whole of mankind. 

Moses chose as his chief architect, Bezaleel, a direct descendant of Terah, 
one of the master builders of Ur of the Chaldeans, and as chief assistan’ 

“Aholiab, also a direct descendant of Terah and by marriage of the line 
Tubal-cain, the first known instructor of every artificer in brass and iron, 
(Gen. 4:22). Bezaleel was unusually endowed with the Spirit of God in 
| om, understanding, and knowledge. 

These three outstanding geniuses gave to the world the most beautiful 

‘andcnagnificent religious structure ever conceived and erected for a nomadic

onyx stone, sardius, topaz, carbuncle, emerald, sapphire, diamond, ligure, 
agate, amethyst, beryl and jasper; also, blue, purple and scarlet dyes (Exodus 
25:3-8; 35:5-10). 


VALUE OF THE MATERIALS USED 


*A fair estimate of the value of gold and silver used in the construction of 
the Tabernacle was gold (Exodus 28:24) 29 talents and 730 shekels, $950,- 
209.86; silver (Exodus 28:25-28) 100 talents, 1775 shekels, 603,550 bekah, 
$364,338.95, making a total value of the gold and silver used fully $1,314,548.81. 
To this must be added the value of brass, precious stones, wood, linen, and 
other textile fabrics, skins of animals, etc., also oils, spices and incense 
which were supplied for the service (Exodus 35:8). 


MATERIALS—HOW ACQUIRED 


The Israelites, a nomadic tribe roaming about through Chaldea, Assyria, 
and Caanan and finally locating in the land of Goshen in Egypt, naturally 
accumulated wealth by trading with the natives through whose country they 
passed. They increased their flocks through attention and by seeking the 
well-watered localities for pasture. They industriously converted the wool 
from the sheep, and the hair from the goats and camels, into cloth, and wove 
grass fibres into fabrics, from all of which they made tents, rugs, clothing, 
etc. But, possibly, their greatest wealth was acquired just before they left 
Egypt, when we are told (Exodus 11:2, 12:35-36) that they “spoiled the 
Egyptians.” 

Now, when the Lord spake through Moses, requesting an offering from 
every man who would give with his heart and in accordance with his means 
for the building of the Tabernacle, they responded with gold, silver, brass, 
blue, purple and scarlet and fine linen, goats’ hair, rams’ skins, shittim wood, 
oil, spices, sweet incense and precious stones. In addition, every wise 
hearted among them, gave their services as needed. So great was their 
response that Moses gave commandment, saying: “Let neither man nor 
woman make any more work for the offering ‘of the Sanctuary.”” So the people 
were restrained from bringing more wealth. 


ARCHITECTURE OF THE TABERNACLE 


The Tabernacle, Tent, or Portable Temple, being so constructed that it 
could be readily taken down, moved from place to place and erected at will, 
was especially adapted to the needs of a nomadic people. Being constructed 
on geometrical and scientific principles, it readily lent itself to a practical 
system of removal and erection so essential in the case of so large and costly 
a structure. t 

The Tabernacle consisted of an oblong or rectangle, called the Court, 
in the rear half of which was the tent or covering of the Sanctuary. Under 
this tent, the Holy and Most Holy Places were defined by partitions of boards 
and pillars, securely joined by means of rods, rings, etc. A careful study of 
the entire structure will reveal an architectural gem, serviceably conceived, 
beautifully designed, mystically embellished, celestially canopied, and 
inspiring the beholder with profound reverence and peaceful security in the 
thought of an ever present and Indwelling God, and typifying the encampment 
of the Angels of the Lord around about them "that fear Him.

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THE COURT 


The Court, the walled curtain of which surrounded the enclosure containing 
the Holy and Most Holy Places, with their furnishings—the Tent, Laver, 
Altar of Sacrifice, bowls and other sacrificial utensils—was oblong in shape; 
*100 cubits long and 50 cubits wide” (200 feet long and 100 feet wide) 
(Exodus 27:9-19; 38:9). ~ 

This was enclosed by a wall “5 cubits high” (10 feet high), composed of 
linen and canvas, supported by pillars of brass, and resting in sockets of 
brass. The pillars were ornamented at the top with capitals of silver to which 
were attached hooks of silver to hold in place the rods, which kept the pillars 
an equal distance apart and supported the canvas or linen wall. This wall 
was further supported by guy ropes attached to pins driven into the ground on 
both sides. This enclosure composed of 60 pillars of brass, filleted with 
silver, with their 60 capitals of silver, 60 sockets of brass, and 120 hooks of 
silver, was only broken on the eastern side by the entrance which was ‘‘20 
cubits wide” (40 feet wide). This entrance, or gate curtain, was of fine twined 
linen, wrought with needle work in the most gorgeous colors of blue, purple 
and scarlet. By a glance at the beautiful photograph of the reproduction of 
the Tabernacle accompanying this article, one can visualize its appearance 
and effect as it stood in the midst of the encampment of Israel. 


THE ALTAR OF BURNT-OFFERING 


The Altar was 5 cubits long, “5 cubits broad and 3 cubits high” (Exodus 
27:1-8; 38:1-7), (10 feet broad, 10 feet long and 6 feet high). It was a large 
hollow case, made of shittim wood, overlaid with brass, ornamented with 
huge wooden horns overlaid with brass, one for each of the four corners of 
the Altar. A grating or network of brass, having a ring at each of its four 
corners, was hung in the middle of the top of the Altar on which the wood for 
the fire which consumed the sacrifice was laid. On two sides of the Altar 
were rings of brass, through which staves of shittim wood overlaid with brass 
were passed to carry. it from place to place. The pots, shovels, basins, flesh- 
hooks and fire pans, as well as all the other vessels or utensils necessary to 
the service of the Altar, were made of brass. The Altar stood in the midst 
of the eastern half of the oblong Court enclosure, the sacrificial tables and 
utensils being upon the left of the main entrance within the Court. The 
Altar of Burnt-offering was the instrument used for the purpose of reconciling 
man with his Maker. 

\ THE BRAZEN LAVER 


| The Laver (Exodus 30:18; 38:8) consisted of a large bowl or fountain, 
which held fresh water used by the priests in the services. It stood in a 
fount, or pool, as a base to catch the waste water. Here the sacrifices were 
washed and the priests cleansed before entering the Tabernacle. From the 
mention of the “Laver and its Foot” one gets the idea of two containers, 
like a cup and saucer. 
The Biblical statement that the Laver was made of the looking glasses of 
the women of the congregation which assembled at the door of the Tabernacle, 
reveals the deep religious emotion which prevailed. 


THE SANCTUARY 
HOLY AND MOST HOLY PLACES 


' The Sanctuary was erected in the center of the western half of the oblong 
Court enclosure, and consisted of two chambers, the Holy Place and the 





*“Cubit—Standard of measurement adopted by ancient builders, the distance from the 
elbow to end of the middle finger. 
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Most Holy Place, and the tent or covering, protecting and forming a cover 
round about the Sanctuary, and used by the priests and attendants as chamber; 
or rest rooms. , 

The Sanctuary, an oblong, rectangular structure, 30 cubits (60 feet) long 
10 cubits (20 feet) wide, and 10 cubits (20 feet) high, was divided into twc 
parts, the first or outer chamber, called the Holy Place, was 20 cubits (40 feet) 
long, 10 cubits (20 feet) wide and 10 cubits (20 feet) high. 

The Holy Place contained the Altar of Incense, the Table of Shewbread, 
its vessels, dishes, spoons, bowls and covers and the Golden Candlestick. 

The second or inner chamber, called the Most Holy Place, was 10 cubits 
(20 feet) on each side and consequently a perfect cube. It contained the Ark 
of the Covenant, in which were the two Tables of Stone. 

The western end and the two sides of the Sanctuary were enclosed by 
boards made of shittim wood overlaid with gold. 

The length of one board was 10 cubits (20 feet) and the breadth was 11% 
cubits (3 feet). Each board had two tenons at the base equally distant one 
from the other, with two sockets of silver tor each board to fit the tenons 
and form the foundation. On the outside of each board, were rings to receive 
the bars to join one board to the other. There were 20 boards for the north 
side and 20 boards for the south side, held in place by the five bars for each 
side. Four bars joined in the center of the wall and one bar passed through 
all the rings of the 20 boards, on each side. 

For the western end of the Sanctuary there were six boards and twelve 
tenons, with two corner boards and four tenons. They were so cut and 
coupled together as to form a perfect right angle for each corner, coupled at 
top and bottom. All the boards stood upright, edge to edge. The Most 
Holy Place was divided from the Holy Place by four pillars of shittim wood 
overlaid with gold, resting upon sockets of silver. These pillars supported a 
hanging of most sumptuous tapestry of fine twined linen, a splendid fabric 
in blue, purple and scarlet, beautifully embroidered with cherubim in gold. 

The entrance to the Holy Place, or east end of the Sanctuary consisted 
of five pillars of shittim wood, with their hooks overlaid with gold resting upon 
sockets of brass, supporting a hanging of blue, purple and scarlet of fine 
twined linen, richly embroidered with cherubim in gold. 

_ A most beautiful covering of splendid linen fabrics in blue, purple, and 
scarlet, embroidered with figures of cherubim in gold formed the canopy for 
the two sacred rooms. This, together with the two hangings previously de- 
scribed and the boards of gold, produced an enchanting effect in gorgeous 
colourings, dazzling beyond description. This covering was composed of ten 
curtains of fine linen all in blue, purple and scarlet; each curtain was 28 
cubits (56 feet) long and the breadth was 4 cubits (8 feet). The ten curtains 
were joined permanently into two great curtains of five each by means of 
couplings. On one edge of one of the great curtains were loops of blue 50 in 
number; on the edge of the other great curtain were taches of gold-50 in 
number. The loops and taches coupled the curtains together into a one-piece 
covering. This splendid fabric of blue, purple and scarlet coloured linen, 
magnificently embroidered with figures of cherubim formed the ceiling of 
both the Holy and Most Holy Places. It was drawn down on the outside of 
the golden boards and fastened to the center rod upon all sides except the 
eastern entrance. 

To protect this beautiful and delicately wrought covering, eleven curtains 
of goats’ hair were provided, each 30 cubits (60 feet) long and 4 cubits (8 feet) 
wide. Five of these curtains were permanently united into one great curtain 
and six into another. These in turn were provided with 50 loops on the edge 
of one curtain and 50 taches opposite the loops. The two composite curtains 
were joined to make one great covering carefully drawn over the entire 
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Sanctuary and securely fastened on all sides except the eastern entrance. 
To complete the protection against inclement weather, etc., a tent, oblong 
in shape, was also provided, consisting of two coverings, an inner covering of 
rams’ skins, dyed red, and an outer of badgers’ skins. The tent had a ridge 
over which the coverings were drawn, and then fastened by means of guy 
ropes to pins driven into the ground at regular intervals upon all sides. 


THE HOLY PLACE 


This was an oblong room 20 cubits in length, 10 cubits in width and 10 
cubits in height (40 feet long, 20 feet wide and 20 feet high). The entrance 
gate consisted of a beautiful tapestry of blue, purple and scarlet fabric, 
gorgeously embroidered with cherubim in pure gold. This tapestry was hung 
/upon five pillars of wood overlaid with gold, having beautiful capitals of silver 
and sockets of brass. The pillars, which were arranged in regular interval 
across the east entrance of this room, had hooks at the very top of the capitals 
to receive the loops at the top edge of the curtain or veil of the Tabernacle, 
which was thus suspended across the entire front at the west so as to separate 
the Holy from the Most Holy Place. Above and forming the ceiling, was the 
brilliant colored linen covering, and on the north and south sides were the 
highly polished Golden walls reflecting in radiant splendor the varied colored 
drapings and richly rugged floor. , 

The Holy Place contained three articles of furniture, the Altar of Incense, 
which stood in the center, the Golden Candlestick with all its vessels, which 
stood on the left side center, and the Table of Shewbread with its dishes, 
spoons, covers, and bowls, thereon, which stood on the right side center. 

The priests entered the Holy Place each day to offer incense, and to renew 
the lights in the Golden Candlestick. 


ALTAR OF INCENSE 


The Golden Altar (Exodus 39:38) or Altar of Incense (Exodus 30:1-10) 
was made of shittim wood overlaid with pure gold. In form, it was two 
cubits high, one cubit broad, foursquare (4 feet high and 2 feet wide), on 
each of the four sides. Upon the top edge round about, it was ornamented 
with a crown of gold of unique design. On the four corners were horns made 
of shittim wood overlaid with pure gold in shape like unto rams’ horns. 
Under the crown, on each of two sides, were four rings of gold, two on each 
side, through which the staves, made of shittim wood overlaid with gold, 
were passed. These staves were for carrying it. 

The Censer was placed on the top center of the Golden Altar, and in it 
sweet incense was burned every morning. 


' THE GOLDEN CANDLESTICK 


The Golden Candlestick was made of pure gold of “beaten work’ (Exodus 
' 26:31-39; 37:17-24) with a central shaft, ornamented with knobs, flowers and 
bowls, having six branches going out of its sides, three branches out of one 
side and three branches out of the other. All the branches like the shaft 
were ornamented with knobs, flowers and bowls. These bowls were made 
after the fashion of almonds.: On the top of the shaft, and on each one of 
the six branches, were oil lamps in size large enough to hold enough oil and 
cotton to burn all night. 
The Biblical text Aves not define the height or breadth of the candelabrum. 
However, proportionate harmony with the rest of the furniture would suggest 
a-height of 3 cubits (6 feet) and a breadth of 214 cubits (5 feet). 
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The value of the Golden Candlestick is given as that of one talent, : 
present gold value of the sum of $32,493.24. 


THE TABLE OF SHEWBREAD 


The Table was made of shittim wood overlaid with pure gold (Exodu: 
35:23-30; 37:1-16) 2 cubits long, 1 cubit broad and 114 cubits high (4 fee 
long, 2 feet wide and 3 feet high), and finished, like the Altar, with a crowr 
or rim of gold round about at the top edge, and four rings and two stave: 
with which to carry it. It was furnished with dishes, spoons, bowls and cover: 
all of pure gold. 

Upon this table were placed twelve cakes of fine flour, in two rows, six ir 
a row, called “Shewbread.” ‘And thou shall set upon the table Shewbread 
before me alway.” (Exodus 25:30). 


THE HOLY OF HOLIES 


The Most Holy Place, the most sacred portion of this divinely appointed 
structure, was surrounded on three sides by highly polished walls of pure 
gold. The ‘Veil’ of fine twined linen in blue, purple and scarlet, richly 
- embroidered and ornamented with figures of cherubim in gold, hanging from 
the top of four pillars of shittim wood overlaid with pure gold, and resting ir 
sockets of silver, defined the eastern and only entrance. Over all this magnifi- 
cent foursquare, resplendent place hung the beautiful blue, purple and scarlet 
curtain, richly embroidered with golden cherubim. The reflection of these 
brilliant hues, and of the cherubim, upon the walls of polished gold, must 
have produced a weird, startling, awe-inspiring and overpowering effect upon 
all those who were ordained to enter this most sacred place. 

Within this enclosure there was but one article of furniture and its contents, 
ie., the Ark of the Covenant containing the Testimony. — 


THE ARK OF THE COVENANT 


The Ark of the Covenant (Exodus 25:10-23; 37:1-10) was an ark or chest 
of shittim wood two and one-half cubits long, and one and one-half cubits hig! 
(5 feet long, 3 feet wide and 3 feet high) overlaid with gold, and 
embellished with a crown of gold extending around the chest upon the top 
edge. Four rings of pure gold were set in the four corners, two on one 
side and two on the other side, through which the wooden staves over- 
laid with gold used in carrying the sacred chest were passed. 

The lid, or covering, was the Mercy Seat and was one piece of pure gold, 
two and one-half cubits long and one and one-half cubits broad (5 feet long 
and 3 feet wide). Upon each end of this Mercy Seat and a part thereof were 
cherubims, one on each end, made of pure “‘beaten” gold. These cherubims, 
stretched forth their wings on high, so as to cover the Mercy Seat, the? 
faces being inward toward the Mercy Seat. In this Ark, or Chest, and directly 
_ underneath the Mercy Seat, was the Testimony, or Ten Commandments, 
upon two tables of stone. 

The Ark of the Covenant, thus fittingly enshrined, was the only piece of 
furniture in the Most Holy Place. It was visited but once each year by the 
High Priest, on the day of Atonement, to make “atonement for the sins of 
the people. ” This was the most solemn ceremony of the Hebrew worship.

but, so long as that sacred light shines upon 
our altars, so long as it illuminates the path- 
way of the Craftsman by the golden rays of 
truth, so long, and no longer, can Free- 


masonry live and shed its beneficient influ- 
ence upon mankind. Guard then that Book 
of sacred and immutable law as you would 
guard your very life. Defend it as you would 
the flag of your country. Live according to 
its divine teachings, with its everlasting 
assurance of a blessed immortality. (Entered 
Apprentice degree).

- My Brothers, this evening, while you were 
kneeling yonder at the altar, you were shown 
the Great Light in Masonry and were taught 
in a simple and beautiful explanation the 

-Mason’s attitude toward the Book of Books. 
You were told that Freemasonry commands 

each of its votaries diligently to seek therein 
the way to everlasting life, and urges upon 
each faithfully to direct his steps through life 
by the light he there shall find and as he there 
shall find it. 

If we, as Masons, are to obey this injunc- 
tion which each of us has received, we must 
have a proper conception of just *what the 
Great Light is and how it has come down to 
us. ‘And our understanding may well begin 
with recognition of the significant fact that the 

church and religion did not grow out of the 

Bible. The Bible grew out of religion and the 

church. A number of men, living close to the

THE BIBLE IN MASONRY 


R.. W.. AND REV. JOSEPH FORT NEWTON 


Time is a river, and books are boats. Many 
volumes start down that stream, only to be 
wrecked and lost beyond recall in its sands. 
Only a few, a very few, endure the testings 
of time and live to bless the ages following. 
We pay homage to the greatest of all books— 
the one enduring Book which has traveled 
down to us from the far past, freighted with 
the richest treasure that ever any book has 
brought to humanity. What a sight it is to 
see men gathered about an open Bible—how 
typical of the spirit and genius of Masonry, 
its great and simple faith and its benign 
ministry to mankind. 

No Mason needs to be told what a place ot 
honor the Bible has in Masonry. One of the 
great Lights in the Order, it lies open upon the 
altar at the center of the lodge. Upon it every 
Mason takes solemn vows of love, of loyalty, 
of chastity, of charity, pledging himself to our 
tenets of Brotherly Love, Relief, and Truth. 
Think what it means for a young man to make 
such a covenant of consecration in the morn- 
ing of life, taking that wise old Book as his 
guide, teacher and friend! Then as he moves 
forward from one degree to another, the 
imagery of the Bible becomes familiar and 
eloquent, and its. mellow, haunting music 
sings its way into his heart. 

And yet, like everything else in Masonry, 
the Bible, so rich in symbolism, is itself a 
symbol—that is, a part taken for the whole. 
It is a sovereign symbol of the Book of Faith, 
the Will of God as man has learned it in the 
midst of the years—that perpetual revelation 
of himself which God is making mankind in 
every land and every age. Thus, by the very 
honor which Masonry pays to the Bible, it 
teaches us to revere every book of faith in 
which men find help for to-day and hope for 
the morrow, joining hands with the man of 
Islam as he takes oath on the Koran, and 
with the Hindu as he makes covenant with 
God upon the book that he loves best. 

For Masonry knows, what so many forget, 
that religions are many, but Religion is one— 
perhaps we may say one thing, but that one 
thing includes everything—the life of God in 
the soul of man, and the duty and hope of 
man which proceed from His essential char- 
acter. Therefore, it invites to its altar men 
of all faiths, knowing that, if they use different 
names for “the Nameless One of a hundred 


names,” they are yet praying to the one God 
and Father of all; knowing, also, that while 
they read different volumes, they are in fact 
reading the same vast Book of the Faith of 
Man as revealed in the struggle and sorrow 
of the race in its quest of God. So that, great 
and noble as the Bible is, Masonry sees it as 
a symbol of that eternal Book of the Will of 
God which Lowell described when he wrote 
his memorable lines: 


“Slowly the Bible of the race is writ, 
And not on paper leaves nor leaves of stone; 
Each age, each kindred, adds a verse to it, 
Texts of despair or hope, of joy or moan. 
While swings the sea, while mists the moun- 
tain shroud, 
While thunder’s surges burst on cliffs of cloud 
Still at the prophets’ feet the nations sit.” 


None the less, much as we honor every 
book of faith in which any man has found 
courage to lift his hand above the night that 
covers him and lay hold of the mighty Hand 
of God, with us the Bible is supreme. What 
Homer was to the Greeks, what the Koran is 
to the Arabs, that, and much more, the grand 
old Bible is to us. It is the mother in our 
literary family, and if some of its children 
have grown up and become wise in their own 
conceit, they yet rejoice to gather about its 
knee and pay tribute. Not only was the Bible 
the loom on which our language was woven, 
but it is a pervasive, refining, redeeming force 
bequeathed to us, with whatsoever else that 
is good and true, in the very fiber of our being. 
Not for a day do we regard the Bible simply as 
a literary classic, apart from what it means to 
the faiths and hopes and prayers of men, and 
its inweaving into the intellectual and spiritual 
life of our race. 3 

There was a time when'"the Bible formed 
almost the only literature of England; and 
to-day, if it were taken away, that literature 
would be torn to tatters and shreds. Truly 
did Macaulay say that, if everything else in 
our language should perish, the Bible would 
alone suffice to show the whole range and 

ower and beauty of our speech. From it 
ilton learned his majesty of bee and 
Ruskin his magic of prose. Carlyle had in his 
very blood, almost without knowing it, the 
rhapsody and passion of the prophets—their 
sense of the Infinite, of the littleness of man, 
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of the sarcasm of Providence; as Burns, 
before him, had learned from the same fire- 
side Book the indestructibleness of honor and 
the humane pity of God which throbbed in his 
lyrics of love and liberty. Thus, from Shakes- 
peare to Tennyson, the Bible sings in our 
poetry, chants in our music, echoes in our 
eloquence, and in our tragedy flashes forever 
its truth of the terribleness of sin, the tender- 
ness of God, and the inextinguishable hope 
of man. 

My brethren, here is a Book whose scene is 
the sky and the dirt and all that lies between 
—a Book that has in it the arch of the heavens, 
the curve of the earth, the ebb and flow of the 
sea, sunrise and sunset, the peaks of moun- 
tains and the glint of sunlight on flowing 
waters, the shadow of forests on the hills, the 
song of birds and the color of flowers. But 
its two great characters are God and the Soul, 
and the story of their eternal life together is 
its one everlasting romance. It is the most 
human of books, telling the old forgotten 
secrets of the heart, its bitter pessimism and 


its death-defying hope, its pain, its passion, 
its sin, its sob of grief and its shout of joy— 
telling all, without malice, in its Grand Style 
which can do no wrong, while echoing the 
sweet-toned pathos of the pity and mercy of 
God. No other book is so honest with us, so | 
mercilessly merciful, so austere yet so tender, 
piercing the heart, yet healing the deep 
wounds of sin and sorrow. 

Take this great and simple Book, white with 
age yetnew with the dew of eachnew morning, 
tested by the sorrowful and victorious ex- 
perience of centuries, rich in memories and 
wet with the tears of multitudes who walked 
this way before us—lay it to heart, love it, 
read it, and learn what life is, what it means 
to be a man; aye, learn that God hath made 
us for himself, and unquiet are our hearts till 
they rest in Him. Make it your friend and 
teacher and you will know what Sir Walter 
Scott meant when, as he lay dying, he asked 
Lockhart to read tohim. ‘From what book?” 
asked Lockhart, and Scott replied, ‘‘There is 
but one Book!’’ 


SCRIPTURAL QUOTATIONS AND ALLUSIONS IN’ 
THE MASONIC RITUAL

The ritual of the Masonic Fraternity con- 
tains many scriptural quotations and allusions. 
We have no means of knowing precisely 
what ritualistic forms were observed in the 
Four Old Lodges that combined in 1717 to 
form the Premier Grand Lodge; but well- 
informed students agree that the ritual of the 
Operative Lodges was comparatively simple 
and that substantial additions to it were made 
in the early years of the Grand Lodge era. 


Neither do we know by what individuals 
these additions were made or what was the 
precise contribution of each. A large share 
in devising the present ritual is commonly 
attributed to the Rev. James Anderson, a 
doctor of divinity of the Presbyterian faith, 
assisted presumably, by Dr. John Theophilus 
Desaguliers, George Payne, one of the first 
Grand Masters, and others. 

We do not know at what time nor from what 
source the legend of the Master Builder came 
into the ritual, but there is evidence that it 
was known to the Craft before the so-called 
“revival” of 1717, doubtless in compara- 
tively simpleform. ‘‘The Master’s Part,’’as the 
legend was then called, appears to have been 
separated from the work of the entered 
apprentice and fellow-craft degrees and 
elaborated in substantially the form of the 
present Third Degree sometime between 1717 
and 1738. A model of the Temple of Solomon, 
‘or what purported to be such, was exhibited 
at London in 1724 which attracted many 
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spectators, doubtless including leading Free- 
masons, and aroused much interested com- 
ment and discussion. What bearing, if any, 
this event may have had on the elaboration : 
of the legend into the present drama of the 
Third Degree must doubtless remain a sub- 
ject of speculation. But the coincidence is 
too striking to pass unnoted. 


The drama of the Master Builder, inherited 
presumably from Operative days, was the 
stone, heretofore neglected by the builders, 
that now became the headstone of the corner. 
The origin of the Fraternity thus being defin- 
itely linked with the building of King Solo- 
mon’s Temple, the ritualists, possibly under 
the inspiration of the model of the Temple 
then on exhibitionin London, tumedinevitably 
for details to the scriptural accounts of the 
Temple. They were thus encouraged to draw 
freely upon the sacred volume and to enshrine 
the drama in a setting of scriptural symbolism. 
Preston, Webb and other ritualists have fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of Anderson and his 
associates with the result that the present 
ritual is saturated with biblical phraseology. 

The extent of the indebtedness of the ritual 
to the Great Light is a question upon which 
opinions will naturally differ. To make an 
exact analysis both qualitative and quantita- 
tive would be difficult if not impossible. In 
point of quality the scriptural allusions vary 
between wide extremes. As to direct quota- 
tions no question can arise, but certain 
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phrasesare used in the xitual in a context 
quite different to their scriptural connection 
and may with equal probability have been 
drawn from common speech. 

The direct textual quotations require no 
comment except the obvious one that refer- 
ences to the New Testament do not appear 
to have been made with evangelical or other 
dogmatic intent. Two other classes of allu- 
sions, however, may call for a word of ex- 
planation. 

One of these is the extreme case cited 
above of scriptural phrases wrested from 
their Biblical context, but used in the ritual 
to express related ideas. The phrase “the 
clefts of the rock’’ occurs twice in the Scrip- 
tures, each time associated with the idea of 
hiding from Divine wrath. It will be a matter 
of opinion whether the use of this expression 
in the drama of the Third Degree was due to 
conscious intent or, perhaps, to unconscious 
association in the mind of the ritualist. 

Another extreme case is that of analogous 
symbols. The candidate for initiation to the 
mysteries of Freemasonry is specially pre- 
pared and costumed. Master Masons are 
distinguished by a particular form of clothing. 
The Master and other officers of the Lodge 
are decorated with distinctive jewels. 

- Whether any analogy between these cus- 
“toms and the ceremonial preparation and 
costume of Aaron and his sons as priests of 
the Ever-living and True God, or the Urim 
and Thummin with which the-High Priest 
was decorated, was present, either con- 
sciously or unconsciously, in the mind of the 
ritualist, is an open question. Several similar 
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analogies occur and are here cited as worthy 
of attentive study. 

.The following references include both 
direct quotation and indirect allusion and 
analogy. In each case, the citation includes 
the entire logical context; but only the most 
salient passages are quoted. The well-known 
incidents of Daniel in the lions’ den and of 
Meshach, Shadrach and Abednego in the fiery 
furnace are cited in their entirety as illustra- 
tions of the Masonic virtue of fortitude but, 
in each case, only a single significant verse is 
quoted. 

The references are classified under appro- 
priate headings which are thought to be suffi- 
ciently explanatory without being in violation 
of the Masonic obligation to secrecy. The 
topics are arranged for convenience of refer- 
ence in the order of the ritual. The page 
numbers of the present edition of the Bible 
are added in parentheses after the citation, 
thus (100). 

No claim is put forth that the present 
analysis is either exhaustive or authoritative. 
All possible allusions have not been recorded, 
nor are all the references cited expressly 
interpretative of ritualistic language or pro- 
cedure. It is hoped, however, that the 
passages selected are so suggestive as to be 
helpful to the Masonic student and that the 
present effort will not only lead to a more 
extensive reading and study of the Great 
Light among Masons, both as individuals and 
in study club circles, but also to a more ex- 
haustive analysis and presentation of the 
general subject of the indebtedness of the 
Titual to the Great Light in Masonry.

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touch any unclean thing, as the un- 
cleanness of man, or any unclean 
beast, or any abominable unclean 
thing, and eat of the flesh of the sac- 
rifice of peace offerings, which per — 
tain unto the LORD, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

22 {| And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

23, Speak unto the children of Israel 
saying, Ye shall eat no manner of 
fat, of ox, or of sheep, or of goat. — 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
which is torn with beasts, may be 
used in any other use: but ye shall 


‘| in no wise eat of it. 


25 For whosoever eateth the fat 
of the beast, of which men offer an 
offering made by fire unto the LORD, 
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even the soul that eateth 7 shall be 


cut off from his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no man- 
ner of blood, whether vt. be of fowl or of 
beast, in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul 2t be that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

28 { And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, J 

29 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, saying, He that offereth the 
sacrifice of his pacte offerings unto 
the LORD shall bring his oblation 
unto the LORD of the sacrifice of his 
peace offerings. ‘ 

o His own hands shall bring the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire, 
the fat with the breast, it shall he 
bring, that the breast may be waved 
jor a wave offering before the LORD. 

3x And the priest shall burn the fat 
upon the altar: but the breast shall 
be Aaron’s and his sons’, 

32 And the right shoulder shall 
ye give unto the priest for an heave 
offering of the sacrifices of your peace 
offerings. 

33 He amo the sons of Aaron, 
that offereth the blood of the peace 
Dinas ol and the fat, shall have the 
right shoulder for his part. 

34 For the wave breast and the 
heave shoulder have I taken of the 
children of Israel from off the sacri- 
fices of their peace offerings, and have 
given them unto Aaron the priest and 
unto his sons by a statute for ever 
from among the children of Israel. 
_35 { This 2s the portion of the anoint- 
ing of Aaron, and of the anointing of 
his sons, out of the offerings of the 
LORD made by fire, in the day when 
he presented them to minister unto 
the LORD in the priest’s office; 

36 Which the LORD commanded to 
be given them of the children of Is- 
rael,in the day thathe anointed them, 
by a statute for ever throughout their 
generations. 

37 This zs the law of the burnt of- 
fering, of the meat offering, and of 
the sin offering, and of the trespass of- 
fering, and of the consecrations, and 
of the sacrifice of the peace offerings; 
i LORD commande 

in mount Sinai, in the day that 
he commanded the children of Israel 
to offer their oblations unto the 
LORD, in the wilderness of Sinai.

with, 

8 And he put the breastplate upon 
him: also he put in the breastplate 
the Urim and the Thummim. 

9 And he .put the mitre upon his 
head; also upon the mitre, even upon 
his forefront, did he put the golden 
plate, the holy crown; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. ; 

to And Moses took the anointing 
oil, and anointed the tabernacle and 
all that was ‘therein, and sanctified 
them. 

tz And he sprinkled thereof upon 
the altar seven times, and anointed 
the altar and all his vessels, both the 
laver and his foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he poured of the anointing 
oil upon Aaron’s head, and anointed 
him, to sanctify him. 

13 And Moses brought Aaron's 
sons, and put coats upon them, and 

irded them with girdles, and put 

onnets upon them; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. y 

14 And he brought the bullock for 
the sin offering: and Aaron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the bullock for the sin offering. 

15 And he slew zt ; and Moses took 
the blood, and aput it upon the horns of 
the altar round about with his finger, 
and purified the altar,and poured the 


‘blood at the bottom of the altar, and 


sanctified it, to make reconciliation 
upon it. 

16 And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul above 
the liver, and the two kidneys, and 
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their fat, and Moses burned 7 upon 
the altar. ven 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, 
his flesh, and his dung, he burnt with 
fire without the camp; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

18 { And he brought the ram for 
the burnt offering: and Aaron and 
his sons laid their hands .upon the 
head of the ram. e 

19 And he killed 2; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
round about. ; ; 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces; 
and Moses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 4 

21 And he washed the inwards and 
the legs in water; and Moses burnt 
the whole ram upon the altar: it 
was a burnt sacrifice for a sweet sa- 
vour, and an offering made by fire 
unto the LORD; as the LORD com- 
manded Moses. 

22 § And he brought the other 
ram, the ram of consecration: and 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the ram. 

23. And he slew 7; and Moses took 
of the blood of it, and put 2 upon the 
tip of Aaron’s right ear, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of his right foot. { 

24 And he Dreoane Aaron’s sons, 
and Moses put of the blood upon the 
tip of their right ear, and upon the 
thumbs of their right hands, and 
upon the great toes of their right feet:

29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before 
the LORD: for of the ram of consecra- 
tion it was Moses? part; as the LORD 
commanded Moses, 
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_30 And Moses took of the anoint- 
ing oil, and of the blood which was 
upon the altar, and sprinkled 7t upon 
Aaron, and upon his garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon his sons? 
arments with him; and sanctified 
aron, and his garments, and his sons, 
and his sons’ garments with him. 

31 {| And Moses said unto Aaron 
and to his sons, Boil the flesh at the

5 4 And they brought that which 
Moses commanded before the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: and all 
the congregation drew near and stood 
before the LORD. 
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6 And Moses said, This 7s the thing 
which the LORD commanded that 
Pee do: and the glory of the 

RD shall appear unto you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go 
unto the altar, and offer thy sin 
offering, and thy burnt ee and 
make an atonement for thyself, and 
for the people: and offer the offer- 
ing of the people, and make an atone- 
ment for them; as the LORD com- 

‘manded. 

8 { Aaron therefore went unto the 
altar, and slew the calf of the sin of- 
fering, which was for himself. 

9 And the sons of Aaron brought 
the blood unto him: and he dipped 
his er in the blood, and put zt 
upon the horns of the altar, and 
poured out the blood at the bottom 
of the altar: ; 

ro But the fat, and the kidneys, and 
the caul above the liver of the sin of- 
fering, he burnt upon the altar; as 
the LORD commanded Moses, 

tr And the flesh and the hide he 
burnt with fire without the camp, 

12 And he slew the burnt offering; 
and Aaron’s sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled round 
about upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt 
offering unto him, with the pieces 
thereof, and the head: and he burnt 
them upon the altar. ‘ 

14 And he did wash the inwards and 
the legs, and burnt them upon the 

burnt offering on the altar. 

15 {| And he brought the people's 
offering, and took the goat, which 
was the sin offering for the people, 
and slew it, and offered it for sin, as 
the first. 

_16 And he brought the burnt offer- 

ing, and offered it according to the 

manner, 

17 And he brought the meat offer- 

ing, and took an handful thereof, and 

burnt 2¢ once the altar, beside the 
burnt sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which was for the people: and Aaron’s 
sons presented unto him the blood, 
which he sprinkled upon the altar 
round about, 

19 And the fat of the bullock and 
of the ram, the rump, and that which 
covereth the inwards, and the kidneys, 
and the caul above the liver: 

20 And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he burnt. the fat upon 
the altar: 

21 And the breasts and the right 
shoulder Aaron waved for a wave 
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offering before the LORD; as Moses 
commanded, ; i 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed them, 
and came down from offering of the 
sin offering, and the burnt offering, 
and peace offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and came out, and blessed the peo- 
ple: and the glory of the LORD ap- 
peared unto all the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from 
before the LORD, and consumed upon 
the altar the burnt offering and the 
fat: which when all the people saw, 
they shouted, and fell on their faces. 


CHAPTER to. 


1 Burning_of Nadab and Abihu.

ANP Nadab and Abihu, the sons of 
Aaron, took either of them his 
censer, and put fire therein, and put 
incense thereon, and offered strange 
fire before the LORD, which he com- 
manded them not.

the hand of Moses:

Aaron said unto Moses,

to And all that have not fins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that move in the waters, and 
of any living thing which 2s in the 
waters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you 

II They shall be even an abomina- 
tion unto you; ye shall not eat of 
their flesh, but ye shall have their 
carcases in abomination.

_33 Andevery earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falleth, whatsoever 
7s in it shall be unclean; and ye shall 
break it. ; 

34 Of all. meat which may be eaten 
that on which such water cometh shall 
be unclean: and all drink that may 
be drunk in every such vessel shall be 
unclean. Reviticy 

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall be 
unclean; whether et be oven, or ranges 

for pots, they shall be broken down:

for they are unclean, and shall be un-

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, shall 
be clean: but that which toucheth 
their carcase shall be unclean.

38 But if any water be put upon the 
seed, and any part of their carcase fall 
thereon, it shall be unclean unto you.

41 And every creeping thing tha 
creepeth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the belly,. 
and whatsoever goeth upon ail four, 
or whatsoever hath more feet among 
all creeping things that creep upon 
the earth, them ye shall not eat; for 
they are an abomination. : ! 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that creepeth, neither shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled thereby. 

For I am the LORD your God: 
ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy; for I am holy: 
neither shall ye defile yourselves with 
any manner of creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

45 For lam the LoRD that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, to be 
your God: ye shall therefore be holy, 
for I am holy. 

46 This zs the law of the beasts, and 
of the fowl, and of every living crea- 
ture that moveth in the waters, and 
of every creature that creepeth upon 
the earth: 

47 To make a difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and be- 
tween the beast that may be eaten 
and the beast that may not be eaten.

8“And if she be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two tur- 
tles, or two young pigeons; the one 
for the burnt offering, and the other 
for a sin offering: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for her, and 
she shall be clean. 


CHAPTER 13.

8 That which dieth of itself, or is 
torn with beasts, he shall not eat to de- 
file himself therewith: Iam the LORD. 

9 They shall therefore keep mine 
ordinance, lest they bear sin for it, 
and die therefore, if they profane it:

to There shall no stranger eat of 
the holy thing: a sojourner of the 
priest, or an hired servant, shall not

iz But if the priest buy any soul 
with his money, he shall eat of it, 
and he that is born in his house: they 
shall eat of his meat.

23 Either a bullock or a lamb that 
hath any thing superfluous or lack- 
ing in his parts, that mayest thou of- 
fer for a freewill offering; but fora 
vow it shall not be accepted. 

24 Ye shall not offer unto the LORD 
that which is bruised, or crushed, or 
broken, or cut; neither shall ye make 
any offering thereof in your land. 

25 Neither from a stranger’s hand 
shall ye offer the bread of your God 
of any of these; because their cor- 
ruption 7s in them, and blemishes be 
in them: they shall not be accepted 


for you.

it shall not go out in the jubile. 

31 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about 
them shall be counted as the fields of 
the country: they may be redeemed, 
and they shall go out in the jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of 
the Levites, and the houses of the 
cities of their possession, may the 
Levites redeem at any time. 

33, And if a man purchase of the 
Levites, then the house that was sold 
and the city of his possession, shall 

o out in the year of jubile: for the 

ouses of the cities of the Levites are 
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their possession among the children 
of Israel. 2 

34 But the field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold; for it zs 
their perpetual possession. 

35 { And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, and fallen in decay with thee; 
then thou shalt relieve him: yea, 
though he be a stranger, or a sojourner} 
that he may live with thee. 

_36 Take thou no usury of him, or 
increase: but fear thy God; that thy 
brother may live with thee.

7s holy unto the LORD. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly 
by him, and he hath defiled the head 
of his consecration; then he shall 
shave his head in the day of his 
cleansing, on the seventh day shall

to And on the eighth day he shall 
bring two turtles, or two young pi- 
geons, to the priest, to the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation: 

rz And the priest shall offer the one

all the prey, both of men and of beasts. 
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12 And they brought the captives, 
and the prey, and the spoil, unto Mo- 
ses, and Eleazar the priest, and unto 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel, unto the camp at the plains of 
peta which are by Jordan near Jeri- 
cho. 

13 {| And Moses, and Eleazar the 
. priest, and all the princes of the con- 
gregation, went forth to meet them 
without the camp. 3 ;

31. Moreover ye shall take no satis- 
faction for the life of a murderer 
which 7s guilty of death: but he shall 
be surely put to death. 

32 And ye shall take no satisfaction 
for him that is fled to the city of his 
abe that he should come again to 
dwell in the land, until the death of 
the priest. 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are : for blood it defileth 
the land: and the land cannot be 
cleansed of the blood that is shed 
therein, but by the blood of him that 
shed it.

3 And it'came to pass in the fortieth 
year, in the eleventh month, on the 
first day of the month, that Moses 
spake unto the children of Israel, ac- 
cording unto all that the LORD had 
given him in commandment unto 
them; ; 

4 After he had slain Sihon the king 
of the Amorites, which dwelt in Hesh- 
bon, and Og the king of Bashan, 
which dwelt at Astaroth in Edrei: 


5 On this side Jordan, in the land 
of Moab, began Moses to declare this 
law, saying, 


_6 The LORD our God spake unto us 
in Horeb, saying, Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mount: i 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the places nigh thereunto, 
in the plain, in the hills, and in the 
vale, and in the south, and by the sea 
side, to the land of the Canaanites, 
and unto Lebanon, unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have set the land be- 
fore you: | ler and possess the land 
which the 
thers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to 
give unto them and to their seed after 


them. 

9 {And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you be alone: 

10 The LORD your God hath multi- 
plied you, and, behold, ye are this day 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 

Ir (The LORD God of your fathers 
_ make you a thousand times so many 
more as ye are, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you!) 

12 How can I myself alone bear 
your cumbrance, and your burden, 
and your strife? 

13 Take you wise men, and under- 
standing, and known among your 


RD sware unto your fa- 





tribes, and I will make them rulers 
over you. ' 

14 And ye answered me, and said, 
The thing which thou hast spoken 
ts good for us to do. | i 

15 SoI took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made 
them heads over you, captains over 
thousands, and captains over hun- 
dreds, and captains over fifties, and 
captains over tens, and officers among 
your tribes. : 

16 And I charged your judges at 
that time, saying, Hear the causes 
between your brethren, and judge 
righteously between every man and 
his brother, and the stranger that.zs 
with him. } 

17 Ye shall not respect persons 
in judgment; but ye shall hear the 
small as well as the great; ye shall 
not be afraid of the face of man; for 
the judgment 7s God’s: and the cause 
that is too hard for you, bring 2 unto 
me, and I will hear it. 

18 And I commanded you at that 
time all the things which ye should do. 

19 §| And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went through all that 
great and terrible wilderness, which 
ye saw ‘by the way of the mountain 
of the Amorites, as the LORD our God 
commanded us; and we came to Ka- 
desh-barnea. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are come 
unto the mountain of the Amorites, 
which the LORD our God doth give 
unto us, 

21 Behold, the LORD thy God ‘hath 
set the land before thee: go up and 
possess 27, as the LORD God of thy fa- 
thers hath said unto thee; fear not, 
neither be discouraged. 

22 § And ve came near unto me 
every one of you, and said, We will 
send men before us, and they. shall 
search us out the land, and bring us 
word again by what way we.must go 
up, and into what cities we shall 
come. ‘ 

23 And the saying pleased. me well: 
and I took twelve men of you, one 
of a tribe: 

_24 And they turned and went up 
into the mountain, and came unto the 
valley of Eshcol, and searched it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought 2 
down unto us, and brought us word 
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again, and said, Jt 7s a good land 
which the LORD our God doth give us. 
26 Notwithstanding ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the LORD your God: 
27 And ye murmured in your tents, 
and said, Because the LORD hated 
us, he hath brought us forth out of 
the land of Egypt, to deliver us into 
the hand of the Amorites, to destroy 


us. 

28 Whither shall we go up? our 
brethren have discouraged our heart, 
saying, The people 7s greater and 
taller than we; the cities are great 
and walled up to heaven; and more- 
over we have seen the sons of the 
Anakims there. 

29 Then I said unto you, Dread not, 

‘neither be afraid of them. 

30 The LORD your God which go- 
eth before you, he shall fight for you, 
according to all that he did for you in 
Egypt before your eyes; 

31 And in the wilderness, where 
thou hast seen how that the LORD 
thy God bare thee, as a man doth 
bear his son, in all the way that ye 
went, until ye came into this place. 

. 32 Yet in this thing ye did not be- 
lieve the LORD your God, 
33 Who went in the way before 
you, to search you out a place to 
pitch your tents 2n, in fire by night, 
to shew you by what way ye should 
go, and in a cloud by day. : 
34 And the LORD heard the voice 
of your words, and was wroth, and 
sware, saying, : ; 
35 Surely there shall not one of 
these men of this evil generation see 
that good land, which I sware to give 
unto your fathers, 
36 Save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh; he shall see it, and to him will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children, because he 
hath wholly followed the LORD. 
37 Also the LORD was angry with 
me for your sakes, saying, Thou also 
shalt not go in thither. 
38 But Joshua the son of Nun, 
which standeth before thee, he shall 
go in thither: encourage him: for 
he skall cause Israel to inherit it. 
30 Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and your 
children, which in that day had no 
’ knowledge between good and evil, 
they shall go in thither, and unto 
them will I give it, and they shall pos- 
sess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and 
take your journey into the wilderness 
by the way of the Red sea. 





41 Then ye answered and said unto 
me, We have sinned against the 
LORD, we will go up and fight, ac- 
cording to all that-the LORD our God 
commanded us. And when ye had 
girded on every man his weapons of 
ah ye were ready to go up into the 


ill. 

42 And the LORD said unto me, Say 
unto them, Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. : 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye 
would not hear, but rebelled against 


‘the commandment of the LORD, and 


went presumptuously up into the hill. 
_44 And the Amorites, which dwelt 
in that mountain, came out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, and 
Bas alae you in Seir, even unto Hor- 
mah, 

45 And ye returned and wept before 
the LORD; but the LORD would not 
hearken to your voice, nor give ear 
unto you. _ : 

46 So ye abode in Kadesh many 
days, according unto the days that ye 
abode there. 


CHAPTER 2. 
1 Speech of Moses continued. 35 Sihon 
as subdued. 


HEN we turned, and took our 

journey into the wilderness by 

the. way of the Red sea, as the LORD 

spake unto me: and we compassed 
mount Seir many days. 

2 And the LORD spake unto me, 
saying, Pie d 

3 Ye have compassed this mountain 
long enough: turn you northward. 

4 And command thou the people, 
saying, Ye are to pass through the 
coast of your brethren the children 
of Esau, which dwell.in Seir; and 
they shall be afraid of you: take ye 
good heed unto yourselves therefore: 

5 Meddle not with them; for I will 
not give you of their land, no, not so 
much as a foot breadth; because I 
have given mount Seir unto Esau for 
a possession. 

Ye shall buy meat of them for 
money, that ye may eat; and ye shall 
also buy water of them for money, 
that ye may drink. 

7 For the LORD thy God hath blessed 
thee in all the works of thy hand: he 
knoweth thy walking through this 
great wilderness: these forty years 
the LORD thy God hath been with thee; 
thou hast lacked nothing. i 

8 And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
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dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion- 
gaber, we turned "and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. 

9 And the LORD said unto me, Dis- 
tress not the Moabites, neither con- 
tend with them in battle: for I will 
not give thee of their land for a pos- 
session; because I have given Ar 
unto the children of Lot for a posses- 
sion. 

ato The Emims dwelt therein in 
dames past, a people great, and many, 
and tall, as the Anakims; 

tr Which also were accounted a 
ants, as the Anakims; but the 
abites call them Emims. 

12 The Horims also dwelt in_Seir 
beforetime; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them, when they had de- 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did 
unto the land of his possession, which 
the LORD gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said I, and get you 
over the brook Zered. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we came 
from Kadesh-barnea, until we were 
come over the brook Zered, was thirty 
and eight years; until all the gener- 
ation of the men of war were wasted 
out from among the host, as the 
LORD sware unto them. 

15 For indeed the hand of the LORD 
was against them, to destroy them 
from among the host, until they were 
consumed. 

16 {So it came to pass, when all 
the men of war were consumed and 
dead from among the people, 

17 That the LoRD spake unto me, 
saying, 

18 Thou art to pass over through 
Ar, the coast of Moab, this day: 

19 And when thou comest nigh over 
against the children, of Ammon, dis- 
tress them not, nor meddle with 
them: for I will’ not give thee of the 
land of the children of Ammon any 
possession; because I have given it 
unto the children of Lot for a posses- 


sion 

20 (That also was accounted a land 
of giants: giants dwelt therein in old 
time;* and the Ammonites call them 
Zamzummims; hase . 

21 A people great, and many, an 
tall, as the Anakims; but the LorD 
destroyed them before them; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in 
their stead: 

22 As he did to the children of Esau, 
which dwelt in Seir, when he de- 
stroyed the Horims from before them; 
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and they succeeded them, and dwelt 
in their stead even unto this day: 

bers And the Avims which dwelt in 
Hazerim, even unto Azzah, the 
Caphtorims, which came forth ‘out of 
Caphtor, destroyed them, and dwelt 
in their stead.) 

4 { Rise ye up, take your journey, 
on pass over the river Arnon: be- 
hold, I have given into thine hand Si- 
hon the Amorite, king of Heshbon, 
and his land: begin to possess 7, 
and contend with aa in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear. of thee 
upon the nations that are under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear report 
of thee, and shall tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

26 § And I sent: messengers out of 
the wilderness of Kedemoth unto Si- 
hon king of Heshbon with words of 
peace, saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy jong? 
I will go along by the high way; I 
neither turn unto the ete hand — 
to the left. 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for 
money, that I may eat; and give me 
water for money, that I may drink: 
only I will pass through on my feet; 

29 (As the children of Esau which 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me;) until I 
shall pass over Jordan into the land 
which the LORD our God giveth us. 

30 But Sihon king of Heshbon 
would not let us pass by him: for the 
LORD thy God hardened his spirit, 
and made his heart obstinate, that he 
might deliver him into thy hand, as 
appeareth thisday. 

31 And the LORD said unto me, Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee: begin to possess, 
that thou mayest inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out against us, 
he and all his people, to fight at Jahaz. 

33 And the LORD our God deliy- 
ered him before us; and we: smote 
him, and his sons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the little ones, of 
every city, we left none to remain: 

35. Only the cattle we took for a 

prey unto ourselves, and the spoil of 
the cities which we took. 
-36 From Aroer, which 7s by the 
brink of the river of Arnon, and from 
the city that.7s by the river, even unto 
Gilead, there was not one city too 
strong for us: the LORD our God de- 
livered all unto us: 

37 Only unto the land of the children 
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of Ammon thou camest not, nor unto 
any place of the river Jabbok, nor 
unto the cities in the mountains, nor 
unto whatsoever the LORD our God 


forbad us. : 
CHAPTER 3. 


1 Speech. of Moses continued. 26 Moses 
aiews the promised land. 


Res we turned, and went up the 
‘way to Bashan: and Og the king 
of Bashan came out against us, he 
and all his people, to battle at Edrei. 

2 And the LORD said unto me, Fear 
him not: for I will deliver him, and 
all his people, and his land, into thy 
hand; and thou shalt do unto him as 
thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 

3 So the LORD our God delivered 
into our hands Og also, the king of 
Bashan, and all his people: and we 
smote him until none was left to him

'4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore'cities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan, : 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars; beside 
unwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, as 
we did unto Sihon king of Heshbon, 
utterly destroying the men, women, 
and children, of every city. ; 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of 
cities, we took for a prey to our- 
selves. ; 


8 And we took at that time out of: 


the hand of the two kings of the Am- 
orites the land that was on this side 
Jordan, from the river of Arnon unto 
mount Hermon, Be Blok 

9 Which Hermon the Sidonians 
call Sirion; and the Amorites call it 
Shenir};) ie: t i 

Io Ali the cities of the plain, and 
all Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Sal- 
chah and Edrei, cities of the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. _ 

11 For only Og king of Bashan re- 
mained of the remnant of giants; be- 
hold, his bedstead was a bedstead of 
iron; zs it not in Rabbath of the chil- 
dren of Ammon? nine cubits was the 

-length: thereof, and four cubits the 
breaath of it, after the cubit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we pos- 
sessed at that time, from Aroer 
which 7s by the river Arnon, and half 
mount Gilead, and the cities thereof, 

ave I unto the Reubenites and to the 

adites. a 

13 And the rest of Gilead, and all 
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Bashan, being the kingdom of Og, 
gave I unto the half tribe of Manas- 
seh; all the region of Argob, with ali 
Bashan, which was called the land 
of giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took 
all the country of Argob unto the 
coasts of Geshuri and Maachathi; 
and called them after his own name, 
Bashan-havoth-jair, unto this day. 

15 AndI gave Gilead unto Machir, 

16 And unto the Reubenites and 
unto the Gadites I gave from Gilead 
even unto the river Arnon half the 
valley, and the border even. unto the 
river Jabbok, which is the border of 
the children of Ammon; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chinnereth 
even unto the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah 
castward. 

18 { And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The LORD your God 
hath given you this land to possess 
it: ye shall pass over. armed before 
your brethren the children of Israel, 
all that are meet for the war. 

19 But your wives, and. your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know that 
ye have much cattle,) shall abide in 
your cities which I have given you; 

20 Until the LORD have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 

ou, and until they also possess the 

and which the LORD your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan: and then 
shall ye return every man unto his 
possession, which I have Eger you, 

21 {And I,commanded Joshua at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes have 
seen all that the LORD your God hath 
done unto these two kings: so shall 
the LoRD do unto all the kingdoms 
whither thou passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for the 
LORD your God he shall fight for you, 

23 AndI besought the LORD at that 
time, saying, \ 

24 O Lord GOD, thou hast begun to 
shew thy servant thy greatness, and 
thy mighty hand: for what God zs 
there in heaven or in earth, that can 
do according to thy works, and ac- 
cording to thy te tome 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, and 
see the good land that 2s beyond 12 
dan, that goodly mountain, and Leb- 
anon. 

26 But the LORD was wroth with 
me for your sakes, and would not 
hear me: and the LORD said unto 
me, Let it suffice thee; speak no 
more unto me of this matter. 4 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pis- 
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gah,-and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and behold zt with thine 
eyes: for thou shalt not go over this 
jordan. | 

28 But charge Joshua, and encour- 
age him, and strengthen him: for he 
shall go over before this people, and 
he shall cause them to inherit the 
land which thou shalt see. 
29 So we abode in the valley over 
against Beth-peor. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Moses’ exhortation. 41 Cities of refuge 
chosen. 


OW therefore hearken, O Israel, 
unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I teach you, for to 
do them, that ye may live, and go in 
aid possess the land which the LORD 

God of your fathers giveth you. 

2 Ye shall not add unto the word 
which I command you, neither shall 
he diminish ought fromit, that ye may 
eep the commandments of the LORD 
your God which I command you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the 
LORD did because of Baal-peor: for 
all the men that followed Baal-peor, 
the LORD thy God ‘hath destroyed 
them from among you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the 
LorD your God are alive every one 
of you this day. 

‘5 Behold, [have taught you statutes 
and judgments, even as the LORD 
my God commanded me, that ye 
should do so in the land whither ye go 
to possess it. | 
6 Keep therefore and: do them; for 
this 7s your wisdom and your under- 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which: shall hear all these statutes, 
and ‘say, Surely this great nation 2s a 
wise and understanding people. 

7 For what nation 7s there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as 
the LoRD our God 7s in all things that 
we call upon him for ?, 

8 And what nation %s there so great, 
that hath’ statutes and judgments so 
righteous as all this law, which ? set 
before you this day? 

.9 Only take heed ‘to thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest thou 
forget the things which thine eyes 
have seen, and lest they depart from 
thy heart all the days of thy life: but 
teach them ‘thy sons, and thy sons’ 
sons; — 

“10 Specially the day that thou stood- 
est before the LORD thy God in Horeh, 
when the LoRD said unto me, Gather 
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me the people together, and I. will 
make them hear my words, that they 
may learn to fear me all the days that 
they shall live upon the earth, and 
that they may teach their children, 
1x And ye came near and. stood 
under the mountain; and the moun- 
tain burned with fire unto the midst 
of heaven, with darkness, clouds, and 
thick darkness. 

12 And the LORD spake unto you 
out of the midst of the fire: ye heard 
the voice of the words, but saw no 
similitude; only ye heard a voice... 

I3 d he declared unto you his 
covenant, which he commanded you 
to perform, even ten:commandments; 
and he wrote them upon two. tables 
of stone. 

14 § And the LORD commanded me 
at that time to teach you statutes and 
judgments, that ye might do them in 
the land whither ye go over to pos- 
sess it. 

15 Take ye therefore good heed 
unto yourselves; for ye saw no man- 
ner of similitude on the day that the 
LORD spake unto you in Horeb out 
of the midst of the fire: 

16 Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and 
make you a graven image, the simili- 
tude of any figure, the likeness of 
male or female, 

_17 The likeness of any beast. that 
ison the earth, the likeness of any 
winged fowl that flieth in the air, 

18 The likeness of any thing that 
creepeth on the ground, the likeness 
of any fish that 2s in the waters be- 
neath the earth: ‘ 

19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes 
unto heaven, and when thou seest 
the sun, and the moon, and the stars, 
even all the host of heaven, should- 
est be driven to worship them, and 
serve them, which the LORD thy 
God hath divided unto all. nations 
under the whole heaven. hfe 

20 But the LORD hath taken you, 
and brought you forth out of the iron 
furnace, even out of Egypt, to be 
unto him a people of inheritance, as 
ye are this day. ek 

21 Furthermore the LORD was an- 
gry with me for your sakes, and sware 
that I should not go over Jordan, and 
that I should not go in unto that good 
land, which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance: > » 

22 But I must die in this land, I 
must not go over Jordan: but ye 
oa go over, and possess that good 
and. 

23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest 
ye forget the covenant of the LORD 
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your God, which he made with you, 
and make you a graven image, or the 
likeness of any thing, which the LORD 
thy God hath forbidden thee. 

24 For the LORD thy God zs a con- 
suming fire, even a jealous God. 

25 {When thou shalt beget chil- 
dren, and children’s children, and ye 
shall have remained long in the land, 
and shall corrupt yourselves, and make 
a graven image, or the likeness of any 
thing, and shall do evil in the sight 
of the LORD thy God, to provoke him 
to anger: , : 

26 I call heaven and earth to wit- 
ness against you this day, that ye 
shall soon utterly perish from off the 


land whereunto ye go over Jordan | d 


to possess it; ye shall not prolong 
your days upon it, but shall utterly 
be destroyed. 

27 And the LORD shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be 
left few in number among the hea- 
then, whither the LORD shall lead 


you. 

28 And there ye shall serve £038; 
the work of men’s hands, wood and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, 
nor eat, nor smell. 

29 But if from thence thou shalt 
seek the LORD thy God, thou shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribulation, 
and all these things are come upon 
thee, even in the latter days, if thou 
turn to the LORD thy God, and shalt 
be obedient unto his voice; i 

31 (For the LORD thy God i a 
merciful God;) he will not forsake 
thee, neither destroy thee, nor forget 
the covenant of thy fathers which he 
sware unto them. 

32 For ask now of the days that 
are past, which were before thee, 
since the day that God created man 
upon the earth, and ask from the one 
side of heaven unto the other, whe- 
ther there hath been any such thing 
as this great thing zs, or hath been 
heard like it? ‘ 

33. Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speaking out of the midst of the 
fire, as thou hast heard, and live? 
-'34 Or hath God assayed to go and 
take. him a nation from the midst 
of another nation, by temptations, by 
signs, and by wonders, and by war, 
and by a mighty hand, and by a 
stretched ott arm, and by great ter- 
rors, according to all that the LORD 
your God did\for you in Egypt before 
your eyes? ; 

35 Unto theé it was shewed, that 
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thou mightest know that the LORD 
pe us God; there 7s none else beside 


im. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might instruct 
thee: and.upon earth he shewed thee 
his great fire; and thou heardest his 
words out of the midst of the fire, 

37 And because he loved thy fa- 
thers, therefore he chose their seed 
after them, and brought thee: out in 
his sight with his mighty power out 


of Feypt; 

38 To drive out nations from before 
thee greater and mightier than thou 
art, to bring thee in, to give thee their 
land for an inheritance, as 7t 7s this 


ay. 

39 Know therefore this day, and 
consider 2¢ in thine heart, that the 
LORD he 7s God in heaven above, and 
upon the earth beneath: there 1s none 
else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore his 
statutes, and his commandments, 
which I command thee this day, that 
it may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days upon the 
earth, which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee, for ever. 

41 § Then Moses severed three 
cities on this side Jordan toward the 
sunrising; : 

42 That the slayer might flee thi- 
ther, which should kill his neighbour 
unawares, and hated him not in times | 
past; and that fleeing unto one of 
these cities he might live: _ 

43, Namely, Bezer in the wilderness, 
in the plain country, of the Reuben- 
ites; and Ramoth in Gilead, of the 
Gadites; and Golan in Bashan, of 
the Manassites. _ i 

44 {| And this 2s the law which Mo- 
ses set before the children of Israel: 

These are the testimonies, and 
the. statutes, and the judgments, 
which Moses spake unto the children 
of Israel, after they came forth out of 


Egypt, ; 

46 On this side Jordan, in the val- 
ley over against Bett 990% in the 
land of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
who dwelt at Heshbon, whom Moses 
and the children of Israel smote 
a tad were come forth out of 


gypt: i 
47 And they possessed his land, and 
the land of Og king of Bashan, two 
kings of the Amorites, which were on 
this side Jordan toward the sunrising; 
48 From Avxoer, which 2s by the 
bank of the river Arnon, even unto 
mount Sion, which 7s Hermon, 
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49 And*all the plain on this side 
Jordan eastward, even unto the sea of 
the plain, under the springs of Pisgah.

ND. Moses called all Israel, and 

said unto them, Hear, O Israel, 

the statutes and judgments which I 

speak in your ears this day, that ye 

may learn them, and keep, and do 
em.

19 To cast out all thine enemies 
from before thee, as the LORD hath © 
spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketh thee

av AV Ara the LORD thy God shall 
» bring thee into the land whither 
thou goest to possess it, and hath cast 
out many nations before thee, the 
Hittites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites, seven nations greater 
and mightier than thou; 

2 And when the LORD thy God shall 
deliver them before thee; thou shalt 
smite them, and utterly destroy 
them; thou shalt make no covenant 
with them, nor shew mercy unto 
them: ; 

3 Neither shalt thou make mar-

daughter shalt thou take unto thy 
son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following me, that they may 
serve other gods: so will the anger of

5 But thus shall ye deal with them; 
ea shall destroy their altars, and 

reak down their images, and cut 
down their groves, and burn their 
graven images with fire. 

6 For thou art an holy people unto 
the LorRD thy God: the LORD thy 
God hath chosen thee to be a special 
people unto himself, above all people 
that are upon the face of the earth. 

7 TheLorRD did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people; for 
ye were the fewest of all people: 

8 But because the LORD loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fa- 
thers, hath the LORD brought you 
out witha mighty hand, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondmen, from 
the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt: 

9 Know therefore that the LORD 
thy God, he 7s God, the faithful God, 
which keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him and keep his 
commandments to a thousand gen- 
erations; ; 
ro And repayeth them that hate 
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him to their face, to destroy them: he 
will not be slack to him that hateth 
him, he will repay him to his face. 

iz Thou shalt therefore keep the 
commandments, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which I command thee 
this day, to do them. 1 

I2 § Wherefore it shall come’ to 
pass, if ye hearken to these judg- 
ments, and keep, and do them, that 
the LORD thy God shall keep unto 
thee the covenant and the mercy 
which he sware unto thy fathers:

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the 
commandments of the LORD thy God, 
to walk in his ways, and to fear him. 
7 For the LORD thy God bringeth 
thee into a good land, a land of brooks 
of water, of fountains and depths that 
spring out of valleys and hills;

who brought thee forth water out of 
the rock of flint; . 

16 Who fed thee in the wilderness 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good atthy latterend; . 

t7 And thou say in thine heart 
My power and the might of mine hand 
hath gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou shalt remember the 
LORD thy God: for 7 7s he that giveth 
thee power to get wealth, that he may 
establish his covenant which he sware 
unto thy fathers, as 7 2s this day. 

1g And it shall be, if thou do at all 
forget the LORD thy God, and walk

4 And it be told thee, and thou hast 
heard of tt, and enquired diligently, 
and, behold, zt be true, and the thing 
certain, that such abomination is 
wrought in Israel: : 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have 
committed that wicked thing, unto 
thy gates, even that man or that wo- 
man, and shalt stone them with 
stones, till they die. ; ; 
6 At the mouth of two witnesses, 
‘or three witnesses, shall he that is 
worthy of death be put to death; but 
at the mouth of one witness he shall

14 For these nations, which thou 
shalt possess, hearkened unto ob- 
servers of times, and unto diviners:

48 Therefore shalt thou serve thine 
enemies which the LORD shall send 
against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, 
and in nakedness, and in want of all 
things: and he shall put a yoke of 
iron upon thy neck, until he have 
praia thee. 

49 The LORD shall bring a nation 
aga thee from far, from the end 
of the earth, as swift as the eagle 
flieth; a nation whose tongue thou 
shalt not understand; 

50 A nation of fierce countenance, 
which shall not regard the person of 
the old, nor shew favour to the young: 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy 
cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until 
thou be destroyed: which also shall 
not leave thee ether corn, wine, or 
oil, or the increase of thy kine, or 
flocks of thy sheep, until he have de- 

_ stroyed thee. } 

52 And he shall besiege thee in all 

thy gates, until thy high and fenced 





walls come down, wherein thou trust- 
edst, throughout all thy land: and he 
shall besiege thee in all thy gates 
throughout all thy land, which the 
LORD thy God hath given thee. _ 

53 And thou shalt eat the fruit of 
thine own body, the flesh of thy sons 
and of thy daughters, which the LORD 
thy God hath given thee, in the siege, 
and in the straitness, wherewith thine 
enemies shall distress thee: . 

54 So that the man that 2s tender 
among you, and very delicate, his eye 
shall be evil toward his brother, and 
toward the wife of his bosom, and to- 
ward the remnant of his children 
which he shall leave:, 

55 So that he will not give to any 
of them of the flesh of his children 
whom he shall eat: because he hath 
nothing left him in the siege, and in 
the straitness, wherewith thine ene- 
mies shall distress thee in all thy gates. ~ 

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which would not adven- 
ture to set the sole of her foot upon 
the ground for delicateness and ten- 
derness, her eye shall be evil toward 
the husband of her bosom, and toward 
her son, and toward her daughter, 

57 And toward her young one that 
cometh out from between her feet, 
and toward her children which she 
shall bear: for she shall eat them for 
want of all things secretly in the siege 
and straitness, wherewith thine en- 
emy shall distress thee in thy gates. 

58 If thou wilt not observe to do all 
the words of this law that are written 
in this book, that thou mayest fear 
this. glorious and fearful name, 
THE LORD THY GOD; 

50 Then the LORD will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues 
of thy seed, even great plagues, and of 
long continuance, and sore sicknesses, 
and of long continuance. _ 

60 Moreover he will_bring upon 
thee all the diseases of Egypt, which 
thou wast afraid of; and they shall 
cleave unto thee. . 

61 Also every, sickness, and every 
plague, which zs not written in’ the 
book of this law, them will the LORD 
bring upon thee, until thou be de- 
stroyed. \ f 

62 And ye shall be left few in num- 
ber, whereas ye were as the stars of 
heaven for multitude; because thou 
wouldest not obey the voice of the 
LORD rh God.. 

63. And it shall come to pass, that 
as the LORD rejoiced over you to do 
ee good, and to multiply you; so the 

RD will rejoice over you to destroy 
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you, and to bring you to nought; 
and ye shall be plucked from off the. 
land whither thou goest to possess it. 

64 And the LORD shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end of 
the earth even unto the other; and 
there thou shalt serve other gods, 
which neithe: thou nor thy fathers 
have known, even wood and stone. 

65 And among these nations shalt 
thou find no ease, neither shall the 
sole of thy foot have rest: but the 
LorDshall give thee there a trembling 
heart, and failing of eyes, and sor- 
row of mind: 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt 
before thee; and thou shalt fear day 
and night, and shalt have none as- 
surance of thy life: 

67 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would God it were even! and at even 
thou shalt say, Would God it were 
morning! for the fear of thine heart 
wherewith thou shalt fear, and for 
the sight of thine eyes- which thou 
shalt see. it 
_68 And the LORD shall bring thee 
into Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof I spake unto thee, Thou 
shalt see it no more again: and there 

'ye shall be sold unto your enemies 
for bondmen and bondwomen, and 
no man shall buy you. 


CHAPTER 29. 


1 Moses exhorts to obedience. 10.Cove- 
Hed entered into. 29 Secret things are 
‘od’ s. 


HESE are the words of the cove- 
nant, which the LORD com- 
manded Moses to make with the chil- 
dren of Israel in the land of Moab, 
beside the covenant which he made 
with them in Horeb. 

2 § And Moses called unto all Israel, 
and said unto them, Ye have seen all 
that the LORD did before your eyes in 
the land of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and 
unto all his servants, and unto all his 
land; R 
3. The great temptations which 

thine eyes have seen, the signs, and 

those great miracles; 

.4 Yet the LORD hath not given you 

an heart to perceive, and' eyes to see, 
- and ears to hear, unto this day. 

_5 And I have led you forty, years 

in the wilderness: your clothes are 

not waxen old upon you, and thy 
shoe is not waxen old upon thy foot. 

6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink: 
that ye might know that I am the 

LORD your God. 
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7 And when ye came unto this 
place, Sihon the king of Heshbon, 
and Og the king of Bashan, came out 
against us unto battle, and we smote 
them: f iS 

8 And we took their land, and gave 
it for an inheritance unto the Reu- 
benites, and to the Gadites, and to the 
half tribe of Manasseh. 

9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 

10. { Ye stand this day all of you 
before the LORD your God; your cap- 
tains of your tribes, your elders, and 
your officers, with all the men of Israel, 

rr Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy stranger that 7s in thy camp, from 
the hewer of thy wood unto the 
drawer of thy water: 

12 That thou shouldest enter into 
covenant with the LORD thy God, and 
into his oath, which the LORD thy 
God maketh with thee this day: 

13 That he may establish thee to 
day for a people unto himself, and 
that he may be unto thee a God, as he 
hath said unto thee, and as he hath 
sworn unto thy fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

14 Neither with you only do I 
make this covenant and this oath; _ 

15 But with hom that standeth here 
with us this day before the LORD our 
God, and also with him that zs not 
here with us this day: 

_16 (For ye know how we have dwelt 
in the land of Egypt; and how we 
came through the nations which ye 
passed bys ‘ ee 

7 And ye have seen their abomi- 
nations, and their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, which were 
among them:) 

18 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day 
from the LORD our God, to go and 
serve the gods of these nations; lest 
there should be among you a root 
that beareth gall and wormwood; 

19 And it come to pass, when he 
heareth the words of this curse, that 
he bless himself in his heart, saying, 
I. shall have peace, though I walk 
in -the Buagnatiog of mine heart, 
to add drunkenness to thirst: 

20 The LORD will not spare him, 
but then the anger of the LORD and 
his jealousy shall smoke against that 
man, and all the curses that are writ- 
ten in this book shall lie spon him, 
and the LORD shall blot out his name 
from under heaven. i 

21 And the LORD shall separate 
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him unto evil out of all the tribes of 
Israel, according to all the curses of 
the covenant that are written in this 
book of the law: 

22 So that the generation to come 
of your children that shall rise up 
after you, and the stranger that shall 
come from a far land, shall say, 
when they see the plagues of that 
‘land, and the sicknesses which the 

LORD hath laid upon it; 

‘ 23 And that the whole land thereof 
as brimstone, and salt, and burning, 
that it is not sown, nor beareth, nor 
any grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom, and Gomorrah, 
Admah, and Zeboim, which the LORD 
overthrew in his anger, and in his 
wrath: : 

24 Even all nations shall say, 
Wherefore hath the LORD done thus 
unto this land? what meaneth the 
heat of this great anger? : 

25 Thenmen shall say, Because they 
have forsaken’ the covenant of the 
LorD God. of their fathers, which he 
made with them when he brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt: 

26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods 
whom they knew not, and whom he 
had not given unto them: 

27 And the anger of the LORD was 
kindled against this land, to bring 
upon it all the curses that are written 
in this book: 

28 And the LORD rooted them out 
of their land in anger, and in wrath, 
and in great indignation, and cast 
ean into another land, as 7 7s this 

ay. 

29 The secret things belong, unto the 
LORD our God: but those things which 
are revealed belong unto us and to our 
children for ever, that we may do all 
the words of this law. 


CHAPTER 30. — 


1A promise of mercies. 15 Good and 
evil before all. 


AX, it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse, which 
Ihave set before thee, and thou shalt 
call them to mind among all the na- 
tions, whither the LORD thy God hath 
driven thee, 

2 And shalt return unto the LORD 
thy God, and shalt obey his voice ac- 
cording to all that I command thee 
this day, thou and thy children, with 
all thine heart, and with all thy soul; 

3 That then the LoRD thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have compas- 


sion upon thee, and will return and 
gather thee from all the nations, 

| whither the LORD thy God hath scat- 
tered thee. ; 

4 If any of thine be driven out unto 
the outmost parts of heaven, from 
(thence will the LORD thy God gather 
top and from thence will he fetch 

ee: i 

5 And the LorD thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt possess it; 
and he will do thee good, and multi- 

Ply thee above thy fathers. - 

And the LORD thy God will cir- 
cumcise thine heart, and the heart 
of thy seed, to love the LORD thy God 
with all thine heart, and with all thy 
soul, that thou mayest live. ~ 

7 And the LoRD thy God will put 
all these curses upon thine enemies, 
and on them that hate thee, which 
persecuted thee. 

8 And thou shalt return and obey 
the voice of the LORD, and do all his 
commandments which I command 
thee this day. : 

9 And the LORD thy God will make 
thee plenteous in every work of thine 
hand, in the fruit of thy body, and 
in the fruit of thy cattle, and in the 
fruit of thy land, for good: for the 
LORD will again rejoice over thee for 
good, as he rejoiced over thy fathers: 

ro If thou shalt hearken unto the 





voice of the LORD thy God, to keep 
his commandments and his statutes 
which are written in this book of the 
law, and if thou turn unto the LORD 
thy God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul. P 

11 § For this commandment which 
I command thee this day, it 2s not 
hidden from thee, neither 7s it far off, 

12 It ts not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go up for us 
to heaven, and bring it unto us, that 
we may hear it, and do it? ; 

13 Neither zs it beyond the sea, that 
thou shouldest say, Who shall go 
over the sea for us, and bring it unto 
us, that we may hear it, and do it? 

14 But the word zs very nigh unto 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, 
that thou mayest do it. : 

15 {| See, I have set before thee this 
day life and good, and death and evil; 

16 In that I command thee this day 
to love the LORD thy God, to walk in 
his ways, and to keep his command- 
ments and his statutes and his judg- 
ments, that thou mayest live and 
multiply: and the LORD thy God shall 
bless thee in the land whither thou 


goest to possess it. 
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17 But if thine heart turn away, so 
that thou wilt not hear, but shalt be 
drawn away, and worship other gods, 
and serve them; ~ 

18 I denounce unto you this day, 
that ye shall surely perish, and that 
ye shall not prolong your days upon 
the land, whither thou passest over 
Jordan to go to possess it, 

19 I call heaven and earth to record 
this day against you, that I have set 
before you life and death, blessing 
and cursing: therefore choose life, that 
both thou and thy seed may live: 

20 That thou mayest love the LORD 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
his voice, and that thou mayest cleave 
unto him: for he 7s thy life, and the 
length of thy days: that thou mayest 
dwell in the land which the LORD 
sware unto thy fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give them. 


CHAPTER 31. 


1 The people encouraged. 14 Joshua 
charged. 24 Book of the law given to 
the Lewes. 


ND Moses went and spake these 

words unto all Israel. 

2 And he said unto them, I am an 
hundred and twenty years old this 
day; Icanno more go out. and come 
in: also the LORD hath said unto me, 
Thou shalt not go over this Jordan. 

3 The LoRD thy God, he will go 
over before thee, and he will destroy 
these nations from before thee, and 
thou shalt possess them: and Joshua, 
he shall go over before thee, as the 
LORD hath said. 

And the LORD shall do unto them 
as he did to Sihon and to Og, kings 
of the Amorites, and unto the land of 
them, whom he destroyed. « 

5 And the LORD shall give them up 
before your face, that ye may do unto 
‘them according unto all the com- 

_mandments which Ihave commanded 
you. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage, 
fear not, nor be afraid of them; for 
the LORD thy God, he 7 7s that doth 
go with thee; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

And Moses called unto Joshua, 
and said unto him in the sight of all 
Israel, Be strong and of a good cour- 
age: for thou must go with this peo- 

le unto the land which the LORD 

ath sworn unto their fathers to give 
them; and thou shalt cause them to 
inherit it. RS. 

8 And the LORD, he 77s that doth 
go before thee; he will be with thee, 
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he will not fail thee, neither forsake 
thee: fear not, neither be dismayed. 

9 { And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD, and unto all 
the elders of Israel. 

to And Moses commanded them, 
saying, At the end. of every seven 
years, in the solemnity of the year 
of release, in the feast of taberna- 
cles, 
tr When all Israel is come to ap- 
pear before the LORD thy God in the 
place which he shall choose, thou 
shalt read this law before all Israel 
in their hearing. 

12 Gather the people together. 
men, and women, and children, and 
thy stranger that zs within thy gates, 
that they may hear, and that they 
may learn, and fear the LORD your 
God, and observe to do all the words 
of this law: : i 

13 And that their children, which 
have not known any thing, may hear, 
and learn to fear the LORD your God, 
as long as ye live in the land whither 
ye go over Jordan to possess it. 

14 { And the LORD said unto Mo- 
ses, Behold, thy days approach that 
thou must die: call Joshua, and pre- 
sent yourselves in the tabernacle of 
the congregation, that I may give 
him a charge. And Moses and Joshua 
went, and presented themselves in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

15 And the LORD appeared in the 
tabernacle in a pillar of a cloud: and 
the pillar of the cloud stood over the 
door of the tabernacle. 

16 {| And the LORD said unto Moses, 
Behold, thou shalt sleep .with thy 
fathers; and this people will rise up, 
and goa whoring after the gods of - 
the strangers of the land, whither 
they go to be among them, and will 
forsake me, and break my covenant 
which I have made with them. 

17, Then my anger shall be kindled 

against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my 
face from them, and they shall be de- 
voured, and many evils and troubles 
shall befall them; so that they will 
say in that day, Are not these evils 
come upon us, because our God zs 
not among us? ; 
_18 And I will surely hide my face 
irf that day for all the evils which 
they shall have wrought, in that they 
are turned unto other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this son 
for you, and teach it the children o 
Israel: put it in their mouths, that

this song may ‘be a witness for me 


against the children of Israel. 

20 For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which I sware unto 
their fathers, that floweth with milk 
and honey; and they shall have eaten 
and filled themselves, and waxen 
fat; then will they turn unto other 
gods, and serve them, and provoke 
me, and break my covenant. 

21 And it shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this.song shall testify 
against them as a witness; for it 
shall not be forgotten out of the 
mouths of their seed: for I know their 
imagination which they go about, 
even now, before I have brought 
them into the land which I sware. 

22 Moses therefore wrote this 
song the same day, and taught it the 
children of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshua the son of 
Nun a charge, and said, Be strong 
and of a good courage: for thou shalt 
bring the children of Israel into the 
land which I sware unto them: and 
I will be with thee. 

24 { And it came to pass, when 
Moses had made an end of writing 
the words of this law in a book, until 
they were finished, 

25 That Moses commanded the Le- 
vites, which bare the ark of the cove- 
nant of the LORD, saying, 

26 Take this book of the law, and 
put it in the side of the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD your God, that 
it may be there for a witness against 


ee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and 
thy stiff neck: behold, while I am 
yet alive with you this day, ye have 
been rebellious against the LORD; 
and how much more after my death? 

28 § Gather unto me all the elders 
of your tribes, and your officers, that 
I may speak these words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to record 
against them. 

29 For I know that after my death 
ye will utterly corrupt yourselves, and 
turn aside from the way which I have 
commanded you; and evil will befall 
you in the latter days; because ye 
will do evil in the sight of the LORD, 
to provoke him to anger through the 
work of your hands. | 

30 And Moses spake in the ears of ell 
the congregation of Israel the words 
of this song, until they were ended. 


CHAPTER 32. 


Moses. 48 He is ordered to

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GME ear, O ye heavens, and I will 
speak; and hear, O earth, the. 
words of my mouth. 

2 My: doctrine shall drop as the 
rain, my speech shall distil as the 
dew, as the’ small rain upon the ten- 
der herb, and as the showers upon the 
grass: 

3 Because I will publish the name of 
the LORD: ascribe ye greatness unto 
our God. ‘ 

4 He wis the Rock, his work zs per- 
fect: for all his ways are judgment: 
a God of truth and without iniquity, 
just and right zs he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their spot 7s not the spot of his chil- 
dren: they are a perverse and crooked 
generation. F 

Do the thus requite the LORD, 
O foolis peoule and unwise? is not 
he thy father that hath bought thee? 
hath he not made thee, and estab- 
lished thee? ; 

7. { Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many generations: 
ask thy father, and he will shew thee; 
thy elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the most High divided to 
the nations their inheritance, when 
he separated the sons of Adam, he 
set the bounds of the people accord- 
ing to the number of the children of 
Israel. 4 

9 For the LORD’s portion 7 his 
people; Jacob zs the lot of his in- 
heritance. ; 

10 He found him in a desert land, 
and in the waste howling wilderness; 
he led him about, he instructed him, 
he kept him as the apple of his eye. 

tr As an eagle stirreth up ‘her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh thein, bear- 
eth them on her wings: _ ‘ 

12 So the LoRD alone did lead him, 
and there was no strange god with him, 

13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might eat 
the increase of the fields; and he 
made him to suck honey out of the 
rock, and oil out'of the flinty rock; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of 
sheep, with fat of lambs, and rams 
of the breed of Bashan, and goats, 
with the fat of kidneys of wheat; ‘and 
thou didst drink the pure blood of 
the grape. 

15 {| But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou art 

town thick, thou art covered with

18 Of the Rock that begat thee thou 
art unmindful, and hast forgotten 
God that formed thee. } 

19 And when the LORD saw ?#, he 
abhorred them, because of the pro- 
ge 3 of his sons, and of his daugh- 
ers. 

20 And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, I will see what their end 
shall be : for they are a very froward 

puetadons children in whom zs no 
aith. 

21 They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which 1s not God; they have 
provoked me to anger with their 
vanities; and I will move them to 
jealousy with those which are not a 
people; I will provoke them to anger 
with a foolish nation. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall burn unto the low- 
est hell, and shall consume the earth 
with her increase, and set on fire the 
foundations of the mountains. 

23. I will heap mischiefs upon them; 
I will spend mine arrows upon them. 

24 They shall be burnt with hunger, 
and deyoured with burning heat, 
and with bitter destruction: I will also 
send the teeth of beasts upon them, 
with the poison of serpents of the dust. 
25 The sword without, and terror 
within, shall destroy both the young 
man and the virgin, the suckling also 
with the man of gray hairs. 

26 I said, I would scatter them into 
corners, I would make the remem- 
brance of them to cease from among 
men: 

27 Were it not that I feared the 
wrath of the enemy, lest their ad- 
versaries should behave themselves 
strangely, and lest they should say, 
Our hand 7s high, and the LORD hath 
not done all this. 

28 For they are a nation void of 
counsel, neither is there any under- 
eee them. 

29 O that they were wise, that they 
understood this, that they would con- 
sider their latter end! 

30 How should one chase a thou- 
sand, and two put ten thousand to 
flight, except their Rock had sold 
them, and the LORD had shut them 
up? : 

31 For their rock zs not as our 
Rock, even our enemies themselves 
being judges. 
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Sodom, and of the fields of Gomor- 
rah; their grapes are grapes of gall, 
their clusters are bitter: 

33 Their wine ¢s the poison of dra- 
gons, and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 Js not this laid up in store with 
me and sealed up among my trea- 
sures? 

35 To me belongeth vengeance, and 
recompence; their foot shall slide in 
due time: for the day of their ge 
is at hand, and the things that sha 
come upon them make haste. 

36 For the LORD shall e his 
people, and repent himself for his 
servants, when he seeth that ther 
power is gone, and there 7s none shut 
up, or left. 

37 And he shall say, Where are 
their gods, their rock in whom they 
trusted, 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their 
drink offerings? let them rise up and 
help you, and be your protection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am he, 
and there is no god with me: I kill, 
and I make alive; I wound, and [heal: 
neither zs there any that can deliver 
out of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. ; 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, 
and mine hand take hold on judg- 
ment; I will render vengeance to 
mine enemies, and will reward them 
that hate me, 

42 I will make mine arrows drunk 
with blood and my sword shall de- 
vour flesh; and that with the blood of 
the slain and of the captives, from 
the beginning of revenges upon the 
enemy. 

43 Rejoice, O ye nations, with his 
people: for he will avenge the blood 
of his servants, and will render ven- 
geance to his adversaries, and will be 
merciful unto his land, and to. his 
people. ; 

44 § And Moses came and spake 
all the words of this song in the ears 
of the people, he, and Hoshea the 
son of Nun. 

45 And Moses made an end of 
spenicing all these words to all Israel: 

46 And he said unto them, Set your 
hearts unto all the words which I 
testify among you this day, which 
ye shall command your children to 
il i to do, all the words of this 
aw. 

47 For it zs not a vain thing for you; 
because it zs your life; and through 
this thing ye shall prolong your days 
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the tribes.

ple: let his hands be sufficient for 
him; and be thou an help o hum from 
his enemies. cat HOEY 

8 ¥ And of Levi he said, Let thy 
Thummim and thy Urim be with thy 


holy one, whom thou didst prove at, 
Massah, and with whom thou didst 


strive at the waters of Meribah; 
9 Who said unto his father and to 





his mother, I have not seen him; 
neither did he acknowledge his bre- 
thren, nor knew his own children: 
for they have observed thy word, and 
kept thy covenant. 

10 They shall teach Jacob thy 
judgments, and Israel thy law: they 
shall._put incense before thee, and 
vor burnt sacrifice upon thine al- 
ar. 

iz Bless, LORD, his substance, and 
accept the work of his hands: smite 
through the loins of them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate | 
him, that they rise not again. _ 

12 § And of Benjamin he said, The 
beloved of the LORD shall dwell in 
safety by him; andthe LORD shall cover 
him all the day long, and he shall 
dwell between his shoulders. 

I3_ { And of Joseph he said, Blessed 
of the LORD be his land, for the pre- 
cious things of heaven, for the dew, 
and for the deep that coucheth be-

15 And for the chief things of the 
ancient mountains, and for the pre-

24 4, And of Asher he said, Let Ash- 
er be blessed with children; let him 
be acceptable to his brethren, and let 
him dip his foot in oil. 

25 Thy shoes shall be iron and 
brass; and as thy days, so shall thy 
strength be. | 

26 § There is none like unto the 
God of Jeshurun, who rideth upon 
the heaven in thy help, and in his 
excellency on the sky. 

27 The eternal God 7s thy. refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting 
arms: and he shall thrust out the 
enemy from before thee; and shall 
say, Destroy them. . 

28 Israel then shall dwell‘in safety 
alone: the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also 
his heavens shall drop down dew. 

29 Happy art thou, O Israel: who zs 
like unto thee, O people saved by the 
LORD, the shield of thy help, and who 
7s the sword of thy excellency! and 
thine enemies shall be found liars 
unto thee; and thou shalt tread upon 
their high places.

4 From the wilderness and_ this 
Lebanon even unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates, all the land of 
the Hittites, and unto the great sea 
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toward the going down of the sun, 


shall be your coast. i 

5 There shall not any man be able 
to stand before thee all the days of thy 
life: as I was with Moses, so I will 
be with thee: I will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage: 
for unto this people shalt thou divide 
for an inheritance the land, which 
I sware unto their fathers to give 
them. 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest observe 
to do according to all the law, which 
Moses my servant commanded thee: 
turn not from it fo the right hand or 
to the left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth; but thou 
shalt meditate therein day and night, 
that thou mayest observe to do ac- 
cording to ail that is written therein: 
for then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success. 

9 Have not I commanded thee? 
Be strong and of a good courage; be 
not afraid, neither be thou dismayed: 
‘for the LORD thy God 7s with thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

to { Then Joshua commanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 

tr Pass through the host, and com- 
mand the people, saying, Prepare 
you victuals; for within three days 
ye shall pass over this Jordan, to go 
in to possess the land, which the LORD 
your God giveth you to possess it. 

- 12 § And to the Reubenites, and to 
the Gadites, and to half the tribe of 
Manasseh, spake A ugatatee saying, 

13 Remember the word which Mo- 
ses the servant of the LORD com- 
- manded you, saying, The LORD your 

God hath given you rest, and hath 
given you this land. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
which Moses gave you on this side 
Jordan; but ye shall pass before your 
brethren armed, all the mighty men 
of valour, and help them; 

15 Until the LORD have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, 
and they also have possessed the land 
which the LORD your God giveth 
them: then ye shall return unto the 
land of your possession, and enjoy it, 
which Moses the LORD’S servant gave 


you on this side Jordan toward the’ 


sunrising. 


16 § And ‘they answered Joshua, 


saying, All that thou commandest ‘us’ 
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Spies sent to Ji ericho, 


we will do, and whithersoever thou 
sendest us, we will go. 

17 According as we hearkened unto 
Mosesin all things, so will we hearken . 
unto thee: only the LORD thy God be 
with thee, as he was with Moses. 

18 Whosoever he be that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will 
not hearken unto thy words in all that 
thou commandest him, he shall be 
put to death: only be strong and ofa 
good courage. 


CHAPTER 2. 


1 Spres sent to Jericho. 4 Rahab con- 
ceals them. 12 Their covenant. 


Joshua the son of Nun sent 
out of Shittim two men to spy 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, 
even Jericho. And they went, and 
came into an harlot’s house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the king of Jeri- 
cho, saying, Behold, there came men 
in hither to night of the children of 
Israel to search out the country.. 

3. And the king of Jericho sent unto 
Rahab, saying, Bring forth the men 
that are come to thee, which are en- 
tered into thine house: for they be 
come to search out all the country. 

4 And the woman took the two men, 
and hid them, and said thus, There 
came men unto me, but I wist not 
whence they were: } 

5 And it came to pass about the time 
of shutting of the gate, when it was 
dark, that the men went out: whither 
the men went I wot not: pursue after 
them quickly; for ye shall overtake. 
them. ; 
~6 But she had brought them up to 
the roof of the house, and nid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she had 
laid in order upon the roof. _ 

7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords: 
and as soon as they which pursued 
after them were gone out, they shut © 


the gate. 

8 f And before they were laid down, 
she came up unto them upon the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I 
know that the LORD hath given you 
the land, and that your terror is 
fallen upon us, and that all the in- 
habitants of the land faint because of 
you. 

ro For we have heard how the 
LORD dried up the water of the Red 
sea for you, when ye came out of 
Egypt; and what ye did unto the 
two kings of the Amorites, that were 
on the other side Jordan, Sihon and 
Og, whom ye utterly destroyed... _ 
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tr And as soon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more 
courage in any man, because of you: 
for the LORD your God, he zs God in 
heaven above, and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray. you, 
swear unto me by the LORD, since 
I have shewed you kindness, that ye 
will also shew kindness unto my 
father’s house, and give me a true 
_ token: ; ‘ 

13 And that ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my bre- 
thren, and my sisters, and all that they 
have, and deliver our lives fromdeath. 

14 And the men answered her, Our 
life for yours, if ye utter not this our 
business. And it shall be, when the 
LORD hath given us the land, that 
we willdeal kindly and truly with thee. 

15 Then she let them down by a 
cord through the window: for her 
house was upon the town wall, and 
she dwelt upon the wall. 

16 And she said unto them, Get you 
to the mountain, lest the pursuers 
meet you; and hide yourselves there 
three days, until the pursuers be re- 
turned: and afterward may ye goyour 


way. 
t7 And the men said unto her, We 

will be blameless of this thine oath 

which thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of scar- 
let thread in the window which thou 
didst let us down by: and thou shalt 
bring thy father, and thy mother, 
and thy brethren, and all thy father’s 
household, home unto thee. 

to And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out of the doors of thy house 
into the street, his blood shall be upon 
his head, and we will be guiltless: and 
whosoever shall be with thee in the 
house, his blood shall be on our head, 
if any hand be upon him. 

20 And if thou utter this our busi- 
ness, then we will be quit of thine 
oath which thou hast made us to 
swear. 3 

21 And she said, According unto 
your words, so be it. And she sent 
them away, and they departed:.and

22 And they went, and came unto 
the mountain, and abode there three 
days, until the pursuers were returned: 
and the pursuers sought them through- 
out all the way, but found them not.

CHAPTER 3.

ND Joshua rose early in the morn- 
ing; and they removed from 
Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and 
all the children of Israel, and lodged 
there before they passed over. 

2 And it came to pass after three 
days, that the officers went through 
the host; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying, When ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it,then 
ye shall remove from your place, and 
go after it. 

4 Yet there shall be a space be- 
tween you and it, about two thou- 
sand cubits by measure: come not 
near unto it, that ye may know the 
way by which ye must go: for ye have 
not passed thzs way heretofore. 

5 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves: for to morrow 
the LORD will do wonders among you. 

6 And Joshua spake unto the priests, 
saying, Take up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and pass,over before the people. 
And they took up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and went before the people. 

7 § And the LORD said unto Joshua, 
This day will I begin to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel, that they 


-may know that, as I was with Moses, 


so I will be with thee. 

8 And. thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the cove- 
nant, Eat dies When ye are come to 
the brink of the water of Jordan, ye 
shall stand stillin Jordan. c 

9 4 And Joshua said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and hear 
the words of the LORD your God. 

to And Joshua said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the living God 7s among 
you, and that he will without fai 
drive out from before you the Ca- 
naanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Hivites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Girgashites, and’ the Amorites, and 
the Jebusites. 

rz Behold, the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of all the earth passeth 
over before you into Jordan. 


The J ordan puted. 


12 Now therefore take you twelve 
men out of the tribes. of Israel, out of 
every tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to. pass, as 
soon as the soles of the feet of the 
priests that bear the ark of the LORD, 
the Lord of all the earth, shall rest in 
the waters of Jordan, that the waters 
of Jordan shall be cut off from the 
waters that come down from above; 
and they shall stand upon an heap. 

14 4 And it came to pass, when the 
people removed from their tents, to 
pass over Jordan, and the priests bear- 
ing the ark of the covenant before 
the people; 

15 And as they that bare the ark 
were come unto Jordan, and the feet 
of the priests that bare the ark were 
dipped in the brim of the water, (for 
Jordan overfioweth all his banks all 
the time of harvest,) : 

16 That the waters which came 
down from above stood and rose up 
upon an heap very far from the city 
Adam, that zs beside Zaretan: and 
those that came down toward the sea 
. of the plain, even the salt sea, failed, 
and were cut off: and the people 
passed over right against Jericho. 

17 And the priests that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD, stood 
firm on dry ground in the midst of 
Jordan, and all the Israelites passed 
over on dry ground, until all the peo- 
ple were passed clean over Jordan. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 The twelve stones of Jordan. 10.Cross- 
ing of the people. 20 Camp at Gilgal. 


2 Ni it came to pass, when all the 

people were clean passed over 

jordan that the LORD spake unto 
oshua, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, | 

And command ye them, saying 
Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the 
priests’ feet stood firm, twelve stones, 
and yeshall carry them over with you, 
and leave them in the lodging place, 
where ye shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
children of Israel, out of every tribe 
aman: ¥ 

5 And Joshua said unto them, Pass 
over before the ark of the LORD your 
God into the midst of Jordan, and 
take you up every man of you a stone 
upon his shoulder, according unto 
the number of the tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel: 
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The people cross over. 


6 That this may be a oe among 
you, that when your children ask 
their fathers in time to come, saying, 
What mean ye by these stones? 

7 Then ye shall answer them, That 
the waters of Jordan were cut off 
before the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD; when it passed over Jordan, 
the waters of Jordan were cut off: 
and these stones shall be for a me- 
morial unto the children of Israel 
for ever. ‘ 

8 And the children of Israel did so 

as Joshua commanded, and took up 
twelve stones out of the midst of Jor- 
dan, as the LORD spake unto Joshua, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, and carried 
them over. with them unto the place 
where they lodged, and laid them — 
down there. : 
_9 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood: 
and they are there unto this day. 

to { For the priests which bare the 
ark stood in the midst of Jordan, until 
every thing was finished that the 
LORD commanded Joshua to speak 
unto the people, according to all that 
Moses commanded Joshua: and the 
people hasted and passed over. 

rz And it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that 
the ark of the LORD passed over, and 
oe priests, in the presence of the peo- 


ple. 

12 And the children of Reuben, 
and the children of Gad, and half the 
tribe of Manasseh, passed over armed 
before the children of Israel, as Moses 
spake unto them: 

13 About forty thousand prepared 
for war passed over before the LORD 
unto battle, to the plains of Jericho, 

14 § On that day the LORD magni- 
fied Joshua in the sight of all Israel; 
and they feared him, as they feare 
Moses, all the days of his life. 

15 Andthe LORDspake unto Joshua, 
saying, ; 

16 Command the priests that bear 
the ark of the testimony, that they 
come up out of Jordan. 

17 Joshua therefore commanded 
the priests, saying, Come ye up out of 
Jordan. | 

18 And it came to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the cove- 
nant of the LORD were come up out 
of the midst of Jordan, and the soles of 
the priests’ feet were lifted up unto 
the dry land, that the waters of Jor- 
dan returned unto their place, and 
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flowed over all his banks, as they did 
before. 

19 “| And the people came up out of 
Jordan on the tenth day of the first 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, in 
the east border of Jericho. : 

20 And those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgal. ; 

21 And he spake unto the children 
_of Israel, saying, When your chil- 
‘dren shall ask their fathers in time 

to come, saying, What mean these 
stones? E 

22 Then ye shall let your children 
know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. : 

23 For the LORD your God dried up 
the waters of Jordan from before 

ou, until ye were passed over, as the 

RD your God did to the Red sea, 
which he dried up from before us, 
until we were gone over: 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the LORD, 
that it 2s mighty: that ye might fear 
the LORD your God for ever. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 A second circumcision. 10 Passover at 
Gilgal. 12 Manna ceases. 


ND it came to pass, when all the 
kings of the Amorites, which 
were on the side of Jordan westward, 
and all the kings of the Canaanites, 
which were by the sea, heard that 
the LORD had dried up the waters of 
ordan from before the children of 
srael, until we were passed over, that 
their heart melted, neither was there 
spirit in them any more, because of 
the children of Israel. 

2 {| At that time the LoRD said unto 
Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of Israel 
the second time. 

3,And Joshua made’ him sharp 
knives, and circumcised the children 
of Israel at the hill of the foreskins. 

4 And this 7s the cause why Joshua 
did circumcise: All the people that 
came out of Egypt, that were males, 
even all the men of war, died in the 
wilderness by the way, after they 
came out of Egypt. 


5 Now all the people that came out |. 


were circumcised: but all the people 
that were born in the wilderness by the 
way as they came forth out of Egypt, 
them they had not circumcised. 

6 For the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, which 
came out of Egypt, were consumed, 





because they obeyed not the voice of 
the LORD: unto whom the LORD 
sware that he would not shew them 
the land, which the LORD sware unto 
their fathers that he would give us, 
a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. : : 

7, And their children, whom he 
raised up in their stead, them Joshua 
circumcised: for they were uncir- 
cumcised, because they had not cir- 
cumcised them by the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when they 
had done circumcising all the people, 
that they abode in their places in the 
Came, till they were whole. 

9 d the LORD said unto Joshua, 
This day have I rolled away the re- 
proach of Egyptfrom off you. Where- 
fore the name of the place is called 
Gilgal unto this day. 

to { And the children of Israel en- 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the pass- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even in the plains of Jeri- 


cho. 

rz And they did eat of the old corn 
of the land on the morrow after the 
passover, unleavened cakes, and 
parched corn in'the selfsame day. 

12 § And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land; neither had: the 
children of Israel manna any more; 
but they did eat of the fruit of the 
land of Canaan that year. 

13 {{ And it came to pass when 
Joshua was by Jericho, that he lifted 
up his eyes and looked, and, behold, 
there stood a man over against him 
with his sword drawn in his hand: 
and Joshua went unto him, and said 
unto him, Art thou for us, or for our 
adversaries? 5 

14 And he said, Nay; but as cap- 
tain of the host of the LORD am I now 
come. And Joshua fell on his face 
to the earth, and did worship, and 
said unto him, What saith my lord 
unto his servant? 

15 And the captain of the LORD’S 
host said unto Joshua, Loose thy 
shoe from off thy foot; for the place 
whereon thou standest 7s holy. And 
Joshua did so. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Siege of Jericho. 20 The walls fall. 
22 Rahab is saved. 


Now Jericho was straitly shut u 
because of the children of Israel: 
none went out, and noue'came in. 

2 And the LORD said unto Joshua: 
See, I have given into thine band 
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Jericho, and the king thereof, and 
the mighty men of valour. 

3 And ye shall compass the city, all 
yemen of war, and go round about the 
cityonce. Thus shalt thou do six days. 

4 And seven priests shall bear be- 
fore the ark seven trumpets of rams’ 
horns: and the seventh day ye shall 
compass the city seven times, and 
nc priests shall blow with the trum- 
pets. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long blast with the 
ram’s horn, and when ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, all the people 
shall shout with a great shout; and 
the wall of the city shall fall down 
flat, and the people shall ascend up 
‘ every man straight before him. 

And Joshua the son of Nun 
called the priests, and said unto them, 
Take up the ark of the covenant, and 
let seven priests bear seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns before the ark of the 
LORD. é 

7 And he said unto the people, Pass 
on, and compass the city, ard let him 
that is armed pass on before the ark 
of the LorD. 

8 7 And it came to pass, when 
Joshua had spoker unto the people, 
that the seven priests bearing the 
seven trumpets of rams’ horns passed 
on before the LORD, and blew with 
the trumpets: and the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD followed them.

passed the city, going about zt once: 
and they came into the camp, and 
lodged in the camp. f 

12 § And Joshua rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took up the 
ark of the LORD. K 

13 And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns before the 


ark of the LORD went on continually, 


and blew with the trumpets: and the 
armed men went before them; but 
the rereward came after the ark of 
the LORD, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

14 And the second day they com- 
passed the city once, and returned 
into the camp: so they did six days. 
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Rahab is saved. 


15 And it came to pass on the sev- 
enth day, that they rose early about 
the dawning of the day, and com- 
passed the city after the same man- 
ner seven times: only on that day 
they compassed the city seven times. 

16 Andit came to passat the seventh 
time, when the priests blew with the 
trumpets, Joshua said unto the peo- 
ple, Shout; for the LORD hath given 
you the city. 

17 {| And the city shall be accursed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to the 
LORD: only Rahab the harlot shall 
live, she and all that are with her in 
the house, because she hid the mes- 
sengers that we sent. | 

18 And ye, in any wise keep your- 
selves from the accursed thing, lest ye 
make yourselves accursed, when ye 
take of the accursed thing, and make 
the camp of Israel a curse, and 
trouble it. : 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are conse- 
crated unto the LORD: they shall 
come into the treasury of the LORD. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and it 
came to pass, when the people heard 
the sound of the trumpet, and the 
people shouted with a great shout, 
that the wall fell down flat, so that 
‘the people went up into the city, 
every man straight before him, an 
they took the city, 

21 And they utterly destroyed all 
that was in the city, both man and 
woman, young and old, and ox, and 
sheep, and ass, with the edge of the 
sword. y 

22 But Joshua had said unto the 
two men that had spied out the coun- 
try, Go into the harlot’s house, and 
bring out thence the woman, and all 
that she hath, as ye sware unto her. 

23 And the young men that were 
spies went in, and brought out Rahab 
and her father, and her mother, an 
her brethren, and all that she had; 
and they brought out all her kindred 
and left them without the camp of 
Israel. f ‘ 

24 And they burnt the city with fire, 
and all that was therein: only the sil- 
ver, and the gold, and the vessels of 
brass and of iron, they put into the 
treasury of the house of the LORD. 

25 And Joshua saved Rahab the 
harlot alive, and her father’s house- 
hold, and ail that she had; and she 
dwelleth in Israel even unto this day; 
because she hid the messengers, which 
Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. : 

26 { And Joshua adjured them at 
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that time, saying, Cursed be the man 
before the LORD, that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jericho: he shall 
lay the foundation thereof in his first- 
born, and in his youngest son shall he 
set up the gates of it. 3 

27 So the LORD was with Joshua; 
and his fame was noised throughout 
all the country. 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 Israel smitten at At. 16 Crime and 
death of Achan. 


WUT the children of Israel com- 
mitted a trespass in the accursed 
thing: for Achan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, 
of the tribe of Judah, took of the ac- 
cursed Lice a and the anger of the 
LORD was kindled against the chil- 
dren of Israel. 
“2 And Joshua sent men from Jer- 
icho to Ai, which 7s beside Beth-aven, 
on the east side of Beth-el, and spake 
unto them, saying, Go up and view 
the aan te And the men went up 
and viewed Ai. 


3 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people 
go up; but let about two or three 
thousand men go up and smite Ai; 
and make not all the people to labour 
thither; for they are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men: 
and they fled before the men of Ai. 

5 And the men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty and six men: for they 
chased them from before the gate even 
unto Shebarim, and smote them in 
the going down: wherefore the hearts 
of the people melted, and became as 
water. ; 

6 § And Joshua rent his clothes, 
and fell to the earth upon his face 
before the ark of the. LORD until the 
eventide, he and the elders of Israel, 
and put dust upon their heads. 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, O Lord 
GoD, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over Jordan, to 
deliver us into the hand of the Am- 
orites, to destroy us? would to God 
we had been content, and dwelt on 
the other side Jordan! 5 

8 OLord, what shall I say, when Is- 
raelturneth their backs before their 
enemies! f 

9 For the Canaanites and all the in- 
habitants of the land shall hear of 7t, 
and shall environ us round, and cut 

-off our name from the earth: and 
what wilt thou do unto thy great: 
name? 
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to {| And the LorD said unto Josh- 
ua, Get thee up; wherefore’ liest thou 
thus upon thy face? 

iz Israel hath sinned, and they have 
also transgressed my covenant which 
I commanded them: for they have 
even taken of the accursed thing, and 
have also stolen, and dissembled 
also, and they have put zt even among 
their own stuff. 

12 Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
but turned their backs before their en- 
emies, because they were accursed: 
neither will I be with you any more, 
except ye destroy the accursed from 
among you. _ 

13 Up, sanctify the people, and say, 
Sanctify yourselves against to mor- 
row: for thus saith the LORD God 
of Israel, There is an accursed thing 
in the midst of thee, O Israel: thou 
canst not stand before thine enemies, 
until ye take away the accursed thing 
from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye shall 
be brought according to your tribes: 
and it shall be, that the tribe which 
the LORD taketh shall come accord- 
ing to the families thereof: and the 
family’ which the LORD shall take 
shall come by households; and the 
household which the LORD shall take 
shall come man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that he 
hath: because he hath transgressed 
the covenant of the LORD, and be- 
se he hath wrought folly in Is- 
rael. 
16 { So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel by their 
tribes; and the tribe of Judah was 
taken: 

17 And he brought the family of 

udah; and he took the family of the 

arhites: and he brought the family 
of the Zarhites man by man;, and 
Zabdi was taken: 

18 And he brought his household 
man by man; and Achan, the son of 
Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, wastaken: 

19 And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the 
LORD God of Israel, and make con- 
fession unto him; and tell me now 
what thou hast done}; hide 2¢ not from 
me. 

20 And Achan answered Joshua, 
and said, Indeed I have sinned against 
the LorD God of Israel, and thus and 
thus have I done: 

21) When I saw among the spoils a

25 And Joshua said, Why hast 
thou troubled us? the LORD shall 
trouble thee this day. And all Israel 
stoned him with stones, and burned 
them with fire, after they had stoned 
them with stones. 

26 And they raised over him a 
great heap of stones unto this day. So 
the LORD turned from the fierceness 
of his anger. Wherefore the name of 
that place was called, The valley of 
Achor, unto this day. 


CHAPTER 8.

3 {| So Joshua arose, and all the 
people of war, to go up against Ai: 
and Joshua chose out thirty thou- 
sand mighty men of valour, and sent 
them away by night. , 

4 And he commanded them, saying, 
Behold, ye shall lie in wait against the 
city, even behind the city: go not very 
far from the city, but be ye all ready: 

5 And I, and all the people that are

and it shall come to pass, when they 
come out against us, as at the first, 
that we will flee before them, 

6 (for they will come out after us) 
till we have drawn them from the 
city; for they will say, They flee be-

9 {| Joshua therefore sent, them 
forth: and they went to_lie in am- 
bush, and abode between Beth-el and 
Ai, on the west side of Ai: but Joshua 
lodged that night among the people. 

ro And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people, 
and went up, he and the elders of Is- 
rael, before the people to Ai, 

rz And all the people, even the peo- 
ple of war that were with him, went 
up, and drew nigh, and came before 
the city, and pitched on the north 
side of Ai: now there was a valley be- 
tween them and Ai. 

12 And he took about five thousand 
men, and set them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the peo- 
ple, even all the host that was on the 
north of the city, and their liers in 
wait on the west of the city, Joshua 
nee that night into the midst of the 
valley. | 

14 ‘| And it came to pass, when the 
king of Ai saw zt, that they hasted 
and rose up early, and the men of the 
city went out against Israel to battle, 
he and all his people, at a time ap- 
pointed, before the plain; but he 
wist not that there were liers in am- 
bush against him behind the city. 

15 And Joshua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled by the way of the wilderness, 

16 And all the people that were in 
Ai were called together to pursue 
after them: and they pursued after 
4 salen and were drawn away from 

e city. 

17 And there was not a man left in 
Ai or Beth-el, that went not out after 
Israel: and they left the city open, 
and pursued after Israel. 

18 And the LORD said unto Joshua,

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, 
and slew the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were in 
the midst of Israel, some on this side, 
and some on that side: and. they 
smote them, so that they let none of 
them remain or escape. _ 

23 And the king of Ai they took 
alive, and brought him to Joshua. 

24 And it came to pass, when Israel 
had made an end of slaying all the 
inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the 
wilderness wherein they chased them, 
and when they were all fallen on the 
edge of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all the Israelites re- 
turned unto Ai, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
ak twelve thousand, even all the men 
of Ai. 

26 For Joshua drew not his hand 
back, wherewith he stretched out the 
spear, until he had utterly destroyed 
all the inhabitants of Ai. } 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil of 
that city Israel took for a prey unto 
themselves, according unto the word 
of the LORD which he commanded 
Joshua. : 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made 
itan heap for ever, even a desolation 
unto this day. . ' 

29 And the king of Ai he hanged 
ona tree until eventide: and as soon 
as the sun was down, Joshua com- 
matided that they should take his 
carcase down from the tree, and cast 
it at the entering of the gate of the 
city, and raise thereon a great heap 
of stones, that remazneth unto this day. 
‘30 § Then Joshua built an altar 
unto the LORD God of Israel in 
mount Ebal, r 
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31 As Moses the servant of the LORD 
commanded the children of Israel, 
as it is written in the book of the 
law of Moses, an altar of whole stones, 
over which no man hath lift up any 
iron; and they offered thereon burnt 
offerings unto the LORD, and sacrificed 
peace offerings. 

32 § And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Moses, 
which he wrote in the presence of the 
children of Israel. 

33 And all Israel, and. their elders, 
and officers, and their. judges, stood 
on this side the ark and on that side 
before the priests the Levites, which 
bare the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD, as well the stranger, as he that : 
was born among them; half of them 
over against mount Gerizim, and half 
of them over against mount Ebal; 
as Moses the servant of the LORD 
had commanded before, that they 
should bless the people of Israel. 

34 And afterward he read. all the 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is writ- 
ten in the book of the law. 
we There was not.a word of all that 

oses commanded, which Joshua 
read not before all the congregation 
of Israel, with the women, and the 
little ones, and the strangers that 
were conversant among them. 


CHAPTER 0. 


1 Gibeon’s crafty league. 16 Their ser- 
vantage to Israel, 


Ax it came to pass, when all the 
kings which were on this side 

ordan, in the hills, and in the val- 
eys, and in all the coasts of the great 
sea over against Lebanon, the Hit- 
tite, and the Amorite, the Canaanite, 
the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jeb- 
usite, heard thereof: 

2 That they. gathered themselves 
together, to fight with Joshua and 
with Israel, with one accord. 

3. § And when the inhabitants. of 
Gibeon heard what Joshua had done 
unto Jericho and to Ai, 

4 They did work wilily, and went 
and made as if. they had been am- - 
bassadors, and took old sacks upon 
their asses, and wine bottles, old, 
and rent, and bound up; . 

5 And old shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon 
them; and all the bread of their pro- 
vision was dry and mouldy. 

6 And they went to Joshua unto 
the: camp at Gilgal,. and said unto 
him, and to the men of Israel, We be 
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fore make ye a league with us. 

7 And the. men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make 
a league with you? 
: And they said unto Joshua, We 

are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them, Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye? 

9 And they said unto him, From 
a very far country thy servants are 
come because of the name of the 
LorpD thy God: for we have heard 
the fame of him, and all that he did 


in Egypt, : 

to And all that he did to the two 

kings of the Amorites, that were be- 
yond Jordan, to Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, and to Og king of Bashan, which 
was at Ashtaroth. 
_1z Wherefore our elders and all the 
inhabitants of our country spake to 
us, saying, Take victuals with you 
for the journey, and go to meet them, 
and say unto them, We are your ser- 
vants: therefore now make ye a 
league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hot for 
our provision out of our houses on 
the day we came forth to go unto 
you; but now, behold, it is dry, and 
it is mouldy: : ‘ 

13 And these bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new; and, behold, they 
be rent: and these our garments and 
our shoes are become old by reason 
of the very long journey. Wied 
_ 14 And the men took of their vic- 

tuals, and asked not cownsel at the 
mouth of the LORD. ‘ 

15 And Joshua made peace with 
them, and made a league with them, 
to let them live: and the princes’ of 
the congregation sware unto them. 

16 § And it came to pass at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
league with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and 
that they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel. jour- 
neyed, and came unto their cities on 
the third day. Now their cities were 
Gibeon, and Chephirah, and Beeroth, 
~ and Kirjath-jearim. - 

18 And the children of Israel smote 
them not, because the princes of the 
ps WG ratte had ‘sworn unto them 
by the LORD God of Israel. And. all 
the congregation murmured against 
the princes. : i 

19 But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation, We haveswornunto 
them by the LORD God of Israel: now 
therefore we may not touch them. 
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are made bondmen. 


20 This we will do to them; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be 
upon us, because of the oath which 
we sware unto them. 

21 And the princes said unto them, 
Let them live; but let them be hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water 
unto all the congregation; as the 
princes had promised them. 

22 § And Joshua called for them, 
and he spake unto them, saying, 
Wherefore have ye beguiled us, say- 


}ing, We are very far from you; when 


ye dwell among us? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, 
and there shall none of yow be freed 
from being bondmen, and hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the 
house of my God. 

24 And they answered Joshua, and 
said, Because it was certainly told 
thy servants, how’ that the LORD thy 
God commanded his servant Moses 
to give you all the land, and to destroy 
all the inhabitants of the land from 
before you, therefore we were sore 
afraid of our lives. because of you, 
and have done this thing. 

25 And now, behold, we are in 
thine hand: as it seemeth good and 
right unto thee to do unto us, do. 

26 And. so did he unto them, and 
delivered them out of the hand of the 
children of Israel, that they slew 
them not. 

27 And Joshua made them that day 
hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for the congregation, and for the altar 
of the LORD, even unto this day, in 
the place which he should choose, 


CHAPTER ro. 


1 Conspiracy against Gibeon. 8 Joshua 
defeats the_kings. 13-The sun stands 
stall. 28 Further conquests. ; 


OW it came to pass, when Adoni- 

zedec king of Jerusalem had 
heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and 
had utterly destroyed it; as he had 
done to Jericho and her king, so he 
had done to Ai and her king; and 
how the inhabitants of Gibeon had 
made peace with Israel, and were 
among them; 

2 That they feared greatly, because 
Gibeon was'a great city, as one of the 
royal ‘cities, and because it was 
greater than Ai, and all the men 
thereof were mighty. : 

3 Wherefore Adoni-zedec king of 
Jerusalem sent unto  Hoham king 
of Hebron, and unto Piram king of 
Jarmuth, and unto Japhia of 

achish, and unto Debir king of Eg- 
lon, saying, cg 
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4 Come up unto me, and help me, 

that we may smite Gibeon: for it 
hath made peace with Joshua and 
with the children of Israel. 

5 Therefore the five kings of the 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, 
the king of Lachish, the king of Eglon, 
gathered themselves together, and 
went'up, they and all their hosts, and 
encamped before Gibeon, and made 

| war against it. 

6 { And the men of Gibeonsent unto 
Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, saying, 
Slack not thy hand from thy servants; 
come up to us quickly, and save us, 
and help us: for all the kings of the 
Amorites that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against us. 

7 So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, 
he, and all the people of war with 
him, and all the mighty men of val- 


our. 

8 { And the LoRDsaid unto Joshua, 
Fear them not: for I have delivered 
them into thine hand; there shall not 
aman of them stand before thee. 

9 Joshua therefore came unto them 
spadedly and went up from Gilgal all 
night. . 

to And the LORD discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them with a 
great slaughter at Gibeon, and chased 
them along the way that goeth up 
to Beth-horon, and smote them to 
Azekah, and unto Makkedah. 

11 And it came to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the 
going down to Beth-horon, that the 
LORD cast.down great stones from 
heaven upon them unto Azekah, and 
they died: they were more which died 
with hailstones than they whom the 
children.of Israel slew with the sword. 
_12 ] Thenspake Joshua tothe LORD 
in the day when the LORD delivered 
up the Amorites before the children 
of Israel, and he said in the sight of 
Israel, Sun, stand thou still upon 
Gibeon; and thou, Moon, in the val- 
ley of Ajalon. 

13 And the sun stood still, and the 
moon stayed, until the people had 
avenged themselves upon their en- 
emies. Js not this written in the 
book of Jasher? So the sun stood 
stillin the midst of heaven, and hasted 
not to go down about a whole day. 

14 And there was no day like that 
before it or after it, that the LORD 
hearkened unto the voice of a man: 
for the LORD fought for Israel. 

‘15 § And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the camp to 
Gilgal. 
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Death of the five kings. 


16 But these five kings fled, and 
bid: themselves in a cave at Makke- 


17 .And it was told Joshua, saying, 
The five kings are found hid in a cave 
at Makkedah. -—_ . 

18 And Joshua said, Roll great 
stones upon the mouth of the cave, 
and set men by it for to keep them: 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue after 
your enemies, and smite the hindmost 
of them; suffer them not to enter into 
their cities: for the LORD your God 
hath delivered them into your hand, 

20 And itcameto pass, when Joshua 
and the children of Israel had made 
an end of slaying them with a very 
great slaughter, till they were con- 
sumed, that the rest whzch remained 
of them entered into fenced cities. 

21 And all the people returned to 
the camp to Joshua at Makkedah in 
peace: none moved his tongue against 
any of the children of Israel. 

22 Then said Joshua, Open the 
mouth of the cave, and bring out 
those five kings unto me out of the 
cave. E 

23. And they did so, and brought 
forth those five kings unto him out 
of the cave, the king of Jerusalem, 
the king of Hebron, the king of Jar- 
muth, the king of Lachish, and the 
king of Eglon. 

24 And it came to pass, when they 
brought out those kings unto Joshua, 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of 
the men of war which-went with him, 
Come: near, put your feet upon the 
necks of these kings. And they came 
near, and put their feet upon the 
necks of them. : ' 
25 And Joshua said unto them, 
Fear not, nor be dismayed, be strong 
and of good courage: for thus shall 
the LoRD do to all your enemies 
against whom ye fight. 

26 And afterward Joshua smote 
them, and slew them, and hanged 
them on five trees: and they were 
hanging upon the trees until the even- 


ing. 

27 And it came to pass at the time 
of the going down of the sun, that 
Joshua commanded, and they took 
them down off the trees, and cast 
them into the cave wherein they had 
been hid, and laid great stones in the 
cave’s mouth, which remain until this 
very day. : 

28 § And that day Joshua took 
Makkedah, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and the king there- 
of he utterly destroyed, them, and all 
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Further conquests. 
the souls that were therein; he let 
none remain: and he did to the king 
of Makkedah as he did unto the king 
of Jericho. ' 

29 Then 2 oshua passed from Mak- 
kedah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Libnah, and fought against Libnah: 

30 And the LORD delivered it also, 
and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel; and he smote it with the 
sdge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein; he let none remain 
in it; but did unto the king thereof 
as he did unto the king of Jericho. 

31 § And Joshua passed from Lib- 

nah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Lachish, and encamped against it, 
and fought against it: 
_32 And the LorD delivered Lachish 
into the hand of Israel, which took it 
on the second day, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and all the 
souls that were therein, according to 
all that he had done to Libnah.

31 {| Neither did Asher drive out 
the inhabitants of Accho, nor the in- 
habitants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor 
of Achzib, nor of Helbah, nor of 
Aphik, nor of Rehob: 

32 But the Asherites dwelt among 
the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the 
land: for they did not drive them out. 

33. {| Neither. did Naphtali drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, nor 
the inhabitants of Beth-anath; but 
he dwelt among the Canaanites, the 
inhabitants of the land: nevertheless 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh and 
of. Beth-anath became tributaries 
unto them. 

34 And the Amorites forced the

23 Then God sent an evil spirit 
between Abimelech and the men of 
Shechem; and the men of Shechem 
dealt treacherously with Abimelech: 

24 That the cruelty: done to the 
threescore and ten sons of Jerubbaal 
might come, and their blood be laid 
upon Abimelech their brother, which 
slew them; and upon the men of She- 
chem, which aided him in the killing 
of his brethren. 205 
, 25 And the men of Shechem set liers 
in wait for him in thetop of the moun- 
tains, and they robbed all that came 
along that way by them: and it was 
told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem: and the men of Shechem 
put their confidence in him. 

27 And they went out into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, an 
trode the grapes, and made merry, 
and went into the house of their god, 
and did eat and drink, and curse 
Abimelech. ee 

28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, 
Who is Abimelech, and who 7s She- 
chem, that we should sezve him? 7s 
not he the son of Jerubbaal? and Ze- 
bul his officer? serve the men of Ha- 
mor the father of Shechem: for why 
should we serve him? : 

29 And would to God this people 
were under my hand! then would I 
remove Abimelech. And he said to 
Abimelech, Increase thine army, and 
come out, 

30 { And when Zebul the ruler of 
the Be Keser the words of Gaal the 
son of Ebed, his anger was kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers unto 
Abimelech privily, saying, Behold, 
Gaal the son of Ebed and his brethren 
be come to Shechem; and, behold, 
they fortify the city against thee. 

32 Now therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that 7s with thee, and 
lie in wait in the field: 3 
_ 33 And it shall be, that in the morn- 
ing, as soon as the sun is up, thou 
shalt rise early, and set upon the city: 
and, behold, when he and the people 
that 7s with him come, out against 
thee, then mayest thou do to them as 
thou shalt find occasion. 

34 § And Abimelech rose up, and 
all the people that were with him, by 
night, and they laid wait against She- 
chem in four companies, 

35 And Gaal the son of Ebed went 
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out, and stood in the entering of the 
gate of the city: and Abimelech rose 
up, and the people that were with him, 
from lying in wait. 

36: And when Gaal saw the people, 
he said to Zebul, Behold, there come 
people down from’ the top of the 
mountains.

48 And Abimelech gat him up to 
mount Zalmon, he and all the peo- 
ple that were with him; and Abime- 
ech took an ax in his hand, and cut 
down a bough from the trees, and 
took it, and laid zt on his shoulder,

with him, What ye have seen me do, 
make haste, and do as I have done. —

52 And Abimelech came unto the 
tower, and fought against it, and went 
hard unto the door of the tower to 
burn it with fire. 

3 And a certain woman cast a 
piece of a millstone upon Abimelech’s 
head, and all to brake his skull. 

54 Then he called hastily unto the 
young man his armourbearer, and 
said unto him, Draw thy sword, and 
slay me, that men say not of me, A 
woman slew him: And hisyoung man 
thrust him through, and he died. 

55 And when the men of Israel saw 
that Abimelech was dead, they de- 
parted every man unto his place. 

56 { Thus God rendered the wick- 
edness of Abimelech, which he did 
unto his father, in slaying his. seventy 
brethren: 

57 And all the evil of the men of 
Shechem did God render upon their 
heads: and upon them came the curse 
of Jotham the son of Jerubbaal.

30 And it was so, that all that saw 
it said, There was no such deed done 
nor seen from the day that the chil- 
dren of Israel came up out of the land 
of Egypt unto this day: consider of it, 
take advice, and speak your minds.

14 And they lifted up their voice, 
and wept again: and Orpah kissed 
her mother in law; but Ruth clave 
unto her. ; 

15 And she said, Behold, thy sister 
in law is‘gone back unto her people, 
and unto her gods: return thou after 
thy sister in law. 

16 And Ruth said, Intreat me not 
to leave thee, or to return from follow- 
ing after thee: for whither thou goest,

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be buried: the LORD do 
so to me, and more also, 2f ought but 
death part thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was 
stedfastly minded to go with her, then 
she left speaking unto her. 

19 {| So they two went until they 
came to Beth-lehem. And it came to

king in Hebron over the house of Ju- 
dah was seven years and six months. 

12 § And Abner the son of Ner, and 
the servants of Ish-bosheth the son 
of Saul, went out from Mahanaim to 
Gibeon.

13 And Joab the son of Zeruiah, and 
the servants of David, went out, and 
met together by the pool of Gibeon:

13 { And hesaid, Well; I will make 
a league with thee: but one thing I 
require of thee, that is, Thou shalt 
not see my face, except thou first 
bring Michal Saul’s daughter, when 
thou comest to see my face.

before it, was forty cubits long. - 

18 And the cedar of the house with- 
in was caryed with knops and open 
flowers: all was cedar; there was no 
stone seen. 9 

19 And the oracle he phen = in 
the house within, to set there the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD. 

zo And the oracle in the forepart 
was twenty cubits in length, and 
twenty cubits in breadth, and twenty 
cubits in the height thereof: and he 
overlaid it with pure gold; and so 
covered the altar which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold: and he made 
a partition by. the chains of gold be- 
fore the oracle; and he overlaid it 


with gold. ‘ 
Mery Bnd the whole house he overlaid 


with gold, until he had finished all the 
house: also the whole altar that was 
by the oracle he overlaid with gold. — 
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23 § And within the oracle he made 
two cherubims o/ olive tree, each ten 
cubits high.

2 § He built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length thereof 
wasan hundred cubits, and the breadth 
thereof fifty cubits, ‘and the height 
thereof thirty: cubits, upon four rows 
of cedar pillars, with cedar beams 
upon the pillars. 

3 Anditwas covered with cedar above 
upon the beams, that Jay on forty 
five Oa fifteen 7n a row. 

d there were windows im three 
fo and light was against light an 
three ranks. 

5 And all the. doors and posts were 
square, with the windows:, and light 
was against light om three ranks. 

6 § And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof thirty cubits: 
and the porch was before them: and 
the other pillars and the thick beam 
were before them. 

7 J Then he made. a one for the 
throne where he might judge, even 
the porch of judgment: and zt was 
covered with cedar from one side of 
the floor to the other. | 

And his house where. he dwelt 
had another court within the porch; 
which was of the like work. Solomon 
made also an house for Pharaoh’s 
daughter, whom.he had taken to wije, 
like unto this porch. 

9 All these were of costly stones, ac- 
cording to the measures of hewed 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation 
unto the coping, and so on the outside 
toward the great court. 

to And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great) stones, stones of 
ten cubits, aon stones of eight cubits. 

rz And above were costly stones, 
after the measures of hewed stones, 
and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was with three rows of hewed stones, 
and a row of cedar beams, both for 
the inner court of the house of. the 
LORD, and for the porch of the house. 

13° And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 

14 He was awidow’s son of the tribe 
of Naphtali,and his father was a 
man of Tyre, a worker in brass: and 
he was filled with wisdom, and un- 
derstanding, and cunning to work

all works in brass. And he came to 
king Solomon, and wrought all his 
work. naka 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, 
of eighteen cubits high apiece: and 
a line ‘of twelve cubits did compass 
either of them about. 

16 And he made two chapiters of 
molten brass, to set upon the tops 
of the pillars: the height of the one 
chapiter was five cubits, and the height 
of the other chapiter was five cubits: 

17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapi- 
ters which were upon the top of, the 
pillars; seven for the one chapiter, 
and seven for the other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars, and two 
rows round about upon the one net- 
work, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the top, with pomegranates: 
and so did he for the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily work 
in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two 
pillars had pomegranates also above, 
over against the belly which was by 
the network: and the pomegranates 
were two hundred in ‘rows round 
about upon the other chapiter. | 

21 And he set up the pillars in the 
porch of the temple: and he set up 
. the right pillar, and called the name 
thereof Jachin: and he set up the 
left pillar, and called the name there- 
of Boaz. i ; 

.22 And upon the top of the pillars 
was lily work: so was the work of the 
pillars finished. 

23 { And he made a molten sea, 
ten cubits from the one brim to the 
other: twas round all about, and his 
height was five cubits: and a line of 
thirty cubits did compass it round 
about. ) : § 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing it, 
ten in a cubit, compassing the ‘sea 
round about: the knops were cast in 
two rows, when it was cast. ‘ 

25 Itstood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward, 4 

26 And itwasan hand breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought 
like the brim of a cup, ‘with flowers 
of lilies: it contained two thousand 


aths. ; 
27 4 And he made teri bases of brass; 
four cubits was the length.of one base, 
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and sacred vessels. 


ahd four cubits the breadth thereof, 
and three cubits the height of it. 

28 And the work of the bases was 
on this manner :' they had borders, and 
the borders were between the ledges: ' 

29 And on the borders that were be- 
tween the. ledges were lions, oxen, 
and cherubims: and upon the ledges 
there was a base above: and beneath 
the lions and oxen were certain addi- 
tions made of thin work. 

30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the 
four corners thereof had undersetters: 
under the laver were undersetters 
molten, at the side of every addition.

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel:, their 
axletrees, and their naves, and their 
felloes, and their spokes, were all mol-

34 And. there were four undersetters 
to the four corners of one base: ‘an 
we jpudersetices were of the very base 
itself. : 

35 And in the top of the base was 
there a round compass of half a cubit 
high: and on the top of the base the 
ledges thereof and the borders theré- 
of were of the same. 

36 For on the plates of the ledges 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, 
he graved cherubims, lions, and palm 
trees, according to the proportion of 
every one, and additions round about. 

37 After this manner he made the 
ten bases: all of them had 'one cast- 
ing, one measure, and one sizé, 

38 9 Then made he ten lavers of 
brass: one laver contained forty 
baths: and every laver was four cu- 
bits: and upon every one of the ten 
bases one laver. 

39 And he P ae five bases on the 
right side of the house, and five on 
the left side of the house: and he set 
the sea on the right side of the house 
eastward over against the south, ~ 

40 { And Hiram made the lavers, 
and the shovels, and the basons. So 
Hiram made an end of doing all the 
work that he made king Solomon 
for the house of the LORD: = = 
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41 The two pillars, and the two 


bowls of the chapiters that were on the 
top of the two pillars; and the two 
networks, to cover the two bowls of 
the chapiters which were upon the top 
of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks, even two rows 
of pomegranates for one network, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
that were upon the pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers 
on the bases} 

'44.And one sea, and twelve oxen 
under the sea; é 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basons: and all these vessels, 
which Hiram made ‘to king Solomon 
for the house of the LORD, were of 
bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zarthan. 

47 And Solomon left. all the ves- 
sels unweighed, because they were ex- 
ceeding many: neither was the weight 
of the brass found out. : 

48 And Solomon made all the ves- 
sels that pertained unto the house of 
the LoRD: the altar of gold, and the 
table of gold, whereupon the shew- 
bread was, ; 

49 And the candlesticks of pure 
gold, five on the right » and five 
on the left, before the oracle, with 
the flowers, and the lamps, and the 
tongs of gold, 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, 
and the basons, and the spoons, and 
the censers of pure gold; and the 
hinges of gold, both for the doors of 
the inner 
and for the doors of the house, to wet, 
of the temple. 

52 So was ended all the work that 
king Solomon made for the house of 
the LORD. And Solomon brought in 
the things which David his father 
had dedicated; even'the silver, and the 
gold, and the vessels; did he put among 
the treasures of the house of the LORD.

bered for multitude. {

9 There was nothing in. the ark 
save the two tables of stone, which 
Moses put there at Horeb, when the 
LORD made a covenant with the chil- 
dren of Israel, when they! came out 
of the land of Egypt. 

to And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place, that the. cloud filled the house 
of the LorD, i ot Tse 

iz So that the priests could not 
stand to minister because of the 
cloud: for the glory of the LORD had 
filled the house of the LORD. 

I2 § Then spake. Solomon, :The 
LORD said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness, » : 

13 Lhave'surely built thee an house | 
to dwell in, a settled place for thee 
to abide in for ever. wait ; 

14 And the ki turned his face 
about, and blessed all the congrega- 
tion of Israel: (and all the congrega- 
tion of Israel stood}) 

15 And he_ said, Blessed be the 
LORD God of Israel, which spake with 
his mouth unto David my father, and 
hath with his hand fulfilled 2, sayings 

16 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people Israel out of Egypt, 
I chose no city out of all the tribes 
of Israel to build) an house, that my — 
name might be therein; but I chose

_ 17 And it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the LORD God of Israel.

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son that shall 
come forth out of thy loins, he shall 
build the house unto my name. 

20 And the LORD hath performed 
his word that he spake, and Iam risen 
up in the room of David my father, 
and sit on the throne of Israel, as the 
LORD promised, and have built an 
house for the name of the LORD God 
of Israel.

33 {| When thy people Israel be 
smitten down before the enemy, be- 
cause they have sinned against thee, 
and shall turn again to thee, and 
confess thy name, and pray, and make 
supplication unto thee in this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest unto their fathers, 

35 {|.When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee;‘if they pray to- 
ward this place, and confess thy name, 
and turn from their sin, when thou 
afflictest them: : ; 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Israel, that thou teach 
them the good way wherein they 
should walk, and give rain upon thy 
land, which thou hast given to thy 
people for an inheritance. 

37 § If there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, or if there be caterpiller; if 
their enemy besiege them in the land 
of their cities; whatsoever plague, 
whatsoever sickness there be; 

38 What prayer and supplication 
soever be made ee any man, or by all 
thy people Israel, which shall know 
every man the plague of his own 
heart, and spread forth his hands’ to- 
ward this house; 

39 Then hear. thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest} 
(for thou, even thou only, knowest 
the hearts of all the children of menj) - 

40 That they may fear thee all the 
days that they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto our fathers, ° ; 
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41 Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that zs not of thy people Israel, but 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name’s sake; ( 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and of 
thy stretched out arm:) when he shall 
come and pray toward this house; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and do according to all that 
the stranger calleth to thee for: that 
all people of the earth may know 
thy name, to fear thee, as do thy 
people Israel; and that they may 
know that this house, which I have 
builded, is called by thy name. 

44 4 If thy people go-out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt send them, and shall pray 
unto the LORD toward the city which 
thou hast chosen, and toward the 
house that I have built for thy name: 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 

prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 
_46 If they sin against thee, (for there 
is no man that sinneth aac aac thou 
be angry with them, and deliver them 
to the enemy, so that they carry them 
away captives unto the land of the 
enemy, far or near; j 

47 Yet if. they shall bethink them- 
selves in the land whither they were 
carried captives, and repent, and make 
supplication unto thee in the land of 
them that carried them captives, 

' saying, We have sinned, and have 
done perversely, we have committed 
wickedness; 
48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, 
in the land of their enemies, which 
led them away captive, and pray 
unto thee toward their land, which 
thou gavest unto their fathers, the 
city which thou hast chosen, and the 
house which I have, built for thy 
name: 
_ 49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven. thy 

dwelling place; and maintain their 
cause, ¢ 

50 And forgive thy people that have 


sinned against thee, and all their 


transgressions wherein they have 
transgressed: against thee, and give 
them compassion before them -who 
carried them captive, that they may 
have compassion on them: Dy 
»51 For they be thy people, and thin 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst of 
the furnace of iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy servant,

and unto the supplication of thy peo- © 
ple Israel, to hearken unto them in . 
all that they call for unto thee, 

53 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, to be thine inheritance, as thou 
spakest by the hand of Moses thy 
servant, when thou broughtest our 
fathers out of Egypt, O Lord GoD. 

54 And it was so, that when Solo- 
mon had made an end of praying all 
this prayer and supplication unto the 
LORD, he arose from_before the altar 
of the LORD, from kneeling on his 
knees with his hands spread up to

55 And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud 
voice, saying, 

56 Blessed be the LORD, that hath 
given rest unto his people Israel, ac- 
cording to all that he promised: there 
hath not failed one word of all his 
good promise, which he promised by 
the hand of Moses his servant. | 

57 The LORD our God be with us, 
as he was with our fathers: let him 
not leave us, nor forsake us: ; 

58 That he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, 
and to keep: his commandments, and 
his statutes, and his judgments, which 
he commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words, where- 
with I have made supplication before 
the LORD, be nigh unto the LORD our 
God day and night, that he maintain 
the cause of hisservant, and the cause 
of his people Israel at all times, as 
the matter shall require:

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of peace offerings, which he offered 
unto the LORD, two and twenty. thou- 
sand oxen, and an hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and allthe children of Israel dedicated 
the house of the LORD. ; i 

64 The same day did the king hal- 
low the middle of the court that was 
before the house of the LORD: for 
there he offered burnt offerings, and 
meat offerings, and the fat of the 
peace offerings: because the brasen © 
altar that was before the LORD was 
too little to receive the burnt offerings, 
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and'meat offerings, and the fat of the 
- peace offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held 

a feast, and all Israel with him, a 

great congregation, from the enter- 
ing in of Hamath unto the river of 
Egypt, before the LORD our God, 
seven days and seven days, even four- 
teen days. § 

66 On the eighth day he sent the 
people away: and they blessed the 
king, and went unto their tents joy- 
ful and glad of heart for all the good-

AX? it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon had finished the building 
of the house of the LORD, and the 
king’s house, and all Solomon’s de- 
sire which he was pleased to do, 

2 That the LORD appeared to Solo- 
mon the second time, as he had ap- 

| peared unto him at Gibeon. 

3 And the LORD said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy sup- 
plication, that thou hast made before 
me: have hallowed this house, 
which thou hast built, to put my 
name there for ever; and mine eyes 
and mine heart shall be there per- 
petually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in in- 
tegrity of heart, and in uprightness, 
to do according to all that I have 
commanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgments: 

5 Then I will establish the throne of 
thy kingdom pent Israel for ever, as 
I promised to David thy father, say- 
ing; There shall not fail thee a man 
upon the throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn ‘from 
following me, ye or your children, 
and will not keep my commandments 
and my statutes which I have set be=- 
fore you, but go and serve other gods, 
and worship them:

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the LORD, and went not fully after 
the LoRD, as did David his father, 

7 Then did Solomon build an high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that zs before Je- 
rusalem, and for Molech, the abomi- 
nation of the children of Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 { And the LORD was angry with 
Solomon, because his ; heart was 
turned from the LORD God of Is- 
rael, which had appeared unto hi:

Solomon built Millo, and repaired the

28 And the man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour: and Solomon 
seeing the young man that he was 
industrious, he made him ruler over 
allthe charge of the house of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time

tle maid; and she waited on Naa- 
man’s wife.  . 

3 And she said unto ther mistress, 
Would God my lord were with the 
prophet that zs in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leprosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his lord, 
saying, Thus and thus said the maid 
that zs of the land of Israel. 

5 And the king of Syria said, Go to, 

o, and I will send a letter unto the 

ing of Israel. And he departed, and 
took with him ten talents of. silver, 
and six thousand meces of gold, and 
ten changes of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying, Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, I 
have therewith sent Naaman my ser- 
vant to thee, that thou mayest re- 
cover him of his leprosy. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
king of Israel had read the letter, that 
he rent his clothes, and said, Am I 
God, to kill and to make alive, that 
this man doth send unto me to re- 
cover a man of his leprosy? where- 
fore consider, I pray you, and see 
how he seeketh a quarrel against 


me, 

8 And it was so, when Elisha the 
man of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent his clothes, that 
he sent to the king, saying, Where- 
fore hast thou rent thy clothes? let 
him come now to me, and he shall 
know that there is'a prophet in Israel. 
- 9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at the 
door of the house of Elisha. { 

to And Elisha sent a messenge 
unto him, saying, Go and wash in 
Jordan seven times, and thy flesh 
shall come again to thee, and thou 
shalt be clean. 

iz But Naaman was wroth, and 
went away, and said, Behold, 
thought, He will surely come out to 
_ me, and stand, and call on the name 

of the LORD his God, and strike his 
ane over the place, and recover the 
leper. 

12 Are not Abana and Pharpar, 
rivers of Damascus, better than all the 
waters of Israel? may I not wash in 
them, and be clean? So he turned 
and went away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, and 
ae unto him, and said, My father, 
ry 


the prophet had bid thee do some: 
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great thing, wouldest thou not have 
done 7? how much rather then, 
when he saith to thee, Wash, and be 
clean? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, ac- 
cording to the saying of the man of 
God: and his flesh came again like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and he 
was clean. : 

15 4 And he returned to the man 
of God, he and all his company, and 
came, and stood before him: and he 
said, Behold, now I know that. there 
ts no God in all the earth, but in Is- 
rael: now therefore, I pray thee, take 
a blessing of thy servant. 

16 But he said, As the LORD liveth, 
before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take 7; 
but he refused. ' 

17 And Naaman said, Shall there 
not then, I pray thee, be given to thy 
servant two mules’ burden of earth? 
for thy servant will henceforth offer 
neither burnt offering. nor sacrifice 
unto other gods, but unto the LORD. 

18 In this thing the LORD pardon 
thy servant, that when my master 
goeth into the house of Rimmon to 
worship there, and he leaneth on my 
hand, and I bow myself in the house 
of Rimmon: when I bow down my- 
self in the house of Rimmon, the 
LORD pardon thy servant in this thing. 

19 And he said unto him, Go in 
Pease: So he departed from him a

20 § But Gehazi, the servant of 
Elisha the man of God, said, Behold, 
my master hath spared Naaman this 
Syrian, in not receiving at his hands 
that which he brought: but, as the 
LoRD liveth, I will run after him, 
and take somewhat of him. 

21 So Gehazi followed: after Naa- 
man. And when Naaman saw hom 
running after him, he lighted down 
from the chariot to meet him, and 
said, Js all well? 5 

22 And he said, All zs well. My mas- 
ter hath sent me, saying, Behold, 
even now there be come to me from 
mount Ephraim two young men of 
the sons of the prophets: give them, 1 
pray thee, a talent of silver, and two 
changes of garments. 

23 And.Naaman said, Be content, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
bags, with two changes of garments, 
and laid them upon two of his servants; 
and they bare them before him. 

24 And when he came to the tower, 
he took them from their hand, and 
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bestowed them in the house: and he 
let the men go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and stood be- 
fore his master. And Elisha said unto 
him, Whence comest thou, Gehazi? And 
oe ‘said, Thy servant went no whi- 
ther. 

26 And he said unto him, Went 
not mine heart with thee, when the 
man turned again from his chariot to 
meet thee? Js it a'time to receive 
money, and to receive garments, and 
oliveyards, and vineyards, and sheep, 
and oxen, and menservants, and 
maidservants? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naa- 
man shall cleave unto thee, and unto 
thy seed for ever. he went out 
from his presence a leper as white as

8 § Then the king of Syria warred 
against Israel, and took counsel with 
his servants, saying, In suchand such 
a place shall be my camp. 

9 And the man of God sent unto the 
king of Israel, saying, Beware that 
thouspass not such a place; for thi- 
ther the Syrians are come down. 

to And the king of Israel sent to the 
place which the man of God told him 
and warned him of, and saved him-

17 And Elisha prayed, and said, 
LORD, 'I pray thee, open his eyes, that 
he may see. And the LORD opened the 
eyes of the young man}; and he saw:

about Elisha. 

18 And ;when they came down to 
him, Elisha prayed unto the LORD, 
and said, Smite this people, I pray 
thee, with blindness.

19 § And Elisha said unto them, 
This 2s not the way, neither zs this the 
city: follow me, and I will bring you 
to the man whom ye seek. But he led 
them to Samaria. 

20 And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Samaria, that Elisha 
said, LORD, open the eyes of these 
men; that they may see. And the LORD 
opened their eyes, and they saw; and, 
behold, they were in the midst of Sa- 
maria. $ 
-21 And the king of Israel said unto 
a when he saw them, My fa- 
ther, Shall I smite them ? shall I smite 
them ? 

22 And he answered, Thou shalt 
not smite them : wouldest thou smite 
those whom thou hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy bow ? 
set bread and water before them, 
that they may eat and drink, and go 
to their master. 

23 And he prepared great.provision 
for them: and when they had eaten

4 If we say, We will enter into the 
city, then the famine 7s in the city, 
and we shall die there: and if we sit 
still here, we die also. Now therefore 
come, and let us fall unto the host of 
the Syrians: if they save us alive, we 
shall live; and if they kill us, we shall 
but die. . V3 

5 And they rose up in the twilight, 
to be unto the camp of the Syrians: 
and when they were come to the utter- 
art of the camp of Syria, be- 
hold, there was no man there. 

6 For the Lord had made the host 
of the Syrians to hear a noise of char- 
iots, and a noise of horses, even the 
noise of a great host: and they said 
one to another, Lo, the king of Israel 
hath hired againstus the kings of the 
Hittites, and the kings of the Egyp- 
tians, to come upon us, 3 

7 Wherefore they arose and fled in 
the twilight, and left their tents, and 
their horses, and their asses, even the

LORD hath called for a famine; and 
it shall also come upon the land seven 
years. A 

2 And the woman arose, and did 
after the saying of the man of God: 
and she went with her household, 
and sojourned in the land of the Phi- 
listines seven years. 

3 And it came to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned 
out of the land of the Philistines: and 
she ‘went forth to cry unto the king 
for her house and for her land. 

4 And the king talked with Gehazi 
the servant of the man of God, saying, 
Tell me, I pray thee,’ all the great 
things that Elisha hath done. 

5 And it came to pass, as he was 
telling ‘the king how he had restored 
a dead body to life, that, behold, the 
woman, whose son he had restored to 
life, cried to the king for her house 
and for her land. And Gehazi said, 
My lord, O king, this 2s the woman, 
and this 7s her son, whom Elisha re- 
stored to life. : 

6 And when the king asked the wo- 
man, she told him. So the king ap- 
pointed unto her a certain officer, 
saving, Restore all that was hers, and 
all the fruits of the field since the day 
that she left the land, even until now. 

7 § And Elisha came to Damascus} 
and Ben-hadad the king of Syria was 
sick; and it was told him, saying, 
The man of God is come hither, 

8 And the king said unto Hazael, 
Take a present in thine hand,and go, 
meet the man of God, and enquire 
of the LORD by him, saying, Shall I 
recover of this disease? 

9 So Hazael-went to meet him, and 
took a present with him, even of 
every good thing of Damascus, forty 
camels’ burden, and came and stood 
before him, and said, Thy son Ben- 
hadad king of Syria hath sent me to 
thee, saying, Shall I recover of this 
disease? 

10 And Elisha said unto him, Go, 
say unto him, Thou mayest certain- 
ly recover: howbeit the LORD hath 
shewed me that he shall surely die. 

iz And he settled his countenance 
stedfastly, until he was ashamed: 
and the man of God weet 

12 And Hazael said, Why weepeth 
my lord? And he answered, Because 
I know the evil that thou wilt do unto 
the children of Israel: their strong 
holds wiit thou set on fire, and their 
young men wilt thou slay with the 
sword, and wilt dash their children, 
and rip up their women with child, 

13 And Hazael said, But what, is 
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thy servant a dog, that he should do 
this great thing? And Elisha an- 
swered, The LORD hath shewed me 
that thou shalt be king over Syria. 

14 So he departed from Elisha, and 
came to his master; who said to him, 
What said Elisha to thee? And he an- 
swered, He told me that thou should- 
est surely recover. 

15 “And it‘came to pass on the mor- 
row, that he took a thick cloth, and 
dipped 7 in water, and spread tt on 
his face, so that he died: and Hazael 
reigned in his stead. 

16 { And in the oe year of Jotaes 
the son of Ahab king of Israel 4 Je- 
Posten se being then king of 
i oram the son of J ehos! sie 

g of Judah began to reign. 

17 Thirty and two years old was 
he when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

18 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab: for the daughter of Ahab was 
his wife: and he did evil in the sight 
of the LORD. 

19 Yet the LORD would not destroy 
Judah for David his servant’s sake, 
as he promised him to give him al- 
way a light, and to his children. 

20 {In his days Edom revolted 
from under the hand of Judah, and 
made a king over themselves. 

21 So Joram went over to Zair, and 
all the chariots with him: and he 
rose by night, and smote the Edomites 
which compassed him about, and the 
captains of the chariots: and the peo- 
ple fled into their tents. 

22 Yet Edom revolted from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day. 
Then Libnah revolted at the same 


time. 

23 ‘And the rest of the acts of Joram, 
ae all that he did, are they not writ- 
ten in the Behar of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah? 

24 And Joram slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his fa- 
thers in the city of David: and Aha- 
ziah his son reigned in his stead. 

25 { In the twelfth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel did 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah begin to reign. 

26 Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Athaliah, 
peek daughter of Omri king of Is- 
rae bts, 

27 And he walked in the way of 
the house of Ahab, and did evil in the 
sight of the LORD, as did the house 








of Ahab: for he si the son in law of 
the house of 

28 { And he serge with Joram the 
son of Ahab to the war against Haz- 
ael king of Syria in Ramoth-gilead; 
and the Syrians wounded Joram. » 

29 And king Joram went back to 
be healed in Jezreel of the wounds 
which the Syrians had given him at 
Ramah, when he fought against 
Hazael king of Syria.

6 {In the ninth year of Hoshea 
the king of Assyria took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away into Assyria, 
and placed them in Halah and in Ha- 
bor by the river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes.

7 For so it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the LORD 
their God, which had brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, from 
under the hand of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and had feared other gods, 

8 And walked in the statutes of 
the heathen, whom the LORD cast 
out from before the children of Is- 
rael, and of the kings of Israel, which

5 He trusted in the LORD God of 
Israel; so that after him was none 
like him among all the kings of Ju- 
dah, nor any that were before him. 

For he clave to the LORD, and 
departed not from following him, 
but kept his commandments, which 
the LORD commanded Moses, - 

7 And the LORD was with him; and 
he prospered whithersoever: he went 
forth: and he rebelled against the 
king of Assyria, and served him ‘not. 

8 He.smote the Philistines, even 
unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen to 
the fenced city. t 

9 { And it came _to pass in_ the 
fourth year of king Hezekiah, which 
was the seventh year of Hoshea son 
of Elah of Israel, that Shalman- 
eser king of Assyria came up against 
Samaria, and besieged it. 

ro And at the end of three years 
they took it: even in the sixth year of 
Hezekiah, that 2s the ninth year of 
Hoshea king of Israel, Samaria was 
taken. ; 

rr And the king of Assyria did carry 
away Israel unto Assyria, and put 
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them in Halah and in Habor by the 
river of Gozan, and in the cities of the 
Medes: 

12 Because they obeyed not the 
voice of the LORD their God, but trans- 

ressed his covenant, and all that 

oses the servant of the LORD com- 
manded, and would not hear them, 
nor do them. 4 

13 {| Now in the fourteenth year 
of king Hezekiah did Sennacherib 
king of Assyria come up against all

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah 
sent to the king of Assyria to Lachish, 
saying, I have offended; return from 
me; that which thou puttest on me 
will I bear.

16 At that time did Hezekiah cut 
off the gold from the doors of the tem- 
ple of the LORD, and /rom the pal 
which Hezekiah king of Judah had 
overlaid, and gave it to the king of 
Assyria, ; 

17 {| And the king of Assyria sent 
Tartan and Rabsaris and Rab-shakeh 
from Lachish to king Hezekiah with 
a great host against Jerusalem. And 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they 
came and stood by the conduit of the 
upper pool, which vs in the highway 
of the fuller’s field. 

18 And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them Elia- 
kim the son of Hilkiah, which was

19 And Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Speak ye now to Hezekiah, Thus 
saith the great king, the king of As- 
syria, What confidence zs this where- 
in thou trustest? 

20 Thou sayest, (but they are but 
vain words,) J have_counsel and 
strength for the war. Now on whom 
dost thou trust, that thou rebellest 
against me? 

21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even 
upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, 
it will go into his hand, and pierce it: 
so 7s Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all 
that trust on him. 

_22 But if ye say unto me, We trust 
in the LORD our God: 7s not that he, 
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whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath 
said to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye shall 
poe before this altar in Jerusa- 
em 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
pledges to my lord the king of As- 
syria, and I will deliver thee two thou- 
sand horses, if thou be able on thy part 
to set riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the least of 
my master’s servants, and put thy 
trust on Egypt for chariots and for 
horsemen? : 

25 Am I now come up without the 
LORD against this place to destroy it? 
The LORD said tome, Go up against 
this land, and destroy it, 

26 Then said Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, and Shebna, and Joah, unto 
Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Syrian language;

14 § And Hezekiah received the 
letter of the hand of the messengers, 
and read it: and Hezekiah went up 
into the house of the LORD, and spread 
it before the LORD. 

15, And Hezekiah prayed before the 
LORD, and said, O LORD God of Israel, 
which dwellest between the cheru- 
bims, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; 
thou hast made heaven and earth.

21 This 2s the word that the LORD 
hath spoken concerning him; The 
virgin the daughter of Zion hath de- 
spised thee, and laughed thee to scorn; 
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the daughter of Jerusalem hath 
shaken her head at thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

23 By thy messengers thou hast

5 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the LORD, 

6 And he made hisson pass through 
the. fire, and observed. times, and 
used enchantments, and, dealt with 
familiar spirits and wizards: he 
wrought much wickedness in the 
sight of the LORD, to provoke him to. 


anger. 
7 And he set.a ‘eaves image of the 
grove that he had made in the house, 
of which the LORD said to David, and 
to Solomon his son, In this house, 
and in Jerusalem, which I have chosen 
out of all tribes of Israel, will I put 
my name for ever:

Aa the king sent, and they ga- 
thered unto him all the elders of 
Judah and of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king went up into the 
house of the LORD, and all the men 
of Judah and all the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem with him, and the priests, 
and the prophets, and all the people, 
both small and great: and he read 
in their ears all the words of the book 
of the covenant which was found in 
the house of the LORD. 

3 § And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a covenant before the LORD, 
to walk after the LORD, and to keep 
his commandments and his testimo- 
nies and his statutes with all ther 
heart and all thew soul, to perform 
the words of this covenant that were 
written in this book. And all the 
people stood to the covenant. 

And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the high priest, and the priests of the 
second order, and the keepers of the 
door, to bring forth out of the temple 
of the LORD all the vessels that were 
made for Baal, and for the grove, 
and for all the host of heaven: and 
he burned them without Jerusalem 
in the fields of Kidron, and carried 
the ashes of them unto Beth-el, 

5, And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah 
had ordained to burn incense in the 
high places in the cities of Judah, and 
in the places round about Jerusalem; 
them also that burned incense unto 
Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, 
and to the planets, and to all the host 
of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove 
from the house of the LORD, without 
Jerusalem, unto the brook Kidron, 
and burned it at the brook Kidron, 
and stamped zt small to powder, and 
cast the powder thereof upon the 
graves of the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses 
of the sodomites, that were by the 
house of the LORD, where the wo- 
men wove hangings for the grove. 

And he brought all the priests out 
of the cities of Judah, and defiled the 
high places where the priests had 
burned incense, from Geba to Beer- 
sheba, and brake down the high 
places of the gates that were in the 
entering in of the gate of Joshua the 
governor of the city, which were on a 
man’s left hand at the gate of the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places came not up to the altar 
of the LORD in Jerusalem, but they 
did eat of the unleavened bread among 


their brethren. 
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10 And he. defiled Topheth, which 
isin the valley of the children’ of 
Hinnom, that no man might make 
his son or his daughter to pass through 
the fire to Molech. 

rizr And he took away the. horses 
that the kings of Judah had given to 
the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the LORD, by the chamber 
of Nathan-melech the chamberlain, 


which was in the suburbs, and burned | 


the chariots of the sun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were ‘on the 
top, of the upper chamber of Ahaz, 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which Manasseh had 
- made in the two courts of the house 
of the LORD, did the king beat down, 
and, brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Kidron. 


13 And the high places that were be- | 


fore Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of corrup- 
tion, which Solomon. the king of Is- 


rael had builded for Ashtoreth: the | 


abomination of the Zidonians, and 
for Chemosh the abomination of the 
Moabites, and for Milcom the abom- 
ination of the children of Ammon, 
did the king defile. Eicie 
14 And he brake in pieces the 
images, and cut down. the groves, 
and filled their places with the bones 
of men. 

15 { Moreover. the altar that was 
at Beth-el, and the high place which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who 
made Israel to sin, had made, both 
that altar and the high place he brake 
down, and burned the high place, 
and stamped zt small to powder, and 
burned the grove. f 
16 And as Josiah turned himself, 
he spied the sepulchres that were 
there in the mount, and sent, and 
took the bones out of the sepulchres, 
and burned them upon the altar, and 
polluted it, according to the word 
of the LORD which the man of God 
proclaimed, who proclaimed these 
words. COE 

17 Then he said, What title 2s that 
that I.see?_ And the men of the city 
told him, J¢ 7s the sepulchre of the 
man of God, which came from Judah, 
and proclaimed these things that thou 
hast done against the altar of Beth-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alone; let 
no man move his bones. So they let 
his bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria. 

19 And all the houses also of the 
high places that were in the cities of 
Samaria, which the kings of Israel

had made toprovoke the LorDto anger, 
Josiah took away,.and did to them 
according to all the acts that he had 
done in Beth-el. 

20 And he slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men’s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem, 

21 {| And the king commanded all 
the people, saying, Keep the pass- 
over unto the LORD your God, as 11 
is written in the book of this ‘cove- 
nant. 

22 Surely there was not holden such 
a passover from the days of the judges 
that judged Israel, nor in all the days 
of the kings of Israel, nor of the 
kings of Judah; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of 
king Josiah, where. this  passover 
wad holden to the LORD in Jerusa- 
em, 

24 | Moreover, the workers with 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, and 
the images, and the idols, and all the 
abominations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Josiah put away, that he might per-

33 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him in 
bands at Riblah in the land of Ha- 
math, that he might not reign in 
Jerusalem; and put the land to a 
tribute of an hundred talents of silver, 
and a talent of gold. 

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Eli- 
akim the son of Josiah king in the 
room of Josiah his father, and turned 
his name to Jehoiakim, and took 

ehoahaz away: and he came to 

gypt, and died there.

5 And the greater house he cieled 
with fir tree, which he overlaid with 
fine gold, and set thereon palm trees 
and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the 
gold was gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the 
the posts, and the walls 


thereof, and the doors thereof, with 
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gold; and graved cherubims on the 
walls. . 

8 And he made the most neo 
house, the length whereof was accord- 
ing to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty 
cubits: and he overlaid it with fine 
gold, amounting to six hundred tal- 
ents. 

9 And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. And he overlaid 
the upper chambers with gold. . 

to And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubims of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

rz { And the wings of the cheru- 
bims were twenty cubits long: one 
wing of the one cherub was five cubits, 
reaching to the wall of the house: and 
the other wing was likewise five cu- 
bits, reaching to the wing of the other 
cherub. ' 

12 And one wing of the other cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall 
of the house: and the other wing was 
five cubits also, joing to the wing of 
the other cherub. j 

13 The wings of these cherubims 
spread themselves forth twenty cu- 
bits: and they stood. on their feet, 
and their faces were inward. - 

14 { And he made the veil of blue, 
and purple, and crimson, and fine 
linen, and wrought cherubims there- 

on. 

15 Also he made before the house 
two pillars of thirty and five cubits 
high, and the chapiter that was on 
the top of each of them was five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the 
oracle, and put them on the heads 
of the pillars; and made an hundred 
pomegranates, and put them on the 
chains. t 

17 And he reared up the pillars be- 
fore the temple, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left; and called 
the name of that on the right hand 
Jachin, and the name of that on the 
eft Boaz. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 The brasen altar, 2 Molten sea. 9 
Courts. 19 Golden instruments. 


OREOVER he made an altar of 
brass, twenty cubits the length 
thereof, and twenty cubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten cubits the height 
thereof. 

2 {| Also he made a molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round 
in compass, and five cubits the height 
thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did 
a ety it round about, 
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ind under it was the similitude | 


and vessels. 


of oxen, which did compass it round 
about: ten in a cubit, compassing the. 
sea round about. Two rows of oxen 
were cast, when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. 

5 And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadth, and the brim of it like 
the work of the brim of a cup, with 
flowers of lilies; and it received and 
held three thousand baths, 

He made also ten lavers, and 
put five on the right hand, and five on 
the left, to wash in them: such things 
as they offered for the burnt offering 
they. washed in them; but the sea 
was for the priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and 
set them in the temple, five on the 
right hand, and five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and 
placed them in the temple, five on the 
right side, and five on the left. And 
he made an hundred basons of gold. 

9 § Furthermore he made the 
court of the priests, and the great 
court, and doors for the court, and 
overlaid the doors of them with brass. 

io And he set the sea on the right - 
side of the east end, over against the 
south. 

tz And Huram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basons. And 
Huram finished the work that he was 
to make for king Solomon for the 
house of God; i 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the 
pommels, and the chapiters which 
were on the top of the two pillars, and 
the two wreaths to cover the two pom- 
mels of the chapiters which were on 
the top of the pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; two rows of 
pomegranates on each wreath, to 
cover the two pommels of the chapi- 
ters which were upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and lavers 

made he upon the bases; 
Ps One sea, and twelve oxen under 
it. 
16 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the fleshhooks, and all their in- 
struments, did *Huram his father 
make to king Solomon for the house 
of the LORD of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zeredathah. 
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18 Thus Solomon made all these 
vessels in great abundance: for the 
weight of the brass could not be found 


out. 

r9 § And Solomon made all the 
vessels that were jor the house of God, 
the golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon the shewbread was set; . 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn 
after the manner before the oracle, 
of pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps. 
-and the tongs, made he oj gold, and 
that perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the ba- 
sons, and the spoons, and the censers, 
of pure gold: and the entry of the 
house, the inner doors thereof for the 
most holy place, and the doors of the 
house of the temple, were of gold. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Dedicated treasures. 2 Induction of the 
ark into the oracle. 11 A sign of fa- 
vour. 


HUS all the work that Solomon 
made for the house of the LORD 

was finished: and Solomon brought 
in all the things that David his father 
had dedicated; and the silver, and the 
gold, and all the instruments, put he 
amon the treasures of the house of 

od: 

2 | Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the chief of the fathers of 
the children of Israel, unto Jerusa- 
lem, to bring up the ark of the cove- 
’ nant of the LORD out of the city of 
David, which zs Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king 
in the feast which was in the seventh 
month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came; 
and the Levites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, and 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and all the holy vessels that were in the 
tabernacle, these did the priests and 
the Levites bring up. 

Also king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel that were as- 
sembled unto him before the ark, sac- 
rificed sheep and oxen, which could 
not be told nor numbered for multi- 


tude. 

7 And the priests brought in the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD unto his 
place, to the oracle of the house, into 
the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubims: 

8 For the cherubims spread forth 





their wings over the place of the ark, 
and the cherubims covered the ark 
and the staves thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves of 
the ark, that the ends of the staves 
were, seen from the ark before the 
oracle; but they were not seen with- 
out. And there it is unto this day. 

to There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which Moses put 
therem at Horeb, when the: LORD 
made a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of Egypt. 

II { And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come: out of the holy 
place: (for all the priests that were 
present were sanctified, and did not 
then wait by course: : 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, of He- 
man, of Jeduthun, with their sons 
and their brethren, bemng arrayed in 
white linen, having cymbals and 
psalteries and harps, stood at the east 
end of the altar, and with them an 
hundred and twenty priests sounding 
with trumpets:) 

13 It came even to pass, as the 
trumpeters and singers were as one, to 
make one sound to be heard in prais- 
ing and thanking the LORD; and 
when they lifted up their voice with 
the trumpets and cymbals and instru- 
ments of musick, and praised the 
LORD, saying, For he 1s good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever: that then the © 
house was filled with a cloud, even the 
house of the LORD; 

14 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud; 
for the glory of the LORD had filled 
the house of God. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Solomon blesses God. 12 His dedica- 
tory prayer. : 
Ey Sage said Solomon, The LORD 
hath said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness. 

2 But I have built an house of habi- 
tation for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. f 

3 And the oie turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of Is- 
rael: and all the congregation of Is- 
raelstood.  . 

4 And he said, Blessed be the LORD 
God of Israel, who hath with his hands 
fulfilled that which he-spake with his 
mouth to my father David, saying, 

5: Since the day that I brought forth 
my people out of the land of Egypt I 
chose no city among all the tribes of 
Israel to build an house in, that my 
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name might be there; neither chose 
I any man to be a ruler over my peo- 
ple Israel: . 

6 But I have chosen Jerusalem, 
that my name might be there; and 
have chosen David to be over my 
people Israel. | i 

7 Now it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the LORD God of Israel. 

8 But the LORD said to David my 
father, Forasmuch ‘as it was in thine 
heart to build an house for my name, 
thou didst well in that it was in thine 


heart: X 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not 
build the house; but thy son which 
shall come forth out of thy loins, he 
shall build the house for my name. 

to The LORD therefore hath per- 
formed his word that he hath spoken: 
for I am risen up in the room of 
David my father, and am set on the 
throne of Israel, as the LORD pro- 
mised, and have built the house for 
the name of the LORD God of Israel. 

- rz And in it have I put the ark, 
wherein zs the covenant of the LORD, 
oat he made with the children of Is- 
rael. 

12 § And he stood before the altar 
of the LORD in the presence of all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands: 

13_For Solomon had made a brasen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, 
and had set it in the midst of the 
court: and upon it he stood, and 
kneeled down upon his knees before 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward heaven, 

14 And said, O LORD God of Israel, 
there 1s no God like thee in the hea- 
ven, nor in the earth; which keepest 
covenant, and shewest mercy unto thy 
servants, that walk before thee with 
all their hearts: ‘ 

35 Thou which hast kept with th: 
servant David my father that whic 
thou hast promised him; and spakest 
with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled 2 
with thine hand, as 7 7s this day. 

16 Now therefore, O LORD God of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that which thou hast pro- 
mised him, saying, There shall not 
fail thee a man in my sight to sit upon 
the throne of Israel; yet so that thy 

_ children take heed to their way to 

walk in my law, as thou hast walked 

before me. 
17 Now then, O LORD God of Israel, 

let thy word be verified, which thou 

hast spoken unto thy servant David. 
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of dedication. 


18 But will God in very deed dwell 
with men on the earth? behold, hea- 
ven and the heaven of heavens cannot 
contain thee; how much less this 
house which if have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup- 
plication, O LORD my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and the prayer which thy 
servant prayeth before thee: 

20 That thine eyes may be open 
upon this house day and night, upon 
the place whereof thou hast said that 
thou wouldest put thy name there}; to 
hearken unto the prayer which thy 
servant prayeth toward this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the sup- 
plications of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, which they shall make 
toward this place: hear thou from thy 
dwelling place, even from heaven; and 
when thou hearest, forgive. — 

22 { Ifa man sin against his neigh- 
bour, and an oath be laid upon him 
toinake him swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants, by 
requiting the wicked, by recompens- 
ing his way upon his own head; and 
by justifying the righteous, by giving 
him according to his righteousness. 

24 4 And if thy people Israel be put 
to the: worse before the enemy, be- 
cause they have sinned against thee} 
and shall returnand confess thy name, 
and pray and make supplication be- 
fore thee in this house; 

25 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, and forgive the sin of thy peo- 
ple Israel, and bring them again unto 
the land which thou gavest to them 
and to their fathers. 2 ; 

26 ‘| When the heaven is shut up, 
and there is no rain, because. they 
have sinned against thee; yet if they 
pray toward this place, and confess 
thy name; and turn from their sin, 
when thou dost afflict them), 

27 Then hear thou from” heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, 
and of thy people Israel, when thou 
hast taught them the good way, 
wherein they should walk; and send 
rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given unto thy people for an inherit- - 


ance, 
_28 { If there, be dearth in the land, 
if there be pestilence, if there be blast- 
ing, or mildew, locusts, or caterpil- 
lers} if their enemies besiege them in 
the cities of their land; whatsoever 
sore or whatsoever sickness there be: 
29 Then what prayer or what suppli- 
cation soever shall be made of any 
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man, or of all thy people Israel, when 
every one shall know his own sore 
and his own grief, and shall spread 
forth his hands in this house: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven thy 

dwelling place, and forgive, and ren- 
der unto every man according unto 
all his ways, whose heart thou know- 
est; (for thou only knowest the 
hearts of the children of men:) 
_ 31. That they may fear thee, to walk 
in thy ways, so long as they live in 
the land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. 

32 § Moreover concerning the stran- 
ger, which is not of thy people Israel, 
but is come from a far country for 
thy great mame’s sake, and_ thy 
mighty hand, and thy stretched out 
arm; if they come and pray in this 
house; Q 

33 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, even from thy dwelling place, 
and do according to all that the stran- 
ger calleth to thee for; that all people 
of the earth may know thy name, and 
fear thee, as doth thy people Israel, 
and may know that this house which 
Ihave built is called by thy name. 

34 Ifthy people go out to war against 
their enemies by the way that thou 
shalt send them, and they pray unto 
thee toward this city which thou hast 
chosen, and the house which I have 
built for thy name; 

35, Then hear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, 
and maintain their cause. 

_36 If they cae poe thee, (for there 
#s no man which sinneth not,) and 
thou be angry with them, and deliver 
them over before their enemies, and 
’ they carry them away captives unto 
a land far off or near; 
_ 37. Yet of they bethink themselves 
in the land whither they are carried 
captive, and turn and pray unto thee 
in the land of their captivity, saying, 
We have sinned, we have done amiss, 
and have dealt wickedly; . 

38 If they return to thee with all 
their heart and with all their soul in 
the land of their captivity, whither 
they have carried them captives, and 
pray toward their land, which thou 
gavest unto their fathers, and toward 
the city which thou hast chosen, and 
toward the house which I have built 
for thy name: 

39 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and 
maintain their cause, and forgive 
ed people which have sinned against 

ee. 
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40 Now, my God, let, I beseech thee; 
thine eyes be open, and let thine ears 
be attent unto the prayer that 7s made 
in this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, 0 LORD 
God, into thy resting place, thou, 
and the ark of thy strength: let th 
priests, O LORD God, be clothed wit 
salvation, and let thy saints rejoice 
in goodness. 

42 O LORD God, turn not away the 
face of thine anointed: remember 
the mercies of David thy servant. 


CHAPTER 7.

OW when Solomon had made 
an end of praying, the fire 
came down from heaven, and con- 
sumed the burnt offering and the sac- 
rifices; and the glory of the LORD 
filled the house.

they bowed themselves with their 
faces to the ground upon the pave- 
ment, and worshipped, and praised 
the LORD, saying, For he 1s good; for 
his mercy endureth for ever. 
4 § Then the king and all the peo- 
ple offered sacrifices before the LORD. 
5, And king Solomon offered a sacri- 
fice of oa and two thousand oxen, 
and an hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep: so the king and all the people 
dedicated the house of God. af 
6 And the priests waited on their 
offices: the Levites also with instru- 
ments of musick of the LORD, which 
David the king had made to praise the 
LORD, because his mercy endureth for 
ever, when David praised by their 
ministry; and the priests sounded 
Peet before them, and all Israel 
stood, : 
7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the court that was before 
the house of the LORD: for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and the fat of 
the peace offerings, because the bra- 
sen altar which Solomon had made 
was not able to receive the burnt offer- 
ieee and the meat offerings, and the

8 7 Also at the same time Solo- 
mon ce the feast seven days, and

9 And in the sieht day they made 
a solemn assembly: for they kept 
the dedication of the altar seven days, 
and the feast seven days. 

to And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent the 
people away into their tents, glad and 
merry in heart for the goodness that 
the LORD had shewed unto David, and 
to Solomon, and to Israel his people. 

tz Thus Solomon finished the 
house of the LORD, and the king’s 
house: and all that came into Solo- 
mon’s heart to make in the house of 
the LoRD, and.in his own house, he 
Prosperously effected. 

{| And the LORD appeared to 
Salomon by night, and said unto him, 
I have heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to myself for an 
house of sacrifice. 

13 If I shut up heaven that there 
be no rain, or if I command the lo- 
custs to devour the land, or if I send 
pestilence among my people; 

14 If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
selves, and pray, and seek my face, 
and turn from their wicked ways};

16 For. now have I chosen and 
sanctified this house, that my name 
may be there for ever: and mine 
eyes and mine heart shall be there 
perpetually. 

+7 And as for thee, if thou. wilt 
walk before me, as David thy father 
walked, and do according to all that 
I have commanded thee, and shalt 
observe my statutes and my judg- 
ments; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne 
of thy kin, sedor, according as I have 
covenanted with David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man fo be ruler in Israel. 

19 But if ye turn away, and for- 
sake my statutes and my command- 
ments, which I have set before you,

12 § Then Solomon offered burnt 
offerings unto the LORD on the altar 
of the LORD, which he had built be- 
fore the porch, 

‘3 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons, and on the 
solemn feasts, three times in the 
yen, even in the feast of unleavened 

read, and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles. 

14 {*And he appointed, according 
to the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their service, 
and the Levites to their charges, to 
praise and minister before the priests, 
as the duty of every day required: 
the porters also by their courses at 
every gate: for so had David the 
man of God commanded. : 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites. concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of the LORD, 
and until it was finished. So the house 
of the LORD was perfected. : 

17 { Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
geber, and to Eloth, at the sea side 
in the land of Edom. 

18 And Huram sent him by the 
hands of his servants ships, and ser- 
vants that had knowledge of the sea} 
and they went with the servants of 
Solomon to Ophir, and took thence 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Solomon. 


CHAPTER o9. 


1 The queen of Sheba’s visit, 13 Solo- 
mon’s wealth and state. 29 His death. 


ne when the queen of Sheba 
heard of the fame of Solomon, 
she came to prove Solomon with 
hard questions at Jerusalem, with a 
very great company, and camels that 
bare spices, and gold in abundance, 
and precious stones: and when she 
was come to Solomon, she communed 
with him of all that was in her heart. 
2 And Solomon told her all her 
uestions: and there was nothing hid 
rom Solomon which he told her not. 
3 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the 
house that he had built, 
4 And the meat of his table, and the 
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sitting of his servants, and the at- 
tendance of his ministers, and their 
apparel; his cupbearers also, and 
their apparel; and his ascent by 
which he went up into the house of 
the LORD; there was no more spirit 
in her. 

5 And she said to the king, [¢ was 
a true report which I heard in mine 
own land of thine acts, and of thy 


‘wisdom: 


6 Howbeit I believed. not their 
words, until I came, and mine eyes 
had seen it: and, behold, the one 
half of the greatness of thy wisdom 
was not told me: jor thou exceedest 
the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy 
are these thy servants, which stand 
continually before thee, and hear thy 
wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the LORD thy God, 
which delighted in thee to set thee on 
his throne, to be king for the LORD 
thy God: because thy God loved Is- 
rael, to establish them for ever, there- 
fore made he thee king over them, to 
do judgment and justice. 

9 And she gave the king an hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices great abundance, and pre- 
cious stones: neither was there any 
such spice as the queen of Sheba 
gave king Solomon. 

to And the servants also of Huram, 
and the seryants of Solomon, ‘which 
brought gold from Ophir, brought 
algum trees and precious stones. 

tz And the king made of the algum 
trees terraces to the house of: the 
LorD, and to the king’s palace, and 
harps and psalteries for singers: and 
there were none such seen before in 
the land of Judah, 

12 And king Solomon gave to the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked, beside that which 
she had brought unto the king. So 
she turned, end went away to her 
own land, she and her servants, 

13 {| Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred and threescore and six tal- 
ents of gold; ; 

14 Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the 
kings of Arabia and governors of the 
country brought gold and silver to 
Solomon, ! 

15 § And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred: shekels of beaten gold went 
to one target. 1 sib 

16 And three hundred shields made 
he of beaten gold: three hundred

3 And Jehoshaphat feared, and set 
himself to seek the LORD, and pro- 
claimed a fast throughout all Judah, 

4 And Judah gathered themselves 
together, to ask help of the LoRD: 
even out of all the cities of Judah they 
came to seek the LORD. ; 

5 4 And Jehoshaphat stood in the 
congregation of Judah and Jerusa- 
lem, in the house of the LORD, before

6 And said, O. LORD God of our fa- 
thers, art not thou God in heaven? 
and rulest not thou over all the king- 
doms of the heathen? and in thine 
hand 7s there-not power and might, so 
that none is able to withstand thee? 

7, Art not thou our God, who didst 
drive out the inhabitants of this land 
before thy people Israel, and gavest 
it to the seed of Abraham thy friend 
for ever? ;

13 And all Judah stood before the 
LORD, with their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

14, Then upon Jahaziel the son of 
Zechariah, the son of Benaiah, the - 
son of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a 
Levite of the sons of Asaph, came 
the Spirit of the LORD in the midst of 
the congregation; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all Ju- 
dah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and thou king Jehoshaphat, Thus 
saith the LORD unto you, Be not 
afraid nor dismayed by reason of this 
great multitude; for the battle zs not 
yours, but God’s. : 

16 To morrow go ye down against 
them: behold, they come up by the 
cliff of Ziz; and ye shall find them | 
at the end of the brook, before the 
wilderness of Jeruel. Ge 

17 Ye shall not need to fight in this 
batile :\ set yourselves, stand ye: still, 
and see the salvation of the LoRD 
with you, O Judah and Jerusalem: 
fear not, nor be dismayed; to mor- 
row go out against them: for the 
LORD will be with you. 

18 And Jehoshaphat bowed his 
head with his face to the ground: and 
all Judah and the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem fell before the LORD, wor: 
shipping the LORD. 

19 And the Levites, of the children 
of the Kohathites, and of the children 
of the Korhites, stood up to praise the 
LORD God of Israel with a loud voice 


on high. 7AM 

20 q And they rose early in the 
morning, and went forth into the wil- 
derness of Tekoa: and as they went 
forth, Jehoshaphat stood and. said, 
Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem; Believe in the 
LORD your God, so shall ye be estab- 
lished; believe his prophets, so shall 
ye prosper. .

22 {| And when they began to sing 
and to praise, the LORD set ambush- 
ments against the children of Am- 
mon, Moab, and mount Seir, which

23 For the children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabitants 
of mount Seir, utterly to slay and de- 
stroy them : and when they had made 
anend of the inhabitants of Seir, every 
one helped to destroy another, 

24 And when Judah came toward 
the watch tower in the wilderness, 
they looked unto the multitude, and, 
behold, they were dead bodies fallen 
to the earth, and none escaped.“ 

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his 
people came to take away the. spoil 
of them, they found among them in 
abundance both riches with the dead 
bodies, and precious jewels, which 


they stripped off for themselves, more, 


than they could carry away: and they 
were three days in gathering of the 
spoil, it was so much. 

26 {| And on the fourth day they as- 
sembled themselves in the valley of 
Berachah; for there they blessed 
the LORD: therefore the name of the 
same place was called, The valley of 
Berachah, unto this day. 

27 Then they returned, every man 
of Jeet and Jerusalem, and Jehosh- 
aphat in the forefront of them, to go 
again to Jerusalem with joy; for the 
LORD had made them to rejoice over 
their enemies. 

28 And they came to Jerusalem 
with psalteries and harps and trum- 
pets unto the house of the LORD. 

29 And the fear of God was on all 
the kingdoms of those countries, when 
they had heard that the LORD fought 
against the enemies of Israel. 

30 So the realm of Jehoshaphat was 
quiet: for his God gave him rest 
round about. : 

31 {| And Jehoshaphat reigned over 
Judah: he was thirty and five years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned twenty and five years in Je- 
rusalem. And his mother’s name was 
Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

32 And he walked in the way of Asa 
his father, and departed not from it, 
doing that which was right in the sight 
of the LORD. 

33 Howbeit the high places were 
not taken away: for as yet the people 
had not prepared their hearts unto 


_ the God of their fathers.

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, first and last, behold, they 
are written in the book of Jehu the 
son of Hanani, who 7s mentioned in 
the book of the kings of Israel, 

35 { And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with Aha- 
ziah king of Israel, who did very wick- 


edly: 

36. And he joined himself with him 
to make ships to go to Tarshish: and 
they made the ships in Ezion-gaber. 

37 Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah 
of Mareshah prophesied against Je- 
hoshaphat, saying, Because thou hast 
joined thyself with Ahaziah, the LORD 
hath broken er 4 works, And the ships 
were broken, that they were not able 
to go to Tarshish. 


CHAPTER 21. 


1 Jehoram succeeds Jehoshaphat. 12

No. Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David, And d e- 
horam his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And he*had brethren the sons 
of Fi ehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, 
and Zechariah, and Azariah, and Mi- 
chael, and Shephatiah: all these were 
the sons of Jehoshaphat king of Is- 


rael, 

3 And their father, gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of pre- 
cious things, with fenced cities in Ju- 
dah: but the kingdom gave heto Je- 
horam; because he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen up 
to the kingdom of his father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew. all his 
brethren with the sword, and divers 
also of the princes of Israel. 

5 { Jehoram was thirty and two 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house 
of Ahab: for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife: and he wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the 
LORD. 

7 Howbeit the LORD would not de- 
stroy the house of David, because of 
the covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he promised to give a 
light to him and to his sons for ever. 

{In his days the Edomites re- 
volted from under the dominion of 
Judah, and made themselves a. , 

9 Then Jehoram went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose up by night, and smote 
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the Edomites which compassed him 
in, and the captains of the char- 
iots. 
to So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Libnah 
revolt from under his hand; because 
he had forsaken the LORD God of his 
fathers. : 
1m Moreover he made high places 
inthe mountains of Judah, and caused 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to com- 
mit fornication, and compelled Judah 
thereto. ah 
12) And there came a writing to 
him from Elijah the prophet, saying, 
Thus saith the LORD God of David 
thy father, Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Jehoshaphat 
- thy father, nor in the ways of Asa 
king of Judah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, and hast made Ju- 
dah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
to go a whoring, like to the whore- 
doms of the house of Ahab, and also 
hast slain thy brethren of thy father’s 
brig which were better than thy- 
self: 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the LORD smite thy people, and thy 
beat and thy wives, and all thy 
goods: 

15 And thou shalt have great sick- 
ness’ by disease of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. : 

16 {| Moreover the LORD stirred up 
against Jehoram the spirit of the Phi- 
listines, and of the Arabians, that were 
near the Ethiopians: 

17 And they came up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substance that was found in 
the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives; so that there was never 
a son left him, save Jehoahaz, the 
youngest of his sons. 

18 {And ‘after all this the LORD 
smote him in his bowels with an in- 
curable disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in pro- 
cess of time, after the end of two 
“eke his bowels fell out by reason of 
ais sickness: so he died of sore dis- 
eases. And his people made no burn- 
ing for him, like the burning of his 
fathers. 

20 Seta and two years old was 
he when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem eight years, and 
departed without being desired. How- 
beit they buried him in the city of 
David, but not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 





CHAPTER 22. 


1 Ahaziah succeeds Jehoram. 5 He 1s 
slain by Jehu.

ND the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
made Ahaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead: for the band of men 
that came with the Arabians to the 
camp had slain all the eldest..

2 Forty and two years old was Aha- 
ziah when he began to reign, and he 
reigned one year in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Athaliah the 
daughter of Omri. — 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab: for his mother was 
his counsellor todo wickedly. _ 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the LORD like the house of Ahab: 
for they were his counsellors. after the 
death of his fathey to his destruc- 
tion. 

5 § He walked alsoafter their coun- 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son 
of Ahab king of Israel to war against 
Hazael king of Syria at Ramoth-gile- 
ad: and the Syrians smote Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed in 
Jezreel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Ramah, when he 
ae de with Hazael king of Syria. 
And Azariah the son of Jehoram 
king of Judah went down to see Jeho- 
ram the son of Ahab at Jezreel, be- 
cause he was sick. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 
was of God by coming to Joram: for 
when he was come, he went out with 
oem against Jehu the son of 

imshi, whom. the LORD had anoint- 
ed to cut off the house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and found the 
princes of Judah, and the sons of the 
brethren of Ahaziah, that ministered 
to Ahaziah, he slew them. 

And he sought’ Ahaziah: and 
they caught him, (for he was hid in 
Samaria,) and brought him to Jehu: 
and when they had slain him, they 
buried him: Because, said they, he

15 So they laid hands on her; and 
when she was come to the enterirg 
of the horse gate by the king’s house, 
they slew her there. 

16 { And Jehoiada made a cove- 
nant between him, and between all 
the people, and between the king, 
that they should be the LORD’s people, 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Baal, and brake it down, and 
brake his altars and his images in 
pieces: and slew Mattan the priest of 

aal before the altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the of- 
fices of the house of the LORD by the 
hand of the priests the Levites, whom 
David had distributed in the’ house 
of the LorD, to offer the burnt offer- 
ings of the Lor, as 2 2s written in 
the law of Moses, with rejoicing and 
with singing, as 2 was ordamed by 
David. 

19 And he set the porters at the 
gates of the house of the LORD, that 
mone which was unclean in any thing 
should enter in. ik 

20 And he took the captains of 
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hundreds, and the nobles, and the 
governors of the people, and all the 
people of the land, and brought down 
the king from the house of the LORD: 
and they came through the high gate 
into the king’s house, and set the king 
upon the throne of the kingdom.

to And all the princes and all the 
people rejoiced, and brouyoe in, and 
cast into: the chest, until they had 
made an end, 
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Idolatry. 


iz Now it came to pass, that at 
what time the chest was brought unto 
the king’s office by the hand of the 
Levites, and when they saw that there 
was much money, the king’s scribe 
and the high priest’s officer came and 
emptied the chest, and took it, and 
carried it to his place again. Taus 
they did day by day, and gathered 
money in abundance. é 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave 
it to such as did the work of the ser- 
vice of the house of the LORD, and 
hired masons and carpenters to re- 
pair the house of the LORD, and also 
such as wrought iron and brass to 
mend the house of the LORD. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and 
the work was perfected by them, and 
ey set the house of God in his state,

14 And when they had finished zt, 
they brought the rest of the money 
before the king and Jehoiada, where- 
of were made vessels for the, house 
of the LORD, even vessels to minister 
and to offer withal, and spoons, an 
vessels of gold and silver. And they 
offered burnt offerings in the house 
of the LORD continually all the days 
of Jehoiada. : ‘ 

15 { But Jehoiada waxed old, and 
was full of days when he died; an 
hundred and thirty years old was he 
when he died. eae i 

16 And they buried him in the city 
of David among the kings, because 
he had done good in Israel, both to- 
ward God, and toward his house... 

17 Now after the death of Jehoi- 
ada came the princes of Judah, and 
made obeisance to the king. Then the 
king hearkened unto them. 

18 And they left the house of the 
LORD God of their fathers, and served 
groves and idols: and wrath came 
upon Judah and Jerusalem for this 
their trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the LORD; and 
they testified against them: but they 
would not give ear. 

20 And the Spirit of God came 

upon Zechariah the son of Jehoiada 
the priest, which stood above the peo- 
ple, and said’ unto them, Thus saith 
God, Why transgress ye the com- 
mandments of the LORD, that ye can- 
not prosper? because ye have for- 
saken the LORD, he hath alsoforsaken 
you. ; 
21 And they conspired against him, 
and stoned him with stones at the 
commandment of the king in the 
court of the house of the LORD. 
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22 Thus Joash the kingremembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had done to him, but slew his 
son. And when he died, he said, The 
LORD look upon zt, and require zt. 

23 § And it came to pass at the 
end of the year, that the host of 
Syria came up against him: and they 
came to Judah and Jerusalem, and 
destroyed all the princes of the peo- 
ple from among the people, and sent 
all the spoil of them unto the king of 
Damascus. 

24 For the army of the Syrians 
came witha small company of men, 
-and the LORD delivered a very great 
host into their hand, because they 
had forsaken the LORD God of their 
fathers. So they executed judgment 
against Joash. 

25 And when they were departed 
from him, (for they left him in great

years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned twenty and nine years 
‘in Jerusalem.

Judah together, and made them cap- 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over hundreds, according to the 
houses of their fathers, throughout 
all. Judah and Benjamin: and he 
numbered them from twenty years 
old and above, and found them three 
hundred thousand choice men, able ta 
go forth to war, that could handle 
spear and shield. 

6 He hired also an hundred thou- 
sand mighty men of valour out of Is- 
rael for an hundred talents of silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, saying, O king, let not the army 
of Israel go with thee; for the LORD 
is not with Israel, to wit, with all the 
children of Ephraim. ; 

8 But if thou wilt go, do zt, be strong 
for the battle: God shall make thee 
fall before the enemy: for God hath 
power to help, and to cast down, 

9 And Amaziah said to the man of 
God, But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given 
to the army of Israel? And the man 
of God answered, The LORD is able 
to give thee much more than this. 

to. Then Amaziah separated them, 
to wit, the army that was come to him 
out of Ephraim, to go home again: 
wherefore their anger was greatly 
kindled against Judah, and they re- 
turned home in great anger. 

iz § And Amaziah strengthened 
himself, and led forth his people, and 
went to the valley of salt, and smote 
of the children of Seir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand Jeft alive 
did the children of Judah carry away 
captive, and brought them unto the 
top of the rock, and cast them down 
from the top of the rock, that they all 
were broken in pieces. 

13 { But the soldiers of the army 
which Amaziah sent back, that the:

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16 And it came to pass, as he talked 
with him, that the king said unto him, 
Art thou made of the king’s counsel? 
forbear; why-shouldest thou be smit- 
ten? Then the prophet forbare, and 
said, I know that God hath deter- 
mined to destroy. thee, because thou 
hast done this, and hast not hearkened 
unto my counsel. z 

17 § Then Amaziah king of Judah 
took advice, and sent to Joash, the 
son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, 


of Israel, saying, Come, let us 


see one another in the face. 

18 And Joash king of Israel sent to 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying, The 
thistle that was in Lebanon sent to 
the cedar that was in Lebanon, saying, 
Give thy daughter to my son to wife: 
and there passed by a wild beast that 
was in Lebanon, and trode down the 
thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smit- 
ten the Edomites; and thine heart

udah, at Beth-shemesh, which be- 

geth to Judah. 

22 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel, and they fled every 
man to his tent. 

23 And Joash the ne of Israel 
took Amaziah king of Judah, the son 
of Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, at 
Beth-shemesh, and brought him to 
Jerusalem, and brake down the wall 
of Jerusalem from the gate of Ephra- 
im to the corner gate, four hundred 
cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with Obed- 
edom, and the treasures of the king’s 
house, the hostages also, and returned 
to Samaria.

3 Sixteen years old was Uzziah when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
fifty and two years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Jecoliah of 
Jerusalem. : : ¢ : 

4 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the LORD, according to 
all that his father Amaziah did. 

5 And he sought God in the days . 
of Zechariah, who had understand- 
ing in the visions of God: and as long 
as he sought the LORD, God made 
him to prosper. 

And he went forth and warred 
against the Philistines, and brake 
down the wall of Gath, and the wall 
of Jabneh, and the wall of Ashdod, 
and built cities about Ashdod, and 
among the Philistines.

to Also he built towers in the desert, 
and digged many wells: for he ha 
much cattle, both in the low country, 
and in the plains: husbandmen also, 
and vine dressers in the mountains, 
and in Carmel: for he loved hus- 
bandry. 

tr Moreover Uzziah had an host of 
fighting men, that went out to war 
by bands, according to the number 
of their account by the hand of Jeiel 
the scribe and Maaseiah the ruler, 
under the hand of Hananiah, one of 
the king’s captains. : 
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12 The whole number of the chief 
of the fathers of the mighty men of 
valour were two thousand and ‘six 
hundred. i 

13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, 
that made war with mighty power, 
to help the king against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem en- 
gines, invented by cunning men, to 
be on the towers and upon the bul- 
warks, to shoot arrows. and great 
stones withal. And his name spread 
far abroad; for he was marvellously 
helped, till he was strong.

17 And Azariah the priest went in 
after him, and with him fourscore 

_ priests of the LORD, that were valiant 


men: 

18 And they withstood Uzziah the 

ng, and said unto him, Jt apper- 
tameth not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn 
incense unto the LORD, but to the 
priests the sons of Aaron, that are 
consecrated to burn incense: go out 
of the sanctuary; for thou hast tres- 
passed; neither. shall 2 be for thine 
honour from the LORD God. 

19 Then Uzziah was wroth, and 
had a censer in his hand to burn in- 
-cense: and while he was wroth with 
the priests, the leprosy even rose up 
in his forehead before the priests in 
the house of the LORD, from beside 
the incense altar. 4 

20 And Azariah the chief priest, and 
all the priests, looked upon him, and, 
behold, he was leprous in his fore- 
head, and they thrust him out from 
thence; yéa, himself hasted also to

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of the 
king, by the words of the LORD, to 
cleanse the house of the LORD. 

16 And the priests went into the in- 
ner part of the house of the LORD, to 
cleanse it, and brought out all the un- 
cleanness that they found in the tem- 
ple of the LORD into the court of the 
house of the LORD. And the Levites 
took 2t, to carry ¢t out abroad into the 
brook Kidron. ai 

t7 Now they began on the first*day 
of the first month to sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came they 
to the porch of the LORD: so they 
sanctified the house of the LORD in 
eight days; and in the sixteenth da 
of the first month they made an end, 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah 
the king, and said, We have cleansed 
all the house of the LORD, and the al- 
tar of burnt offering, with all the ves- 
sels thereof, and the shewbread table, 
with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast away 
in his transgression, have we prepared 
and sanctified, and, behold, they are 
before the altar of the LORD. 

20 { Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
eityy and went up to the house of the 

ORD. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, 
and seven he goats, fora sin offering 
for the kingdom, and for the sanctu- 
ary, and for Judah. he com- 
manded the priests the sons of Aaron 
to offer them on the altar of the LORD. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled 7 on the altar: likewise, 
when they had killed the rams, they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar: 
they killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar. | 

23 And they brought forth the he 

oats jor the sin offering before the 
king and the congregation; and they 
laid their hands upon them: 
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24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make an 
atonement for all Israel: for the king 
commanded that the burnt offering 
and the sin offering should be made for 
all Israel. Bey le: 

25 And he set the Levites in the 
house of the LORD with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according 
to the commandment of David, and 
of Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan 
the prophet: for so was the command- 
ment of the LORD by his prophets. 

26 And the Levites stood with the 
instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded. to 
offer the burnt offering wpon the altar. 
And when the burnt offering began, 
the song of the LORD began also with 
the trumpets, and) with the instru- 
ments ordained by David king of Is- 


ael, : 

28 And all the congregation wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and 
the trumpeters sounded: and, all this 
continued until the burnt offering was 
finished. : 

29 And when they had made an end 
of offering, the king and all that 
were present with him bowed them- 
selves, and worshipped. : 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and 
the princes commanded the Levites 
to sing praise unto the LORD with the 
words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. _ 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated your- 
selves unto the LORD, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings 
into the house of the LORD. And the 
congregation brought in_ sacrifices 
and thank offerings; and as many 
as were of a free heart burnt offer- 


ings. 

32 And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten bul- 
locks, an hundred rams, and two hun- 
dred jambs: all these were for a burnt 
offering to the LORD. i 

33 And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 


eep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so 
that they could not flay all the burnt 
offerings: wherefore their brethren 
the Levites did help them, till the 
work was ended, and until the other 

riests had sanctified themselves: 
or the Levites were more upright in 
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heart to sanctify themselves than the 
priests. 

35 And also the burnt. offerings 
were in abundance, with the fat of 
the peace offerings, and the drink 
offerings for every burnt offering. So 
the service of the house of the LORD 
was set in order. ; 

And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all 
the people, that God had prepared the 
people: for the thing was are sud- 
denly. 

CHAPTER 30.

ND Hezekiah sent to all Israel and 
Judah, and wrote letters also to 
Ephraim and Manasseh, that they 
should come to the house of the LORD 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover 
unto the LORD God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and all the congrega- 
tion in Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month, 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves . sufficiently, 
neither had the people gathered them- 
selves together to Jerusalem. ‘ 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all 
Israel, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the 
passover unto the LORD God of Israel 
at Jerusalem: for they had not done 
wt of a long ime in such sort as it was 
written, Ee 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his _ princes 
throughout all Israel and Judah, and 
according to the commandment of 
the king, saying, Ye children of Is- 
rael, turn again unto the LORD God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, and 
he will return to the remnant of you 
that are escaped out of the hand o 
the kings of Assyria. 

7 And: be not ye like your fathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 

assed against the LORD God of their 
athers, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. | 

Now be ye not stiffnecked, as 
your fathers were, but yield your- 
selves unto the LORD, and enter into 
his sanctuary, which he hath sancti- 
fied for ever: and serve the LORD 
your God, that the fierceness of his 
wrath may turn away from you.

19 That oe ooh heart to seek 
God, the God of his: fathers, 
though he be ms cleansed according to 
the purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the LORD hearkened to Hez- 

ekiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem, kept 
the feast of unleavened bread seven 
days with great gladness: and the 
Levites and the priests praised the 





22 And Hezekiah spake comfort- 
ably unto all the Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the LORD: 
and they did eat throughout the feast 
seven days, offering peace offerings, 
and making confession to the LORD 
God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: 
and they kept other seven days with 
gladness, 

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah 
did give to the congregation a thou- 
sand bullocks and. seven. thousand 
sheep; and the princes gave to the 
congregation a thousand bullocks 
and ten thousand sheep: and a great 
number of priests sanctified them- 
selves. 

25 And all the congregation of Ju- 
dah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came 
out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, and 
that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Feats 
salem; for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king’ of Israel there 
was not the like in Jerusalem.

6 And he set captains of war over 
the people, and gathered them toge- 
ther to him in the street of the gate 
of the city, and spake comfortably to 
them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 

' afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude that 
is with him: for there be more with 
us than with him: 

8 With him zs an arm of flesh; but 
with us zs the LORD our God to help 
us, and to fight our battles. And the 
people rested themselves upon the 
words of Hezekiah king of Judah. 

9 4 After this did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria send his servants to Jeru- 
salem, (but he himself laid siege against 
Lachish, and all his power with him, )

I3 Know ye not what I and my fa- 
thers have done unto all the people 
of other lands? were the gods of the 
nations of those lands any ways able 
to deliver their lands out of mine 
hand? 

14 Who was there among all the 
gods of those nations that my fathers 
utterly destroyed, that could deliver 
his people out of mine hand, that 
your God should be able to deliver 
you out of mine hand? 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on 
this manner, neither yet believe him: 
for no god of any nation or kingdom 
was able to deliver his people out of 
mine hand, and out of the hand of 
my fathers: how much less shall your 
God deliver you out of mine hand?

8 Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the rrovince of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, which 
is builded with great stones, and tim- 
ber is laid in the walls, and this work 
goeth fast on, and prospereth in their 
hands. reste 

Q Then asked we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who command- 
ed you to build this house, and to 
make up these walls? 

1o We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them.: 

iz And thus they returned us an- 
swer, saying, We are the servants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and 
build the house that was builded these 
many years ago, which a great king 
of Israel builded and setup. ~ 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the hand of 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Baby- 
lon, the Chaldean, who destroyed 
this house, and carried the people 
away into Babylon. 

13 But in the first year of Cyrus 
the king of Babylon the same king 
Cyrus made a decree to build this 
house of God. ;

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which zs at Jerusalem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be restored, 
and brought again unto the temple 
which zs at Jerusalem, every one to his 
places and place them in the house of 


od. 
6 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, 
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and your companions the Aphar- 
sachites, which are beyond the river, 
be ye far from thence: 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone; let the governor of the Jews 


and the elders of the Jews build this.

8 Moreover I make a decree what 
ye shall do to the elders of these Jews 
for the building of this house of God:

heaven, and pray for the life of the 
king, and of his sons. ; 
ir Also I have made a decree, that 

whosoever shall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from his house, 
and being set up, let him be hanged 
thereon; and let his house be made 

a dunghill for this. : 

12 And the God that hath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy all 
kings and people, that shall put to their 
hand to alter and to destroy this house 

‘of God which zs at Jerusalem. I Da- 
tius have made a decree; let it be 

done with speed. — , 

13 { Then Tatnai, governor on this 
side the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Darius the king had sent, so 
they did speedily. 
14 And the elders of the Jews 
builded, and they propped through 
the prophesying of Haggai the pro- 
Bet and Zechariah the son of Iddo. 
_ And they builded, and finished 7, ac- 

cording to the commandment of the 
God of Israel, and according to the 
' commandment of Cyrus, and Da- 
rius, and Artaxerxes king of Persia. 

15 And this house was finished on 

the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the sixth year of the 
re of Darius the king.

26 And whosoever will not. do the 
law of thy God, and the law of the 
king, let judgment be executed speed- 
ily upon him, whether zt be unto death, 
or to banishment, or to confiscation of 
goods, or to imprisonment, ; 

27 {| Blessed be the LORD God. of 
our fathers, which hath put such a 
thing as this in the king’s heart, to 
beautify the house of the LORD which 
is in Jerusalem:

-5 And said, I beseech thee,O LORD 
God of: heaven, the great and terri- 
ble God, that keepeth covenant and 
mercy for them that love him and 
observe his commandments: 

Let thine ear now be attentive, 
and thine eyes: open, that thou may- 
est hear the pra ren of thy servant, 
which I pray before thee now day 
and night, for the children of Israel 
thy servants, and confess the sins of 





the children of Israel, which we have 
sinned against thee: both I and my 
father’s house have sinned. 

We have dealt very corruptly 
against thee, and have not kept 
the commandments, nor the statutes, 
nor the judgments, which thou com- 
mandedst thy servant Moses. 

Remember, «I beseech thee, the 
word that thou commandedst thy ser- 
vant Moses, saying; Jj ye transgress, 
I will scatter you abroad among the 
nations:

ND there was a great cry of the 
. people and of their wives against 
their brethren the Jews. | 

2 For there were that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we take up corn jor them, 
that we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said, 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine- 
yards, and houses, that we might buy 
corn, because of the dearth. _ 

4 There were also that said, We 
have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that wpon our lands and 
vineyards. . 

5 Yet now our flesh 2s as the flesh 


’ of our brethren, our children as their 


children: and, lo, we bring into 


. bondage our sons and our daughters 


to be servants, and some of our daugh- 
ters are brought unto bondage al- 
ready ; neither 2s 2t in our power to 
redeem them ; for other men have our 
lands and vineyards. 

6 {And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I. consulted with myself, 
and I rebuked the nobles, and the 
rulers, and said unto them, Ye exact 
wsury, every one of his brother. And 
I set a great assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We after 
our ability have redeemed our bre- 
thren the Jews, which were sold unto 
the heathen; and will ye even sell 
your brethren? or shall they be sold 
unto us? Then held they their peace, 
and found nothing to answer. 

9 Also I said, It 2s not good that ye 
do: ought ye not to walk in the fear 
of our God because of the reproach of 
the heathen our enemies? 

to I likewise, and my brethren, and 
my servants, might exact of them 
money, and corn: I pray you, let us 
leave off this usury. 

zr Restore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their vine- 
yards, their oliveyards, and their 
houses, also the hundredth part of 
the money, and of the corn, the wine, 
and the oil, that ye exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore 

» and will require nothing of 
them; so will we do as thou sayest. 
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Then I called the priests, and took 
an oath of them, that they should do 
according to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, 
So God shake out every man from 
his house, and from his labour, that 
performeth not this promise, even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. 
And all the congregation said, Amen, 
and praised the LORD. And the peo- 
ple did according to this promise. 

14 {| Moreover from the time that 
I was appointed to be their governor 
in the land of Judah, from the twen- 
tieth year even unto the two and 
thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, 
that is, twelve years, I and my bre- 
thren have not eaten the bread of 
the governor. 

15 But the former governors that 
had been before me were chargeable 
unto the people, and had taken of 
them bread and wine, beside forty 
shekels of silver; yea, even their ser- 
vants bare rule over the people: but 
so did not I, because of the fear of 


xod. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the 
work of this wall, neither bought we 
any land: and all my servants were 
gathered thither unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my table 
an hundred and fifty of the Jews and 
rulers, beside those that came unto 
us from among the heathen that are 
about us. ; 

18 Now. that which was prepared 
jor me daily was one ox and six choice 
sheep; also fowls were prepared for 
me, and once in ten days store of all 
sorts of wine: yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, be- 
cause the bondage was heavy upon ~ 
this people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, for 
goat according to all that I have done

land: for: thou knewest that they 
dealt proudly against them: So didst 
thou get thee a name, as 7 us this

xz And thou didst divide the sea be- 
fore them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. iy 
'12 Moreover thou leddest: them in 
the day by a.cloudy pillar; and in the 
night by a pillar of fire, to give them 
light in the: way wherein they should 
go. s 
13 Thou: camest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from ‘heaven, and-gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good stat- 
utes and commandments: \ 
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14 And madest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and commandedst 
them precepts, statutes, and laws, by 
the hand of Moses thy servant: 

15 And gavest them bread from 
‘heaven for their hunger, and brought- 
est forth water for them out of the 
rock for their thirst, and promisedst 
them that they should go in to pos- 
sess the land which thou hadst sworn 
to give them, 

a4 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, 
and hearkened not to thy command- 
ments, I 

17 And refused. to obey, neither 
were mindful of thy wonders that 
thou didst among them; but hard- 
ened their necks, and in their rebel- 
lion appointed a captain to return to 
their bondage: but thou art a God 
ready to pardon, gracious and merci- 
ful, slow to anger, and of great kind- 
ness, and forsookest them not, 

18 Yea, when they had made them 
a molten calf, and said, This 7s thy 
God that brought thee up out of 
Egypt, and had wrought great provo- 
cations} y a 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mer- 
cies forsookest them not in the wil- 
derness: the pillar of the cloud de- 
parted not from them by day, to lead 
them in the way; neither the pillar 
of fire by night, to shew them light, 
and the way wherein they should 
go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest not 
thy manna from their mouth, and 
gavest them water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sus- 
tain them in the wilderness, so that 
they lacked nothing; their clothes 
weered not old, and their feet swelled 
not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide 
them into corners: so they possessed 
the land of Sihon, and the land of the 
king of Heshbon, and the land of Og 
king of Bashan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst 
thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, con- 
cerning which thou hadst promised 
to their fathers, that they should go 
in to possess i.

28 But after they had rest, they 
did evil again before thee: therefore 
leftest thou them in the hand of their 
enemies, so that they had the do- 
minion over them: yet when they 
returned, and cried unto thee, thou 
heardest them from heaven; and 
many times didst thou deliver them 
according to thy mercies; 

29 And testitiedst against them, 
that thou mightest bring them again 
unto thy law: aes they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy com- 
mandments, but sinned against thy 
ET Sr oe (which if a mando, he 
shall live in them;) and withdrew 
the shoulder, and hardened their neck, 
and would not hear.

since the time of the kings of As- 
syriauntothisday. 

33 Howbeit thou art justin all that 
is brought upon us; for thou hast 
Cone right, but we have done wick- 
edly: 
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34 Neither have our kings, our

35 For they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great good- 
ness that thou gavest them, and in 
the large and fat land which thou gay- 
est before them, neither turned they 
from their wicked works.

. day, and for the land that thou gavest 

unto our fathers to eat the fruit there- 
of and the good thereof, behold, we

37 And it yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins: also they 
have dominion over our bodies, and 
over our cattle, at their pleasure, and 
we are in great distress. _, 

38 And because of all this we make 
‘a sure covenant, and write at; and our 
princes, Levites, and priests, seal

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, 
for the wood offering, to bring 2 into 
the house of our God, after the houses 
of our fathers, at times appointed 
year by year, to burn upon the altar 
of the LORD our God, as zt 7s written 
in the law: __ : 

35 Andto bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit 
of all trees, year by year, unto the 
house of the LORD: 

36 Also the firstborn-of our sons, 
and of our cattle, as 2 1s written in 
the law, and the firstlings of our 
herds and of our flocks, to bring to 
the house of our God, unto the priests 
that minister in the house of our 


God: : 

37 And that we should bring the 
firstfruits of our dough, and our offer- 
ings, and the fruit of all manner of 
trees, of wine and of oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house 
of our God; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Levites, that the 
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same Levites might have the tithes in 
all the cities of our tillage. . 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, when the 
Levites take tithes: and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the treasure house.

iuee And before this, Eliashib the 
friceh, having: the oversight. of the 
chamber of the house of our God, was 
allied unto Tobiah: 

5 And he had prepared for him a 
great chamber, where aforetime they 
laid the meat offerings, the frankin- 
cense, and the vessels, and the tithes 
of the corn, the new wine, andthe 
oil, which .was ‘commanded: to be 
given to the Levites, and the singers, 
and the porters; and the offerings of 
the priests. 

6 Butin all this ime was not Lat Je- 
rusalem: for in the two and thirtieth 
year’ of Artaxerxes king of Babylon 
came I unto the king, and after cer- 
tain days obtained I leave of the king:

19 And it came to pass, that when 
the gates of Jerusalem began to be 
dark before the sabbath, Icommanded 
that the gates should be shut, and 
charged that they should not be 
opened till after the sabbath: and 
some of my servants set I at the gates, 
that there should no burden be brought 
in on the sabbath day. 


25 And I contended with them, and 
cursed: them, and smote certain of 
them, and plucked off their hair, and 
made them swear by God, saying, 
Ye shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters 
unto your sons, or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things? yet among 
many nations was there no king like 
him, who was beloved of his God, and 
God made him king over all Israel: 
nevertheless even him did cutlandi 
women cause to sin. 

27 Shall'we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to trans- 
gress against our God in marrying 
strange wives? 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high’ priest, 
qwas son in law to Sanballat the Horo- 
nite: therefore I chased him from 
me.

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BOOK OF ESTHER. 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 Feast of Ahasuerus. 10 Vashti_re- 
fuses to come. 13 Her punishment. 


OW it came to pass in the days of 

| Ahasuerus, (this is Ahasuerus 
which reigned, from India even unto 
Ethiopia, over an hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces:) ; 

2 That in those days, when the king 
Ahasuerus sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in Shushan the 
palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his princes and 
his servants; the power of Persia and 
Media, the nobles and princes of the 
provinces, being before him: ; 

4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of 
his excellent majesty many days, 
even an hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were ex- 
pired, the king made a feast unto all 
the people that were present in Shu- 
shan the palace, both unto great and 
small, seven days, in the court of the 
garden of the king’s palace; 

6 Where were white, green, and blue, 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
linen and purple to silver rings and 
pillars of marble: the beds were of 
gold and silver, upon a pavement of 
red, and blue, and white, and black, 
marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in ves- 
sels of gold, (the vessels being diverse 
one from another,) and royal wine 
in abundance, according to the state 
of the king. 

8 And the drinking was according 
to the law; none did compel: for so 
the king had appointed to all the offi- 
cers of his house, that they should do 
according to every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vashti the queen made a feast 
for the women zm the royal house 
which belonged to king Ahasuerus. 

to {| On the seventh day, when the

t7 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be report- 
ed, The king Ahasuerus commanded 
Vashti the queen to be brought in be- 
fore him, but she came not. : 

18 Jikeurse shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of 
thedeed ofthe queen. Thus shail there 
arise too much contempt and wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there 
goa royal commandment from him, 
and let it be written among the laws 
of the Persians and the Medes, that 
it be not altered, That Vashti come no 
more before king Ahasuerus; and 
let the king give ther royal estate 
unto another. that is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree 
which he shall make shall be pub- 
lished throughout all his empire, (for 
it is great,) all the wives shall give 
to their husbands honour, both to 
great and small. 4 

21 And the saying picnsed the king 
and the princes; and the king did ac- 
cording to the word of Memucan: 

22 For he sent letters into all the

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn- 
ing into a good day: that they should 
make them days of feasting and joy, 
and of sending portions one to an- 
other, and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do as 
they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them; 

24 Because Haman the son of Ham- 
medatha, the Agagite, the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the 

ews to destroy them, and had cast 

ur, that zs, the lot, to consume 
them, and to destroy them; 

25 But when Esther came before 
the king, he commanded by letters 
that his wicked device, which he de- 
vised against the Jews, should return 
upon his own head, and that he and his

Purim after the name of Pur. There- 
fore for all the words of this letter, and 
of that which they had seen concern- 
ing this matter, and which had come

27 The Jews ordained, and. took 
upon them, and upon their seed, and 
upon all such as joined themselves 
unto them, so as it should not fail, 
that they would keep these two days 
according to their writing, and ac- 
cording to their appointed time every 


year; 
28 ‘And that these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every pro- 
vince, and every city; and that these 
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Ahasuerus’ power. 


days of Purim should not. fail from 
among the Jews, nor the memorial of 
them perish from their seed. 

29 Then Esther the queen, the 
daughter of Abihail, and Mordecai 
the Jew, wrote with all authority, to 
confirm this second letter of Purim. 

30 And he sent the letters unto all _ 

the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, with words of peace and 
truth, 
_31 To confirm these days of Purim 
in their times appointed, according 
as Mordecai the Jew and Esther the 
queen had enjoined them, and as they 
had decreed for themselves and. for 
their seed, the matters of the fastings 
and their cry. 

32 And the decree of Esther con- 
firmed these matters of Purim; and 
it was written in the book.

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from this place, and carried them to 
Babylon: . : i 3 

4 And I will bring again to this place 
Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim king 
of Judah, with all the captives of 
Judah, that went into Babylon, saith 
the LORD: for I will break the yoke 
of the king of Babylon. : 

5.4 Then the prophet Jeremiah 
said unto the prophet Hananiah in 
the presence of the priests, and in the 
presence of all the people that stood 
in the house of the LORD, : 

6 Even the prophet Jeremiah said, 
Amen: the LORD do so: the LORD 
perform thy words which thou hast 
prophesied, to bring again the vessels 
of the LORD’s house, and all that is 
carried away captive, from Babylon 
into this place. ; 

7 Nevertheless hear thou now this 
word that I speak in thine ears, and 
in the ears of all the people; 

8 The prophets that have been be- 
fore me and before thee of old pro- 
phesied both against many countries, 
and against great kingdoms, of war, 
and of evil, and of pestilence. 

9 The prophet which prophesieth 
of peace, when the word of the pro- 
phet shall come to pass, then shall the 
prophet be known, that the LORD 
hath truly sent him. 

io § Then Hananiah the prophet 
took the yoke from off the prophet 
Jeremiah’s neck, and brake it.

3 By the hand of Elasah the son 
of Shaphan, and Gemariah the son 
of Hilkiah, (whom Zedekiah king of 
Judah sent unto Babylon to Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon) say- 
ing, 

4 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, the 
God of Israel, unto all that are car- 
tied away captives, whom I have 
caused to be carried away from Je- 
rusalem unto Babylon; 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell im 
them; and plant gardens, and eat the 
fruit of them; | 

6 Take ye wives; and beget sons 
and daughters; and take wives for 
your sons, and give your daughters 
to husbands, that they may bear sons 
and daughters; that ye may be in- 
creased there, and not diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the city 
whither I have caused you to be car- 
ried away captives, and pray unto the 
LORD for it: for in the peace’ thereof 
shall ye have peace. 

8 ¥_ For thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Let not your pro- 
phets and your diviners, that be in 
the midst of you, deceive you, neither 
hearken to your dreams which ye 
cause to be dreamed. 

9 For they prophesy falsely unto you 
in my name: I have not sent them, 
saith the LORD. _- iy 

10 { For thus saith the LORD, That 
after seventy years be accomplished 
at Babylon I will visit you. and per- 
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_ form my good word toward you, in 
causing you to return to this place. 

rr For I know the thoughts that T 
think toward you, saith the LORD, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, 
to’ give you an expected end. 

12 Then shall ye call upon me, and 
ye shall go and pray unto me, and I 
will hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart. 

14’ And I will be found of you, 
saith the LORD: and I will turn away 
your captivity, and I will gather you 
from all the nations, and from all the 
places whither I have driven you,

29 And Zephaniah the priest read 
this letter in the ears of Jeremiah the 
prophet.

31, Send to all them of the captivity, 
saying, Thus saith the LORD concern- 
ing Shemaiah ‘the Nehelamite; | Be- 
cause that Shemaiah hath prophesied 
unto you, and I sent him not, and he 
caused you to trust in a lie:

‘6 And he hath violently taken 
away his tabernacle, as 77 2 were 
of a garden: he hath destroyed his 
places of the assembly: the LORD 
hath caused the solemn feasts and 
sabbaths to be forgotten in Zion, and 
hath despised in the indignation of his 
anger the king and the priest. 

7 The Lord hath cast off his altar, 
he hath abborred his sanctuary, he 
hath given up into the hand o “the 
enemy the walls of her Gilaced: they 
have made a noise in the house of the 
LORD, as in the day of a solemn feast.

23, And under the firmament were 
their wings straight, the one toward 
the other: every one had two; which - 
covered on this side, and every one 
had two, which covered on that side, 
their bodies. 

24 And when. they went, I heard 
the noise of their wings, like the 
noise of great waters, as the voice of 
the Almighty, the voice of speech, as 
the noise of an host: when they stood, 
they let down their wings.

9. And’ mine eye shall not spare, 
neither will have pity: I will recom- 
pense thee according to thy ways 
and thine abominations that are in 
the midst of thee; and ye shall know 
that Lam the LORD that smiteth.

15 The sword 7s without, and the 
pestilence and the famine within: he 

that zs in the field shall die with the 
sword; and he that zs in the city, 
famine and pestilence shall devour 


him. 

16 { But they that escape of them 
shall: escape, and shall be: on the 
mountains like doves of the valleys, 
all of them mourning, every one for 
his iniquity. 

17 All hands shall be feeble, and 
all knees shall be weak as water. 

18 They ‘shall also gird themselves 
with sackcloth, and horror shall 
cover them; and shame shall be upon 
all faces, and baldness upon all their 
heads. .

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to the 
wicked of the earth for a spoil; and 
they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute my se- 
cret place: for the robbers shall enter 
into-it, and defile it. 

4 23 Make a chain: for the land 
is full of bloody crimes, and the city 
is full of violence. j 

24 Wherefore I will bring the 
worst of the heathen, and they shall 
possess their houses: I will also make 
the pomp of the strong to cease; and 
their holy places shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction cometh; and they 
shall seek peace, and there shall be 
none. 

26 Mischief ‘shall come upon mis- 
chief, and rumour shall be upon ru- 
mour; then shall they seek a vision 
of the prophet; but the law shall ver- 
ish from the priest, and counsel from 
the ancients. 

27. The king shall mourn, and ‘the

I5 § Then said he unto me, Hast 
thou seen this, O son of man? turn 
thee yet again, and thou shalt see 
greater abominations than these. 

16 And he brought me into the in- 
ner court of the LORD’s house, and, 
behold, at the door of the temple of 
the LORD, between. the porch and the 
altar, were about five and twenty men, 
with their backs toward the temple 
of the LORD, and their faces toward 
the east; and they worshipped the sun 
toward the east. . 

17 § Then he said unto me, Hast 
thou seen thzs,O son of man? Is ita 
light thing to the house of Judah that 
they commit the abominations which 
they commit here? for they have 
filled the land with violence, and have 
returned to provoke me to anger: 
and, lo; they put the branch to their 
nose. 

18 Therefore will I also deal in fury: 
mine eye shall not spare, neither will 
I have pity: and though they cry in 
mine ears with a loud voice, yet will 
I not hear them.

27 Behold, thereforeI havestretched 
out my hand over thee, and have di- 
minished thine ordinary food, and de- 
livered thee unto the will of them that 
hate thee, the daughters of the Phi- 
listines, which are ashamed of thy 
lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, hecause thou wast 
unsatiable; yea, thou hast played — 
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the harlot with them, and yet couldest 
not be satisfied. : 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied 
thy fornication in the land of Canaan 
unto Chaldea; and yet thou wast 
not satisfied herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith 
the Lord GoD, seeing thou doest all 
these things, the work of an imperious 
whorish woman; 5 

31 In that thou buildest thine 
eminent place in the head of every 
way, and makest thine high place-in 
every street; and hast not been as an 
harlot, in that thou scornest hire; 

32 But as a wife that committeth 
adultery, which taketh strangers in- 
stead of her husband! 

33 They give gifts to all whores: 
but’ thou givest thy gifts to all thy 
lovers, and hirest them, that they 
may come unto thee on every side 
for thy whoredom. 

poe the contrary is in thee from 
other womenin thy whoredoms, where- 
as none followeth thee to commit 
whoredoms: and in that thou givest 
a reward, and no reward is given unto 
thee, therefore thou art contrary. 

35. § Wherefore, O harlot, hear the 
word of the LORD: 

36 Thus saith the Lord GoD; Be- 
cause thy filthiness was poured out, 
and thy nakedness discovered through 
thy whoredoms with thy lovers, and 
with all the idols of thy abominations, 
and by the blood of thy children, 
which thot didst give unto them; 

37’ Behold, therefore I will gather 
all thy lovers, with whom thou hast 
taken pleasure, and all them that thou 
hast loved, with all them that thou 
hast hated; I will even gather them 
round about against thee, and will 
discover thy nakedness unto them, 
that they may see all thy nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as wo- 
men that break wedlock and shed 
blood are judged; and I will give 
thee blood in fury and jealousy.

43 Because thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, but hast 
fretted me in all these things; behold, 


| therefore I also will recompense thy 


way upon thine head, saith the Lord 
GoD: and thou shalt not commit this 
lewdness above all thine abomina- 
tions. 

44 { Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use thzs proverb against 
thee, saying, As 7s the mother, so 7s 
her daughter. 

5 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
that loatheth her husband and her 
children; and thou art the sister of 
thy sisters, which loathed their hus- 
bands and their children: your mo- 
ther was an Hittite, and your father 
an Amorite. b E 

6 And thine elder sister 7s Samaria, 
she and her daughters that dwell at 
thy left hand: and thy younger sis- 
ter, that dwelleth at thy right hand, 2s 
Sodom and her daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after 
their ways, nor done after their abom- 
inations: but, as 2/ that were a very 
little thing, thou wast corrupted more 
than they in all thy ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
Sodom thy sister hath not done, she 
nor her daughters, as thou hast done, 
thou and thy daughters. _ i 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of 
thy sister Sodom, pride, fulness of 
bread, and abundance of idleness was 
in her and in her daughters, neither 
did she strengthen the hand of the 
poor and needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and 
committed abomination before me: 
therefore I took’ them away as I saw 


good, 

51, Neither hath Samaria committed 
half of thy sins; but thou hast multi- 
plied thine abominations more than 
they, and hast justified thy sisters 
in all thine abominations which thou 
hast done. vs ; 

52 Thou also, which hast judged 
thy sisters, bear thine own shame for 
thy sins that thou hast committed 
more abominable than they: ‘they are 
more righteous than thou: yea, be 
thou confounded also, and bear thy 
shame, in that thou hast justified thy 
sisters.

art a_comfort unto them. 

55 When thy sisters, Sodom and 
her daughters, shall return to their 
former estate, and Samaria and her 
daughters shall return to their former 
estate, then thou and thy daughters 
shall return to your former estate. 

56 For thy sister Sodom was not 
mentioned by thy mouth in the day 
of thy pride, : : 

57 Before thy wickedness was dis- 
covered, as at the time of thy re- 
proach of the daughters of Syria, 
and all that are round about her, the 
daughters of the Philistines, which 
despise thee round about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness 
and thine abominations, saith the 
LORD. 

59 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I 
will even deal with thee as thou hast 
done, which hast despised the oath in 
breaking the covenant. — 

60 § Nevertheless I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days of 
thy youth, and I will establish unto 
thee. an everlasting covenant. 

61 Then thou shalt remember thy 
ways, and be ashamed, when thou 
shalt receive thy sisters, thine elder 
and thy younger: and I will give them 
unto thee for daughters, but not by 
thy covenant. : 

62 And I will establish my cove- 
nant with thee; and thou shalt know 
that lam the LORD: 

63 That thou mayest remember, 
and be confounded, and never open 
thy mouth any more because of thy 
shame, when I am pacified toward 
thee for all that thou hast done, saith 
the Lord Gop.

5 Those that be near, and those that be 
far from thee, shall mock thee, which 
art infamous and much vexed. 

6 Behold, the princes of Israel, every 
ie bles in thee to their power to shed 

ood. 

7 In thee have they set light by 
father and mother: in the midst of 
thee have they dealt by oppression - 
with the stranger: in thee have they 
vexed the fatherless and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy 
things, and hast profaned my sab- 
baths. 

9 In thee are men that carry tales 
to shed blood: and in thee they eat 
upon the mountains: in the midst of 
thee they commit lewdness. 

ro Intheehave they discovered their 
fathers’ nakedness: in thee have they 
humbled her that was set apart for 
pollution. 
_1z And one hath committed abom- 
ination with his- neighbour’s wife; 
and another hath lewdly defiled his 
daughter in law; and another in thee 
hath humbled his sister, his father’s 
daughter. 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to 
shed blood; thou hast taken usury 
and increase, and thou hast greedily 
gained of thy neighbours by extortion, 
and hast forgotten me, saith the Lord 


Gop. 

13 §, Behold, therefore I have smit- 
ten mine hand at thy dishonest gain 
which thou hast made, and at thy 
blood which hath been in the midst 
of thee. 

14 Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands be strong, in the days that 
I shall deal with thee? I the LORD 
have spoken zt, and will do zt. 

15 And I willscatter thee among the 
heathen, and disperse thee in the 
countries, and will consume thy filth- 
iness out of thee. ita 

16 And thou shalt take thine in- 
heritance in thyself in the sight of the 
heathen, and thou shalt know that 
I am the LORD. 

17 And the word of the LORD came 
unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, the house of Israel 
is to me become dross: they are 
brass, and tin, and iron, and lead, in 
the midst of the furnace; they are 
even the dross of silver. . 

19 Therefore thus ‘saith the Lord 
Gop; Because ye are all become 
dross, behold, therefore I will gather 
you into the midst of Jerusalem. 

20 As they gather silver, and brass, 
and iron, and lead, and tin, into the 
midst of the furnace, to blow the fire 
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upon it, to melt zt; so will I gather 
you in mine anger and in my fury, 
and I will leave you there, and melt 
you. 

21 Yea, I will gather you, and blow 
upon you in the fire of my wrath, 
and ye shall be melted in the midst 
thereof.

25 There is a conspiracy of her pro- 
phets in the midst thereof, like a roar- 
ing lion ravening the prey; they have 
devoured souls; they have taken the 
treasure and precious things;. they 
have made her many widows in the 
midst thereof. ; 

26 Her priests have violated my law, 
and have profaned mine holy things: 
they have put no difference between 
the holy and profane, neither have 
they shewed difference between the un- 
clean and the clean, and have hid 
their eyes from my sabbaths, and I 
am profaned among them. 

27 Her princes in the midst there- 
of are like wolves ravening the prey, 
to shed blood, and to destroy souls, to 
get dishonest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed 
them with untempered morter, seeing 
vanity, and divining lies unto them, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord GoD, 
when the LORD hath not spoken. 

29 The people of the land have used 
oppression, and exercised robbery, and 
have vexed the poor and needy: yea, 
they have oppressed the stranger 
wrongfully. : 

30 And I sought for a man among 
them, that should make up the hedge, 
and stand in the gap before me for 
the land, that I should not destroy it: 
but I found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out 
mine indignation upon them; I have 
consumed them with the fire of my 
wrath: their own way have I recom- 
ponies upon their heads, saith the

_3 And they committed whoredoms 
in Egypt; they committed whore- 
doms in their youth: there were their 
breasts pressed, and there they bruised 
the teats of their virginity. 

4 And the names of them were Aho- 
lah the elder, and Aholibah her sister: 
and they were mine, and they bare 
sons and daughters. Thus were their 
names; Samaria zs Aholah, and Jeru- 
salem Aholibah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot 
when she was mine; and she doted 
on her lovers, on the Assyrians her 
neighbours, 

6 Which were clothed with blue, cap- 
tains and rulers, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon 
horses. 

7 Thus she committed her whore- 
doms with them, with all them that 
were the chosen men of Assyria, and 
with all on whom she doted: with all 
their idols she defiled herself. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised 
the breasts of her virginity, and 
poured their whoredom upon her, 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into the 
hand of the Assyrians, upon whom 
she doted. 

ro These discovered her nakedness: 
they took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword: and 
she became famous among women; 
ee they had executed judgment upon 

er. 

tz And when her sister Aholibah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in 
her inordinate love than she, and in 
her whoredoms more than her sister 
in her whoredoms. t 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians 
her neighbours, captains and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
riding upon horses, all of them desir- 
able young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And thatshe increased her whore- 
doms: for when she saw men pour- 
trayed upon the wall, the images of 
the Chaldeans pourtrayed with ver- 


on, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them Peas to 
look to, after the manner of the Baby- 
lonians of Chaldea, the land of their 
nativity: 

16 And. as soon as she saw them 
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with her eyes, she doted upon them, 
and sent messengers unto them into 
Chaldea. i 

_17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and she 
was polluted with them, and her 
mind was alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her whore- 
doms, and discovered her nakedness: 
then my mind was alienated from 
her, like as my mind was alienated 
from her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whore- 
doms, in calling to remembrance the 
days of her youth, wherein she had 
played the harlot in the land of Egypt. 

20 For she doted upon their para- 
mours, whose flesh 2s as the flesh of 
asses, and whose issue 7s like the is- 
sue of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remem- 
brance the lewdness of thy youth, in 
bruising thy teats by the Egyptians 
for the paps of thy youth. ; 

22 § Therefore, O Aholibah, thus 
saith the Lord GOD; Behold, I will 
raise up thy lovers against thee, from 
whom thy mind is alienated, and I 
an bring them against thee on every 
side; 

23 The Babylonians, and all the 
Chaldeans, Pekod, and Shoa, and 
Koa, and all the Assyrians with them: 
all of them desirable young men, 
captains and rulers, great lords and 
renowned, all of them riding upon 
horses. < 

24 And they shall come against 
thee with chariots, wagons, and 
wheels, and with an assembly of 
people, which shall set against thee 
buckler and shield and helmet round 
about: and I will set fos aaa before 
them, and they shall judge thee ac- 
cording to their judgments. 

25 AndIwillset my jealousy against 
thee, and they shall deal furiously 
with thee: they shall take away thy 
nose and thine ears; and thy rem- 
nant shall fall by the sword: they 
shall take thy sons and thy daughters; 
and thy residue shall be devoured by

26 They shall also strip thee out of 
thy clothes, and take away thy fair 
jewels. 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness 
to cease from thee, and thy whore- 
dom brought from the land of Egypt: 
so that thou shalt not lift up thine 
eyes unto them, nor remember Egypt 

' any more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord GoD; 

Behold, T will deliver thee into the 
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hand of them whom thou hatest, into 
the hand of them from whom thy mind 
is alienated: - 

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all thy 
labour, and shall leave thee naked 
and bare: and the nakedness of th 
whoredoms shall be discovered, bo 
thy lewdness and thy whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, 
because thou hast gone a whoring 
after the heathen, and because thou 
art polluted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of 
thy sister; therefore will I give her 
cup into thine hand. 

32 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep 
and large: thou shalt be laughed to 
scorn and had in derision; it con- 
taineth much.

36 {| The LORD said moreover unto 
me; Son of man, wilt thou judge 
Aholah and Aholibah? yea, declare 
unto them their abominations; 

37 That they haye committed adul- 

tery, and blood zs in their hands, and 
with their idols have they committed 
adultery, and have also caused their 
sons, whom they bare unto me, to 
pass for them through the fire, to de- 
vour them. o, 
-38 Moreover this they have done 
unto me: they have defiled my sanc- 
tuary in the same day, and have 
profaned mysabbaths. ; 

39 For when they had slain their 
children to their idols, then they 
came the same day into my sanctu- 
ary to profane it; and, lo, thus have 
they done in the midst of mine house. 

40 And furthermore, that ye have 
sent for men to come from far, unto

6 My sheep wandered through all 
the mountains, and upon every high 
hill: yea, my flock was scattered 
upon all the face of the earth, and 
none did search or seek after them. 

7 4 Therefore, ye shepherds, hear 
the word of the LORD; 

8 As I live, saith the Lord GoD, 
surely because my flock became a 
prey, and my flock became meat to 
every beast of the field, because there 
was no shepherd, neither did my 
shepherds search for my flock, but 
the shepherds fed themselves, and 
fed not my flock;

20 4 Therefore thus saith the Lord

21 Because ye have thrust with 
side and with shoulder, and pushed 
all the diseased with your horns, till 
ye have scattered them abroad; 

22 Therefore will I save my flock, 
and they shall no more be a prey; and 
I will judge between cattle and cattle.

N the five and twentieth year of our 
captivity, in the beginning of the 
year, in the tenth day of the month, 
in the fourteenth year after that the 
city was smitten, in the selfsame day 
the hand of the LORD was upon me, 
and brought me thither. 

2 In the visions of God brought he 
me into the land of Israel, and set me 
upon a very high mountain, by which 
was as the frame of a city on the south. 

3 And he brought me thither, and, 
behold, there was a man, whose ap- 
pearance was like the appearance of 
brass, with a line of flax in his hand, 
and a measuring reed; and he stood 
in the gate. s 

4 And the man said unto me, Son 
of man, behold with thine eyes, and 
hear with thine ears, and set thine 

heart upon all that I shall shew thee; 
* for to the intent that I might shew 
them unto thee art thou brought hither: 
declare all that thou seest. to the 
house of Israel. $ ; 

And behold a wall on the outside 
of the house round about, and in the 
man’s hand a measuring reed of six 
cubits long by the cubit and an hand 
breadth: so he measured the breadth 
of the building, one reed; and the 
height, one reed. , 

{Then came he unto the gate 
which looketh toward the east, and 
went up the stairs thereof, and mea- 
sured the threshold of the gate, which 
was one reed broad; and the other 
threshold of the gate, which was one 
reed broad. _ 

7 And every little chamber was one 
reed long, and one reed broad; and 
between the little chambers were five 
cubits; and the threshold of the gate 
by the porch of the gate within was 
one reed. 

He measured also the porch of the 
gate within, one reed. 

9 Then measured he the porch of 
the gate, eight cubits; and the posts 
thereof, two cubits; and the porch 
of the gate was inward.

ro And the little chambers of the. 


gate eastward were three on this side, 
and three on that side; they three 
were of one measure: and the posts 
had one measure on this side and on 
that side. - 











rz And he measured the breadth of 


the entry of the gate, ten cubits; and 
the length of the gate, thirteen cubits. 

12 The space also before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this side, 
and the space was one cubit on that 
side: and the little chambers were six 
cubits on this side, and six cubits on 
that side. : 

13 He measured then the gate from 
the roof of one little chamber to the 
roof of another: the breadth was five 
and twenty cubits, door against door. 

14 He made also posts of three- 
score cubits, even unto the post of 
the court round about the gate. i 

15 And from the face of the gate of 
the entrance unto the face of the 
porch of the inner gate were fifty cubits. 

16 And there were narrow windows 
to the little chambers, and to their 
posts within the gate round about, 
and likewise to the arches: and win- 
dows were round about inward: and 
upon each post were palm trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the 
outward court, and, lo, there were 
chambers, and a pavement made for 
the court round about: thirty cham- 
bers were upon the pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the side of 
the gates over against the length of 
the gates was the lower pavement. 

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits eastward 
and northward. 

20 4 And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north 
he measured the length thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
were three on this side and three on 
that side; and the posts thereof and 
the arches thereof were after the 
measure of the first gate: the length 
thereof was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. ; 

22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were 
after the measure of the gate that 
looketh toward the east; and they 
went up unto it by seven steps; and 
the arches thereof were before them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was over against the gate toward the 
north, and toward the east; and he 
measured from gate to gate an hun- 
dred cubits. 

24 4 After that he brought me 
toward the south, and behold a gate 
toward the south: and he measured 
the posts thereof and the arches 
thereof according to these measures. 
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25 And there were windows in it and 
in the arches thereof round about, 
like those windows: the length was 
fifty cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cubits. , 

26 And there were seven steps to go 
up to it, and the arches thereof were 
before them: and it had palm trees, 
one on this side, and another on that 
side, upon the posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south: and he mea- 
sured from gate to gate toward the 
south an hundred cubits. : 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by the south gate: and he mea- 
' sured the south gate according to 
these measures; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to these measures: 
and there were windows in it and in the 
arches thereof round about: 72 was 
fifty cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about 
were five and twenty cubits long, and 
five cubits broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were 
toward the utter court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof: and 
the going up to it had eight steps. 

32 4 And he brought me into the 
inner court toward the east: and he 
measured the gate according to these 
measures, 

33 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, were according to these mea- 
sures: and there were windows therein 
and in the arches thereof round 
- about: 7t was fifty cubits long, and 
five and twenty cubits broad. 

And the arches thereof were 
toward the outward court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof, on 
this side, and on that side: and the 
going up to it had eight steps. 

35 § And he brought me to the 
north gate, and measured zt accord- 
ing to these measures; 

36 The little chambers. thereof, the 
posts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
and the windows to it round about: 
the length was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were toward 
the utter court; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereof, on this side, 
and on that side: and the going up to 
it had eight steps. 

38 And the chambers and the entries 
thereof were by the posts of the gates, 
where they washed the burnt offering. 
39 { And in the porch of the gate 
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were two tables on this side, and two 
tables on that side, to slay thereon 
the burnt offering and the sin offer- 
ing and the trespass offering. 

40 And at the side without, as one 
goeth up to the entry of the north 
gate, were two tables; and on the 
other side, which was at the porch of 
the gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables were on this side, and 
four tables on that side, by the side 
of the gate; eight tables, whereupon 
they slew their sacrifices. 

42 And the four tables were of hewn 
stone for the burnt offering, of a cubit 
and an half long, and a cubit and an 
half broad, and one cubit high: where- 
upon also they laid the instruments 
wherewith they slew the burnt offer- 
ing and the sacrifice. 

43 And within were hooks, an hand 
broad, fastened round about: and 
upon the tables was the flesh of the 
offering. ‘ : 

44 § And without the inner gate 
were the chambers of the singers in 
the inner court, which was at the side 
of the north gate; and their prospect 
was toward the south: one at the side 
of the east gate having the prospect 
toward the north. 

45 And he said unto me, This cham- 
ber, whose prospect 7s toward the 
south, zs for the priests, the keepers 
of the charge of the house. 

46 And the chamber whose pros- 
pect 7s toward the north 7s for the 
priests, the keepers of the charge of 
the altar: these are the sons of Za- 
dok among the sons of Levi, which 
come near to the LORD to, minister 
unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, an 
hundred cubits long, and an hundred 
cubits broad, foursquare; and the al- 
tar that was before the house. 

48 § And he brought me to the 
porch of the house, and measured 
each post of the porch, five cubits on 
this side, and five cubits on that side: 
and the breadth of the gate was three 
cubits on this side, and three cubits 
on that side. 

49 The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits; and he brought me by the steps 
whereby they went up to it: and there 
were pillars by the posts, one on this 
side, and another on that side. 


CHAPTER 4r. 
Measures, parts, chambers, and orna~ 
ments of the temple. 


FTERWARD he brought me to 
& the temple, and measured, the 
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posts, six cubits broad’ on the one 
side, and six cubits broad on the other 
side, which was the breadth of the ta- 
bernacle. 

2 And the breadth of the door was 
ten cubits; and the sides of the door 
were five cubits on the one side, and 
five cubits on the other side: and he 
measured the length thereof, forty 
cubits: and the breadth, twenty cubits. 

3 Then went he inward, and mea- 
sured the post of the door, two cubits; 
and the door, six cubits; and the 
breadth of the door, seven cubits. 

4 So he measured the length there- 
of, twenty cubits; and the breadth, 
twenty cubits, before the temple: and 
he said unto me, This 7s the most holy 


place. 

5 After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of 
every side chamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every side. 

_ 6 And the side chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of the house for the side cham- 
bers round about, that they might 
have hold, but they had not hold in 
the wall of the house.

12 And according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the south 
was a door in the head of the way, 
even the way directly before the wall 
toward the east, as one entereth into

20 The west side also shall be the 
great sea from the border, till a man 
come over against Hamath. This 7s 
the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto 
you according to the tribes of Israel. 

22 4 And it shall come to pass, that 
ye shall divide it by lot for an inher- 
itance unto you, and to the strangers 
that sojourn among you, which shall 
beget children among you: and they 
shall be unto you as born in the coun- 
try among the children of Israel; they 
shall have inheritance with you 
among the tribes of Israel.

8 § And by the border of Judah, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
shall be the offering which ye shall 
offer of five and twenty thousand reeds 
im breadth, and in length as one of the 
other parts, from the east side unto 
the west side: and the sanctuary shall 
bei ine midst of it. 

9 The oblation that ye shall offer 
unto the LORD shall be of five and 
twenty thousand in length, and of ten 
thousand in breadth. 

ro And for them, even for the priests, 
shall be this holy oblation; toward 
the north five and twenty thousand zn 
length, and toward the west ten thou- 
sand in breadth, and toward the east 
ten thousand in breadth, and toward 
the south five and twenty cue 
in length: and the sanctuary of the 
LORD shall be in the midst thereof. 

tr It shall be for the priests that 
are sanctified of the sons of Zadok; 
which have kept my charge, which 
went not astray when the children 
of Israel went astray, as the Levites 
went astray. 

12 And this oblation of the land that 
is offered shall be unto them a thing 
mes holy by the border of the Levites. 

3 And over against the border of 
ee priests the Levites shall have five 
and twenty thousand in length, an 
ten thousand in breadth: allthe lenarth 
shall be five and twenty thousand, and 
ue breadth ten thousand. 

And they shall not sell of it, 
nenher exchange, nor alienate the 
firstfruits of the land: for zt is holy 
ba the LORD. 

4 And the five thousand, that 
ue left in the breadth over against 
the five and twenty thousand, shall 
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hen profane: piace ton thence tae | Vom Asin ihe pee ah tha 


e a profane place for the city, for 
dwelling, and for suburbs: and the 
city shall be in the midst thereof. 

16 And these shall be the measures 

thereof; the north side four thousand 
and five hundred, and the south side 
four thousand and five hundred, and 
on the east side four thousand and five 
hundred, and the west side four thou- 
sand and five hundred. 

17 And the suburbs of the city shall 
be toward the north two hundred and 
fifty, and toward the south two hun- 
dred and fifty, and toward the east 
two hundred and fifty, and toward the 
west two hundred and fifty. 

18 And the residue in length over 
against the oblation of the holy por- 
ton shall be ten thousand eastward, 
and ten thousand westward: and it 
shall be over against the oblation of 
the holy portion; and the increase 
thereof shall be for food unto them 
that serve the city. 

19 And they that serve the city shall 
serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. 

20 All the oblation shall be five and 
twenty thousand by five and twenty 
thousand: ye shall offer the holy 
oblation foursquare, with the posses- 
sion of the city. 

21 § And the residue shall be for the 
prince, on the one side and on the 
other of the holy oblation, and of the 
possession of the city, over against 
the five and twenty thousand of the 
oblation toward the east border, and 
westward over against the five and 
twenty thousand toward the west bor- 
der, over against the portions for the 
prince: and it shall be the holy obla- 
tion; and the sanctuary of the house 
shall be in the midst thereof. { 

22 Moreover from the possession 
of the Levites, and from the posses- 
sion of the city, beng in the midst of 
that which is the prince’s, between the 
border of Judah and the border of 
Benjamin, shall be for the prince. 





23 As for the rest of the tribes, from 
the east side unto the west side, Ben- 
jamin shall have a portion. 

24 And by the border of Benjamin, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Simeon shall have a portion. __ 

25 And by the border of Simeon, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Issachar a portion. 

26 And by the border of Issachar, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Zebulun a portion. 

27 And by the border of Zebulun, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Gad a portion. 

28 And by the border of Gad, at the 
south side southward, the border shall 
be even from Tamar unto the waters 
of strife zn Kadesh, and to the river 
toward the great sea. 

29 This zs the. land which ye shall 
divide by lot unto the tribes of Israel 
for inheritance, and these are their 
portions, saith the Lord GOD. 

30 § And these are the goings out 
of the city on the north side, four 
thousand and five hundred mea- 
sures. 1 

31 And the gates of the city shall 
be after the names of the tribes of 
Israel: three gates northward; one 
gate of Reuben, one gate of Judah, 
one gate of Levi. 5 

32 And at the east side four thou- 
sand and five hundred: and three 
gates; and one gate of Joseph, one 
gate of Benjamin, one gate of Dan. 

33 And at the south side four thou- 
sand and five hundred measures: and 
three gates; one gate of Simeon, one 
gate of Issachar, one gate of Zebulun, 

34 At the west side four thousand 
and five hundred, with their three 
gates; one gate of Gad, one gate of 
Asher, one gate of Naphtali. _ 

35 It was round about eighteen 
thousand measures: and the name of 
the city from that day shall be, The 
LORD zs there.

2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim 
king of Judah into his hand, with 
part of the vessels of the house of 
God: which he carried into the land 
of Shinar to the house of his god; and 
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Ashpenaz selects Daniel. 


he brought the vessels into the trea- 
sure house of his god. 

3 { And the king spake unto Ash- 
penaz the master of his eunuchs, that 
he should bring certain of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and of the king’s seed, 
and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom was no ble, 
mish, but well favoured, and skilfu 
in all wisdom, and cunning in know- 
ledge, and understanding science, 
and such as had ability in them to 
stand in the king’s palace, and whom 
they might teach the learning and 
the tongue of the Chaldeans. 

5, And the king appointed them a 
daily aepusion of the king’s meat, 
and of the wine which he drank: so 
nourishing them three years, that at 
the end thereof they might stand be- 
fore the king. 

6 Now among these were of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: _ 

7 Unto whom the prince of the 
eunuchs gave names: for he gave 


unto Daniel the name of Belteshazzar;}-\ 


and to Hananiah, of Shadrach; and 
to Mishael, of Meshach; and to Az- 
atiah, of Abed-nego. Fig ls 

8 4 But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank: there- 
fore he requested of the prince of the 
eeeens that he might not defile him- 
self. 

9 Now God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender love with the prince 
of the eunuchs. — 

to And the prince of the eunuchs 
said unto Daniel, I fear my lord the 
king, who hath appomited your meat 
and your drink: for why should he 
see your faces worse liking than the 
children which are of your sort? then 
shall ye make me endanger my head 
to the king. 

iz Then said Daniel to Melzar, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs had 
set over Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech 
thee, ten days; and let them give us 
pulse to eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be 
looked upon before thee, and the 
countenance of the children that eat 
of the portion of the king’s meat: 
and as thou seest, deal with thy ser- 
vants. " 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
counitenances appeared fairer and 
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fatter in flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of the 
king’s meat, 

16 Thus Melzar took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that 
they should drink; and gave them. 
pulse. 

17 { As for these four ,children, 
God gave them knowledge and skill 
in all learning and wisdom: and 
Daniel had understanding in all vi- 
sions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that 
the king had said he should bring 
them in, then the prince of the eu- 
nuchs brought them in before Nebu- 
chadnezzar. 

tg And the king communed with 
them; and among them all was 
found none like Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: therefore 
stood they before the king. . 

20 And in all matters of wisdom 
and understanding, that the king en- 

uired of them, he found them ten 
times better than all the magicians 
and astrologers that were in all his 
realm. 

21 And Daniel continued even unto 
the first year of. king Cyrus. 


CHAPTER 2. © 


1 Nebuchadnezzar forgets his dream, 14 
It ts revealed to Daniel. 36 His inter- 
pretation.

AND in the second year of the reign 
of Nebuchadnezzar Nebuchad- 
nezzar dreamed dreams, wherewith 
his spirit was troubled, and his sleep 
brake from him. é 

2 Then the king commanded to call 
the magicians, and the astrologers, 
and the sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, 
for to shew the king his dreams. So 
they came and stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, I 
have dreamed a dream, and my spirit 
was troubled to know the dream. 

4 Then spake the Chaldeans to the 
king in Syriack, O king, live for ever: 
tell thy servants the dream, and we 
will shew the interpretation. | 

5 The king answered and said to the 
Chaldeans, The thing is gone from 
me: if ye will not make known unto 
me the dream, with the interpretation 
thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, and 
vost houses shall be made a dung- 

ill. 

6 But if ye shew the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye shall re- 
ceive of me gifts and rewards and 
great honour: therefore shew me the 
dream, and the interpretation thereof. — 
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7 They answered again and said, 
Let the king tell his servants the 
dream, and we will shew the inter- 
pretation of it. 

The king answered and said, I 
know of certainty that ye would 
gain the time, because ye see the 
thing is gone from me. 

9 But if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, there %s but one 
decree for you: for ye have prepared 
lying and corrupt words to speak 
before me, till the time be changed: 
therefore tell me the dream, and I 
shall know that ye can shew me the 
interpretation thereof. 

ro {| The Chaldeans answered be- 
fore the king, and said, There is not 
a man upon the earth that can shew 
the king’s matter: therefore there vs no 
king, eae nor eaves that pay such 

s atany magician, or astrologer, 
or Chaldean. 

rz And wz ¢s a rare thing that the 
king requireth, and there is none 
other that can shew it before the king, 
except the gods, whose dwelling is 
not with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was an- 
gry and very furious, and commanded 
to destroy all the wise men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that 
the wise men should be slain; and 
they sought Daniel and his fellows to 
be slain. ’ 

14 { Then Daniel answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Arioch the 
captain of the ao guard, which 
was gone forth to slay the wise men 
of Babylon: ‘ 

15 He answered and said to Arioch 
the king’s captain, Why 7s the decree 
so hasty from the king? Then Arioch 
made the thing known to Daniel. 

16 Then Daniel went in, and desired 
of the king that he would give him 
time, and that he would shew the 
king the interpretation. : 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, 


and made the thing known to Hana- 
niah, Mishael, and Azariah, his com- 
panions: 


18 That they would desire mercies 
of the God of heaven concerning this 
secret; that Daniel and his fellows 
should not perish with the rest of the 
wise men of Babylon. 

19 { Then was the secret revealed 
unto Daniel in a night vision. Then 
Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel answered and said, Bless- 
ed be the name of God for ever and 
ever: for wisdom and might are his: 

21 And he changeth the times and 
the seasons: he remoyeth kings, and 
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setteth up kings: he giveth wisdom 
unto the wise, and knowledge to them 
that know beet ere. 

22 He revealeth the deep and se- 
cret things: he knoweth what 7s in 
the darkness, and the light dwelleth 
with him. 

23 I thank thee, and praise thee, O 
thou God of my fathers, who hast 
er me wisdom and might, and 

ast made known unto me now what 
we desired of thee: for thou hast now 
fore known unto us the king’s mat- 

er. 

24 { Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained 
to destroy the wise men of Babylon: 
he went and said thus unto him; 
Destroy not the wise men of Babylon: 
bring me in before the king, and I 
will shew unto the king the interpre- 
tation. ; 

25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said thus 
unto him, I have found a man of the 
captives of Judah, that will make 
ota unto the king the interpreta- 

on. 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whose name was Belteshaz- 
zar, Art thou able to make known 
unto me the dream which I have seen, 
and the interpretation thereof? 

27 Daniel answered in the presence 
of the king, and said, The secret 
which the king hath demanded can- 
not the wise men, the astrologers, the 
magicians, the soothsayers, shew 
unto the king; | ee 

28 But there is a God in heaven 
that revealeth secrets, and maketh 
known to the king Nebuchadnezzar 
what shall be in the latter days. Thy 
dream, and the visions of thy head 
upon thy bed, are these; 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh known 
to thee what shall come to pass. 

30 But as for me, this secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that I 
have more than ‘any living, but for 
their sakes that shall make known the 
interpretation to the king, and that 
thou mightest know the thoughts of 
thy heart. ‘ 

31 { Thou, O king, sawest, and be- 
holda greatimage. This greatimage 
whose brightness’ was excellent, stood 
before thee; and the form thereof 
was terrible. 

32. This image’s head was of fine 
fold, his breast and his arms of silver, 
is belly and his thighs of brass, 
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33 His legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. 

34 Thou sawest ti ‘that a stone was 
cut out without hands, which smote 
the image upon his feet that were of 
iron and clay, and brake them to 
pieces. 

35 Then was the i iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken 
to pieces together, and became like 

_the chaff of the summer threshing- 
floors; and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found for 
them: and the stone that smote the 
image became a great mountain, and 
filled the whole earth. 

36 4 This zs the dream; and we will 
tell the interpretation thereof before 
the king. 

37 Thou, O king, arf a king of 
kings: for the God of heaven hath 
given thee a kingdom, power, and 
ae th, and glory. 

nd wheresoever the children of 
ae dwell, the beasts of the field and 
the fowls of the heaven hath he given 
into thine hand, and hath made thee 
nae over them all. Thou art this head 
fe) 

39 And after thee shall arise another 

dom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall be 
strong as iron: forasmuch as iron 
breaketh in pieces and subdueth all 
things : and as iron that breaketh all 
these, shall it break in pieces and 
bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest the 
feet and toes, part of potters’ clay, 
ae part of iron, the kingdom shall 

be divided; but there shall be in it of 
the strength of the iron, forasmuch 
as. oo sawest the iron mixed with

42 And as the toes of the feet were 
part of iron, and part of clay, so the 

dom shall be partly strong, and 
partly broken. 

43 And whereas thou sawest iron 
mixed with miry clay, they shall min- 
le themselves with the seed of men:

ea even as iron is not mixed with 

c nh 

4 And in the days of these kings 
anal the God of heaven set up a king- 
dom, which shall never be destroyed: 
and the kingdom shall not be left to 
other people, but it shall break in 
pieces and consume all these king- 
doms, and it shall stand for ever. 

45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that 
the stone was cut out of the mountain 
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without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, 
the silver, and the gold; the great 
God hath made known to the king 
what shall come to pass hereafter:

14 Nebuchadnezzar spake and said 
unto them, Js it true, O Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, do not ye 
serve my gods, nor worship the golden 
image which I have set up? 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and 
dulcimer, and all kinds of musick, 
ye fall down and worship the image 
which I have made; well: but if ye 
worship not, ye shall be cast the same 
hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who zs that God that 
shall deliver you out of my hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, answered and said to the king, 
O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not care- 
ful to answer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we 
serve is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will 
deliver us out of thine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, that we will not serve thy 
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gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 

19 J Then was Nebuchadnezzar full 
of fury, and the form of his visage was 
ehanged against Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego: therefore hespake, and 
commanded that they should heat the 
furnace one seven times more than 
it was wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the most 
mighty men that were in his army to 
bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, and to cast them into the burning 
fiery furnace. 

21 Then these men were bound in 
their coats, their hosen, and their hats, 
and their other garments, and were cast 
into the midst of the burning fiery 
furnace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s 
commandment was urgent, and the 
furnace exceeding hot, the flame of 
the fire slew those men that took up 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 

23 And these three men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
was astonied, and rose up in haste, 
and spake, and said unto his coun- 
sellors, Did not we cast three men 
bound into the midst of the fire? They 
answered and said unto the king, True, 
O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst 


fof the fire, and they have no hurt; 


and the form of the fourth is like the 
Son of God. 

26 § Then Nebuchadnezzar came 
near to the mouth of the burning fiery 
furnace, and spake, and said, Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye 
servants of the most high God, come 
forth, and come hither. Then Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, came 
forth of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire had 
no power, nor was an hair of their 
head singed, neither were their coats 
changed, nor the smell of fire had 
passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, 
and said, Blessed be the God of Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, who 
hath sent his angel, and delivered his 
servants that trusted in him, and have 
changed the king’s word, and yielded 
their bodies, that they might not serve 
aoe) worship any god, except their own 

od. 
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29 Therefore I make a decree, That 
every people, nation, and language, 
which speak any thing amiss against 
the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, shall be cut in pieces, and 
their houses shall be made a dung- 
hill: because there is no other God 
that can deliver after this sort. 

30 Then the king promoted Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, in 
the province of Babylon. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Nebuchadnezzar sel eetaaes God’s 
dominion. 4 Relates a dream. 19 
Daniel’s interpretation. 28 The dream 
fulfilled. 


EBUCHADNEZZAR the king, 

unto all people, nations, and 

languages, that dwell in all the earth; 
Peace be multiplied unto you. 

2 I thought it good to shew the signs 
and wonders that the high God hath 
wrought toward me, 

3, How great are his signs! and how 
mighty are his wonders! his kingdom 
7s an everlasting kingdom, and his 
dominion 7s from generation to gen- 
eration. 

_4 4,1 Nebuchadnezzar was at rest 
in mine house, and flourishing in my 
palace: 

5 I saw a dream which made me 
afraid, and the thoughts upon my bed 
and the visions of my head troubled me. 

6 Therefore made I a decree to bring 
in all the wise men of Babylon. before 
me, that they might make known 
unto me the interpretation of the 
dream. t 

7 Then came in the magicians, the 
astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers: and I told the dream 
before them; but they did not make 
known unto me the interpretation 
thereof. ; 

8 4 But at the last Daniel came in 
before me, whose name was Belte- 
shazzar, according to the name of my 
god, and in whom 7s the spirit of the 
holy gods: and before him I told the 
dream, saying, 

_O Belteshazzar, master of the ma- 
gicians, because I know that the spirit 
of the holy gods zs in thee, and no 
secret troubleth thee, tell me the 
. visions of my dream that I have seen, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

Io Thus were the visions of mine 
head in my bed; I saw, and behold 
a tree in the midst of the earth, and 
the height thereof was great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached unto

heaven, and the sight thereof to the 
end of all the earth: 

12 The leaves thereof were fair, and 
the fruit thereof much, and in it was, 
meat for all: the beasts of the field 
had shadow under it, and the fowls of 
the heaven dwelt in the boughs there- 
of, and all flesh was fed of it. 

13 I saw in the visions of my head 
upon my bed, and, behold, a 
watcher and an holy one came down 
from heaven; ; 

14 He cried aloud, and said thus, 
Hew down the tree, and cut off his 
branches, shake off his leaves, and 
scatter his fruit: let the beasts get 
away from under it, and the fowls 
from his branches: 

15 Nevertheless leave the stump of 
his roots in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the field; and let it be wet 
with the dew of heaven, and let his 
portion be with the beasts in the grass 
of the earth: 

16 Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and leta beast’s heart be given 
unto him; and let seven times pass 
over him. q 

17 This matter 7s by the decree of 
the watchers, and the demand by the 
word of the holy ones: to the intent 
that the living may know that the 
most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoeyer he 
will, and setteth up over it the basest 
of men. 

18 This dream.I king Nebuchad- 
nezzar have seen. Now thou, O Bel- 
teshazzar, declare the interpretation 
thereof, forasmuch as all the wise 
men of my kingdom are not able to 
make known unto me the interpreta- 
tion: but thou art able; for the spirit 
of the holy gods zs in thee. 

19 J Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astonied for one 
hour, and his thoughts troubled him. 
The king spake, and said, Belteshaz- 
zar, let not the dream, or the interpre- 
tation thereof, trouble thee. Belte- 
shazzar answered and said, My lord, 
the dream be to them that hate thee, 
and the interpretation thereof to thine 
enemies. k 

20 The tree that thou sawest, which 
grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven, and the 
sight thereof to all the earth; 

21 Whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was meat 
for all; under which the beasts of the 
field dwelt, and upon whose branches 
eons of the heaven had their hab- 
itation: ' 
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22 It zw thou, O king, that art| fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and 


grown and become strong: for thy 
greatness is grown, and reacheth 
unto heaven, and thy dominion to 
the end of the earth. : 

23 And whereas the king saw a 
watcher and an holy one coming 
down from heaven, and saying, Hew 
the tree down, and destroy it; yet 
leave the stump of the roots thereof 
in the earth, even with a band of iron 
and brass, in the tender grass of the 
field; and let it be wet with the dew 
of heaven, and let his portion be with 
the beasts of the field, till seven times 
passoverhim; ; : 

24 This 7s the interpretation, O king, 
and this zs the decree of the most 
High, which is come upon my lord 
the king: A 

25 That they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field, and they shall 
make thee to eat grass as oxen, and 
they shall wet thee with the dew of 
heaven, and seven times shall pass 
over thee, till thou know that the 
most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 


will. 

26 And whereas they commanded 
to leave the stump of the tree roots; 
thy kingdom shall be sure unto thee, 
after that thou shalt have known that 
the heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my coun- 
sel be acceptable unto thee, and 
break off thy sins by righteousness, 
and thine iniquities by shewing mercy 
to the poor; if it may be a length- 
ening of thy tranquillity. q 

28 7 All this came upon the king 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

29. At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom 
of Babylon. : 

30 The king spake, and said, Is not 
this great Babylon, that I have built 
for the house of the kingdom by the 
might of my power, and for the hon- 
our of my majesty? : 

t While the word was. in_ the 
king’s mouth, there fell a voice from 
heaven, saying, O king Nebuchadnez- 
zar, to thee it is spoken; The king- 
dom is departed from thee. 

32 And they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with the 
beasts of the field: they shall make 
thee to eat grass as oxen, and seyen 
times shall pass over thee, until thou 
know that the most High ruleth in 
the kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever he will. 

33 The same hour was the thing 








he was driven from men, and did eat 
grass as oxen, and his body was wet 
with the dew of heaven, till his hairs 
were grown like eagles’ feathers, and 
his nails like birds’ claws. 

34 And at the end of the days I Neb- 
uchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto 
heaven, and mine understanding re- 
turned_unto me, and I blessed the 
most High, and I praised and hon- 
oured him that liveth for ever, whose 
dominion 7s an everlasting dominion, 
and his kingdom 7s from generation 
to generation: i 

35 And all the inhabitants of the 
earth are reputed as nothing; and 
he doeth according to his will in the 
army of heaven, and among the in- 
habitants of the earth: and none 
can stay his. hand, or say unto hint, 
What doest thou? — 

36 At the same time my reason re- 
turned unto me; and for the glory 
of my kingdom, mine honour and 
brightness returned unto me; and 
my counsellors and my lords sought 
unto me; and I was established in 
my kingdom, and excellent majesty 
was added unto me, 

37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 
and extol and honour the King of 
heaven, all whose works are truth, 
and his ways judgment: and those 
that walk in pride he is able to abase. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Impious feast of Belshazzar. 5 A 
handwriting on the wall. 25 Daniel’s 
interpretation. 30 Belshazzar 7s slain 
and the Medes take possession of the 
monarchy. 


ELSHAZZAR the king made a 

great feast to a thousand of his 

lords, and drank wine before the 
thousand. , 

2 Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the 
wine, commanded to bring the gold- 
en and silver vessels which his father 
Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the » 
temple which was in Jerusalem; that 
the king, and his princes, his wives, 
and his concubines, might 
therein. 

3 Then they brought the golden ves- 
sels that were taken out of the tem- 
ple of the house of God which was at _ 
Jerusalem; and the king, and his 

rinces, his wives, and his concu- 

ines, drank in them. ? 

4 They drank wine, and praised the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, 
of iron, of wood, and of stone. 

5 § In the same hour came forth 
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fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over against the candlestick upon the 
plaister of the wall of the king’s pal- 
ace: and the king saw the part of the 
hand that wrote. 

6 Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that the joints of his loins 
were loosed, and his knees smote one 
against another. 

7 The king cried aloud to bring in 
the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and 
the soothsayers. And the king spake, 
and said to the wise men of Babylon, 
eres shall read this writing, 
and shew me the interpretation there- 
of, shall be clothed with scarlet, and 
have a chain of gold about his neck, 
and shall be the third ruler in the 
kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the chine? Ss wise 
men: but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the king 
the interpretation thereof. 

9 Then was king Belshazzar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was 
changed’ in him, and his lords were 
astonied. 

o § Now the queen by reason of 
the words of the king and his lords 
came into the banquet house: and the 
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gees spake and said, O king, live 
or ever: let not thy thoughts trou- 
Le thee, nor let thy countenance be 


ianlinenes is a man in thy kingdom, 
in vptont a is the spirit of the holy gods; 
and in the days of thy father light 
and understanding and wisdom, like 
the wisdom of the gods, was found in 
him; whom the king Nebuchadnez-. 
zar ‘thy father, the king, J say, thy 
father, made master of the magicians, 
astrologers, Chaldeans, and sooth- 
sayers; ; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and shewing 
of hard sentences, and dissolving of 
doubts, were found in thesame Daniel, 
whom the king named Belteshazzar: 
now let Daniel be called, and he will 
shew the interpretation. 

13 Then was Daniel peo: in be- 
fore the king. And the king spake 
and said unto Daniel, Art thou that 
Daniel, which art of the children of 
the captivity of Judah, aoe the king 

; a father brought out of Jewry? 

4 I have even heard of thee, that 
ne spirit of the gods 7s in thee, and 
that light and understanding and ex- 
cellent wisdom is found in thee. 

r5 And now the wise men, the as- 
trologers, have been brought in be- 
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fore me, that they should read this 
writing, and make known unto me 
the interpretation thereof: but they 
could not shew the interpretation of 
the thing: 

16 And I have heard of thee, that 
thou canst make interpretations, and 
dissolve doubts: now if thou canst 
read the writing, and make known 
to me the interpretation thereof, thou 
shalt be clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chain of gold about thy neck, and 
shalt be the third ruler inthe kingdom. 

17 § Then Daniel answered and 
said before the king, Let thy gifts be 
to thyself, and give thy rewards to 
another; yet I will read the writing 
unto the king, and make known to 
him the interpretation. 

18 O thou king, the most high 
God gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father 
a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, 
and honour: 

19 And for the majesty that he gave 
him, all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, trembled and feared before 
him: whom he would he slew; and 
whom he would he kept alive; and 
whom he would he setup; and whom 
he would he put down. : 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened in pride, he 
was deposed from his saath throne, 
and they took his glory from him: 

21 And he was driven from the 
sons of men; and his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his dwelling 
was with the wild asses: they fed him 
with grass like oxen, and his body 
was wet with the dew of heaven; till 
he knew that the most high God ruled 
in the kingdom of men, and that he ap- 
pointeth over it whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou his son, O Belshazzar, 
hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; 

23 But hast lifted up thyself against 
the Lord of heaven; and they have 
penne the vessels of his house be- 

fore thee, and thou, and thy lords, 
thy wives, and thy concubines, have 
drunk wine in them; and thou hast 
praised the gods of silver, and gold, 
of brass, iron, wood, and stone, 
which see not, nor hear, nor know: 
and the God in whose hand thy 
breath zs, and whose are all thy ways, 
hast thou not glorified: 

24 Then was the part of the hand 
sent from him; and this writing was 
written. 

25° 4 And this zs: the writing that 
was written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 
UPHARSIN. 

26 This 2s the interpretation of the 
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thing: MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. 

27 TEKEL; Thou art weighed in 
the balances, and art found wanting. 

28 PERES; Thy kingdom is di- 
vided, and given to the Medes and 
Persians. 

29 Then commanded Belshazzar, 
and they clothed Daniel with scarlet, 
and puta chain of gold about his neck, 
and made a proclamation concerning 
him, that he should be the third ruler 
in the kingdom. | 

30 4 In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain. 

3t And Darius the Median took 
the kingdom, being about threescore 
and two years old. " 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Daniel is made chief of the presidents. 
4A conspiracy. 16 He vs cast into the 
lions’ den. 18 His deliverance. 


T pleased Darius to set over. the 

kingdom an hundred and twenty 

princes, which should be over the 
whole kingdom; : 

2 And over these three presidents; 
of whom Daniel was first: that the 
princes might give accounts unto 
them, and the king should have no 
damage. | z 

3 Then this Daniel was preferred 
above the presidents and princes, 
because an excellent spirit was in 
him; and the king thought to set him 
over the whole realm. ‘ 

Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Dan- 
iel concerning the kingdom; ~but 
they could find none occasion nor 
fault; forasmuch as he was faithful, 
neither was there any error or fault 
found in him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall 
not find any occasion against this 
Daniel, except we find 2 against him 
concerning the law of his God. . 

6 Then these presidents and princes 
assembled together to the king, and 
said thus unto him, King Darius, live 
for ever. f . 

7 All the presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the 
counsellors, and the captains, have 
consulted together to establish a royal 
statute, and to make a firm decree 
that whosoever shall ask a petition o 
any God or man for thirty days, save 
of thee, O king, he shall be cast into 
the den of lions. ; 

8 Now, O king, establish the decree, 
and sign the writing, that it be not 
changed, according to the law of the 
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posi and Persians, which altereth 
not. . 

9 Wherefore king Darius signed 
the writing and the decree. 

to { Now when Daniel knew that 
the writing was signed, he went into 
his house; and his windows being 
open in his chamber toward Jeru- 
salem, he kneeled upon his knees 
three times a day, and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God, as he 
did aforetime. 

rr Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making 
supplication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake 
before the nes concerning the king’s 
decree; Hast thou not signed a decree, 
that every man that shall ask a petition 
of any God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, shall be cast into 
the den of lions? The king answered 
and said, The thing 7s true, according 
to the law of the Medes and Persians, 
which altereth not. 

13 Then answered they and said be- 
fore the king, That Daniel, which zs 
of the children of the captivity of Ju- 
dah, regardeth not thee, O king, nor 
the decree that thou hast signed, but 
maketh his petition three times a 


ay. 

14 Then the king, when he heard 
these words, was sore. displeased with 
himself, and set hzs heart on Daniel 
to deliver him: and he laboured till 
aoe going down of the sun to deliver 

1m, . 

15 Then these men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, O-king, that the law of the 
Medes and Persians 7s, That no decree 
nor statute which the king establish-. 
eth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and cast him 
into the den of lions. Now the king 
spake and said unto Daniel, Thy Go 
whom thou servest continually, he 
will deliver thee. 

r7 And a stone was brought, and 
laid upon the mouth of the den; 
the king sealed it with his own signet, 
and with the signet of his lords; that 
the purpose might not be changed 
concerning Daniel. | 

18 | Then the king went to his 
palace, and passed the night fasting: 
neither were instruments of music 
brought before him: and his sleep 
went from him, | : 

_19 Then the king arose very early 
in the eee _and went in haste 
unto the den of lions. " 
zo And when he came.to the den, 
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he cried with a lamentable voice unto 
Daniel: and_the at spake and said 
to Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the 
living God, is thy God, whom thou 
servest continually, able to deliver 
thee from the lions? : 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
Oo , live for ever. : 

22 My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions’ mouths, that 
they have not hurt me: forasmuch 
as before him innocency was found 
in me; and also before thee, O king, 
have I done no hurt. : ‘ 

23 Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
they should take Daniel up out of the 
den. So Daniel was taken up out of 
the den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, because he believed 
a Pane the king ded 

244. e commanded, 
and they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast 
them into the den of lions, them, their 
children, and their wives; and the 
lions had the mastery of them, and 
brake all their bones in pieces or ever 
they came at the bottom of the den. 

25 | Then king Darius wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth; Peace be 
multiplied unto you. "5 

26 Imake a decree, That in every 
dominion of my kingdom men trem- 
ble and fear before the God of Daniel: 
for he zs the living God, and stedfast 
for ever, and his kingdom that which 
shall not be destroyed, and his do- 
minion shall be even unto the end. 

27 He delivereth and rescueth, and 
he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath de- 
livered Daniel from the power of the

28 So this Daniel prospered in the 
reign of Darius, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 Damiel’s vision of Hs Bead and of

ie the first year of Belshazzar king 
of Babylon Daniel had a dream 
and visions of his head upon his bed: 
then he wrote the dream, and told the 
sum_of the matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in 
my vision by night, and, behold, the 
four winds of the heaven strove upon 
the great sea. 

3 And four great beasts came up 
om the sea, diverse one from an- 
other. é 
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4 The first was like a lion, and had 
eagle’s wings: I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked,and it was lifted 
up from the earth, and made stand 
upon the feet as a man, and a man’s 
heart was given to it. 

5 And behold another beast, a sec- 
ond, like to a bear, and it raised up 
itself on one side, and 7 had three ribs 
in the mouth of it between the teeth 
of it: and they said thus unto it, Arise, 
devour much flesh. 

6 After this I beheld, and lo another, 
like, a leopard, which had upon the 
back of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also four heads; and do- 
minion was given to it. 

7 After thisIsawinthenightvisions, 
and behold a fourth beast, dreadful 
and terrible, and strong exceedingly; 
and it had great iron teeth: it de- 
voured and brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with the feet of 
it: and it was diverse from all the 
beasts that were before it}; and it had 
ten horns.. 

8 I considered the horns, and, be- 
hold, there came up among theman- 
other little horn, before whom there 
were three of the first horns plucked 
up by the roots: and, behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of man, 
and a mouth spea great things. 

9 {1 beheld till the thrones were 
cast down, and the Ancient of days 
did sit, whose garment was white as 
snow, and the hair of his head like 
the pure wool: his throne was like the 
fiery flame, and his wheels as burning 


er 

to A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him: thousand 
thousands ministered unto him, and 
ten thousand times ten thousand stood 
before him: the judgment was set, and 
the books were opened. ; 

11 I beheld then because of the voice 
of the great words which the horn 
spake: I beheld even till the beast 
was slain, and his body destroyed, and 
given to the burning flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion taken 
away: yet their lives were prolonged 
foraseasonandtime. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, one like the Son of man came 
with the clouds of heaven, and came 
to the Ancient of days, and they 
brought him near before him. ; 
_14 And there was given him domin- 
ion, and glory, and a kingdom, that 
all people, nations, and languages, 
should serve him: his dominion 
ws an everlasting dominion, which

shall not pass away, and his os lasting kingdom, and all dominions 
that which shall not be destroyed. shall serve'and obey him. 


15 {I Daniel was grieved ‘in my 
Aboot in the midst of my body, and 
the visions of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them 
that stood by, and asked him the 
truth of all this. So he told me, and 
made me know the interpretation of 
the things. : 

17 These great beasts, which are 
four, are four kings, which shall arise 
out of the earth. ; 

18 But the saints of the most High 

\ shall take the kingdom, and possess 
the kingdom for ever, even for ever 
and ever. 

to Then I would know the truth of 
the fourth beast, which was diverse 
from all the others, exceeding dread- 
ful, whose teeth were of iron, and his 
nails of brass; which devoured, brake 
in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with his feet;

23 Thus he said, The fourth beast 
shall be the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which shall be diverse from all 
kingdoms, and shall devour the whole 
earth, and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. u 

24 And the ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that shall arise: 
and another shall rise after them; 
and he shall be diverse from the first, 
and he shall subdue three kings. 

25, And he shall ce great words 
against the most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of the most 
High, and think to change times and 
laws: and they shall be given into 
his hand until a time and times and 
the dividing of time. 4 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy zt unto the end. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatness of the kingdom un- 
der the whole heaven, shall be given 
to the people of the saints of the most 
High, whose kingdom 7s an ever- 





28 Hitherto7s the end of the matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitations 
much -troubled me, and my counte- 
nance changed in me: but I kept the 
matter in my heart.

4 I saw the ram pushing westward, 
and northward, and southward; so 
that no beasts might stand before 
him, neither was there any that could 
deliver out of his hand; but he did 
according to his will, and became 
great.

23 d in the latter time of their 
kingdom, when the transgressors 
are come to the full, a king of fierce 
countenance, and understanding dark 
sentences, shall stand up. 

24 And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power: and he 
‘shall destroy wonderfully, and shall 
prosper, and practise, and shall de- 
stroy the mighty and the holy people.

17 For how can the servant of this 
my lord talk with this my lord? for as 
for me, straightway there remained 
no strength in me, neither is there 
breath left in me. 

18 Then there came again and 
touched me one like the appearance

19 And said, O man greatly beloved, 
fear not: peace be unto thee, be 
strong, yea, be strong. And when he 
had spoken unto me, I was strength- 
ened, and said, Let my lord speak;

set forth a great multitude; but the 
multitude shall be given into his hand. 

12 And when he hath taken away 
the multitude, his heart shall be lifted 
up; and he shall cast down many 
ten thousands: but he shall not be 
strengthened by it. 

13 For the king of the north shall 
return, and shall setfortha multitude 
greater than the former, and shall cer- 
tainly come after certain years with 
a great army and with much riches. 

14 And in those times there shall 
eae stand up against the king of the 
south: also the robbers of thy people 
shall exalt themselves to establish the 
vision; but they shall fall. 

15 So the king of the north shall

22 And with the arms of a flood 
shall they be overflown from before 
him, and shall be broken; yea, also 
the prince of the covenant. 

23 And after the league made with 
him he shall work deceitfully: for 
he shall come up, and shall become 
strong with a small people. 

24 He shall enter peaceably even 
upon the fattest places of the pro- 
vince; and he shall do that which his 
fathers have not done, nor his fa- 
thers’ fathers; he shallscatter among 
them the prey, and spoil, and riches;

27 And both. these kings’ hearts 
shall_be to do mischief, and they shall 
speak lies at one table; but it shall 
not prosper: for yet the end shall be 
at the time appointed. : “ 

28 Then shall he return into his 
land with great riches; and his heart 
shall be against the holy covenant; 
and he shall do exploits, and return to 
his own land. ; “ 

29 At the time appointed he shall 
return, and come toward the south; 
but it shall not be as the former, or 
as the latter. x yee 

30 § For the ships of Chittim shall 
come against him: therefore he shall 
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be grieved, and return, and have in- 
dignation against the holy covenant: 
so shall he do; he shall even return, 
and have intelligence with them that 
forsake the holy covenant. 

31 Andarms shall stand on his part, 
and they shall pollute the sanctuary 
of strength, and shall take away the 
daily sacrifice, and they shall place 
oe abomination that maketh deso- 
ate. 

32 And such as do wickedly against 
the covenant shall he corrupt by flat- 
teries: but the people that do know 
their God shall be strong, and do ex- 


plovts. 

33 And they that understand 
among the people shallinstruct many: 

et they shall fall by the sword, and 

y flame, by captivity, and by spoil, 
many days. 

34 Now when they shall fall, they 

shall be holpen with a little help: but 
many shall cleave to them with flat- 
teries. 
_35 And some of them of understand- 
ing shall fall, to try them, and to 
purge, and to make them white, even 
to the time of the end: because i 1s 
yet for a time appointed. ; 

36 And the king shall do according 
to his will; and he shall exalt him- 
self, and ra eg himself above every 
god,andshall speak marvellous things 
against the God of gods, and shall 
prosper till the indignation be accom- 
plished: for that that is determined 
shall be done. 

37 Neither shall he regard the God 
of his fathers, nor the desire of wo- 
men, nor regard any god: for he shall 
magnify himself above all. 

38 But in his estate shall he hon- 
our the God of forces: and a god 
whom his fathers knew not shall he 
honour with gold, and silver, and 
with precious stones, and pleasant 


things. 

39 Thus shall he do in the most 
strong holds with a strange god, 
whom he shall acknowledge and in- 
crease with glory: and he shall cause 
them to rule over many, and shall 
divide the land for gain. °- 

40 And at the time of the end shall 
the king of the south push at him: 
and the king of the north shall come 
against him like a whirlwind, with 
chariots, and with horsemen, and 
with many ships; and he shall enter 
into the countries, and shall overflow 
and pass over. 3 

41 He shall enter also into the 
glorious land, and many countries 
shall be overthrown: but these shall 
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escape out of his hand, even Edom, 
and Moab, and the chief of the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 

42 He shall stretch forth his hand 
also upon the countries: and the land 
of Egypt shall not escape. 

43 But he shall have power over 
the treasures of gold and of silver, and 
over all the precious things of Egypt: 
and the Libyans and the Ethiopians 
shall be at his steps. 

44 But tidings out of the east and 
out of the north shall trouble him: 
therefore he shall go forth with great 
fury to destroy, and utterly to make 
away many. 

45 And he shall plant the taber- 
nacles of his palace between the seas 
in the posens holy mountain; yet 
he shall come to his end, and none 
shall help him. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 Michael, the great prince, to deliver the 
Israelites. 5 Daniel’s information of 
the times. 


ND at that time shall Michael 
stand up, the great prince which 
standeth for the children of thy peo- 
ple: and there shall be a time of 
trouble, such as never was since there 
was a nation even to that same time:

But whoso shall offend one of 
these little ones which believe in me, 
it were better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea. 

7 § Woe unto the world because 
of offences! for it must needs be that 
offences come}; but woe to that man 
poh the offence cometh! 

Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot 
offend thee, cut them off, and cast 
them from thee: it is better for thee 
toenter into life haltormaimed,rather 
than having two hands or two feet to 
be cast into everlasting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out, and cast zt from thee: it is bet- 
ter for thee to enter into life with one 
eye, rather than having two eyes to 
be cast into hell fire. : i

these ought ye to have done, and not 
to leave the other undone. : 

24 Ye blind guides, which strain at 

a gnat, and swallow a camel.

27 No man can enter into a strong 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, ex- 
cept he will first bind the strong man; 
and then he will spoil his house. 

28 Verily I say unto you, All sins 
shall be forgiven unto the sons of men, 
and blasphemies wherewith soever 
they shall blaspheme: 

29 But he that shall blaspheme 
against the Holy Ghost hath never 
forgiveness, but is in danger of eter- 
nal damnation: 

30 Because they said, He hath an 
unclean spirit. 

4] There came then his brethren 
aud his mother, and, standing without, 
sent unto him, calling: him.

to And when he was alone, they 
that were about him with the twelve 
asked of him the parable. 

iz And he said aint them, Unto you 
it is given to know the mystery of 
the kingdom of God: but unto them 
that are without, all these things are 
done in parables: © 

12 That seeing they may see, and 
not perceive; and hearing they may 
hear, and not understand; lest at any 
time they should be converted, and 
their sing should be forgiven them. 

13 And he said unto them, Know ye 
not this parable? and how then will 
ye know all parables? 
14 § The sower soweth the word. 
15 And these are they by the way 








when they have heard, Satan com- 
eth immediately, and taketh away the 
word that was sown in their hearts. 

16 And these are they likewise 
which are sown on stony ground; 
who, when they have heard the word, 
pea ere! receive it with gladness; 

r7 And have no root in them- 
selves, and so endure but for’a time: 
afterward, when affliction or persecu- 
tion ariseth for the word’s sake, i im- 
mediately they are offended. 

18 d these are they which are 
sown among thorns; such as hear the 
word, 

19 And the cares of this world, and 
the deceitfulness of riches, and the 
lusts of other things entering in, 
choke the word, and it becometh un- 
fruitful. 

20 And these are they which are 
sown on good ground; such as hear 
the word, and receive 2, and bring 
forth fruit, some thirtyfold, some six- 
ty, and some an hundred. 

I § And he said unto them, .Is a 
candle brought to be put under a 
bushel, or under a bed? and not to be 
set on a candlestick? 

22 For there is nothing hid, which 
shall not be manifested; neither was 
any thing kept secret, but that it 
should come abroad. 

23 If any man have ears to heat, 
let him hear. _ 

24 And he said unto them, Take 
heed what ye hear: ‘with what mea- 
sure ye mete, it shall be measured to 
you: and unto you that hear shall 
more be given. 

25 For he that hath, to, him shall 
be given: and he that bath not, from 


him shall be taken even that which he - 


hath. 

26 § And he said, So is the king- 
dom of God, as if a man should cast 
seed into the ground; 

27 aa should sleep, and rise night 
and day, and the seed should spring 
and grow up, he knoweth not how. 

28 For the earth bringeth forth fruit 
of herself; first the blade, then the 
ear, after that the full corn in the ear.

35 And the same day, when the 
even was come, he saith unto them, 
Let us pass over unto the other

36 And when they had sent away 
the multitude, they took him even as 
he was in the ship. And there were 
also: with him other little ships. 

37 And there arose a great storm 
of wind, and the waves beat into the 
ship, so that it was now full. 

38 And he was in the hinder part of 
the ship, asleep on a pillow: and they 
awake him, and say unto him, Mas- 
ter, carest thou not that we perish ? 

39 And he arose, and rebuked the 
wind, and said unto the sea, Peace 
be still.

13 And they cast out many devils, 
and anointed with oil many that 
were sick, and healed them. | : 

14 And king Herod heard of him; 
(for hisname was spread abroad:) and 
’ he said, That John the Baptist was 
risen from the dead, and therefore 
mighty works do shew forth them- 
selves in him, Mage 
15 Others said, That itis Elias, And 
others said, That it is 2 prophet, or as 
one of the prophets.

40 And they sat down in ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fifties. 

41 And when he had taken the 
five loaves and the two fishes, he 
looked up to.heaven, and blessed, 
and brake the loaves, and gave them 
to his disciples to set before them; 


-and the two fishes divided he among 


them all. : 
42 And they did all eat, and were 
filled 


43 And they took up twelve bas- 
ets full.of the fragments, and of the 
shes,

loaves were aboutfive thousand men, 

45 And straightway he constrained 
his disciples to get into the ship, and 
to go to the other side before unto 
Bethsaida, while he sent away the 
people.

2 And when they saw some of his 
disciples eat bread with defiled, that 
is to say, with unwashen, hands, they 
found fault. ; 

3 For the Pharisees, and all the 
Jews, except they wash their hands 
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oft, eat not, holding the tradition of 
the elders. 

4 And when they come from the mar- 
ket, except they wash, they eat not. 
And many other things there be, 
which they have received to hold,.as 
the washing of cups, and pots, bra- 
sen vessels, and of tables. i 

5 Then the Pharisees. and scribes 
asked him, Why walk not thy dis- 
ciples according to the tradition of 
the elders, but eat bread with un- 
washen hands? 3 

He answered and said unto them, 
Well hath Esaias prophesied of you 
hypocrites, as it is written, This peo- 
ple honoureth me with their lips, but 
their heart is far from me. ‘ 

7 Howbeit in vain do they worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

8 For laying aside the command- 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition of 
men, as the ee geri SE pots and cups: 
and many other such like things ye do. 

9 And he said unto them, Full well 
ye reject the commandment of God, 
that Ee may keep your own tradition. 

to For Moses said, Honour thy fa- 
ther and thy mother; and, Whoso 
curseth father or mother, let him die 
the death: 

11 But ye say, If a man shall say to 
his father or mother, Jt 7s Corban, 
that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me; he 
shall be free. i 

12. And ye suffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother; 

13 Making the word of God of'none 
effect through your tradition, which 
it have delivered: and many such 

ke things do ye. 

14 § And when he had called all 
the people unto him, he said unto 
them, Hearken unto me every one of 
you, and understand: : 

15 There is nothing from without 
a man, that entering into him can 
defile him: but the things which come 
out of him, those are they that defile 
the man. 

16 If any man have ears to hear, 
let him hear, vay 

17 And when he was entered into 

the house from the people, his dis- 
civics asked him concerning the par- 
able. 
18 And he saith unto them, Are ye 
so without understanding also? Do 
ye. not perceive, that whatsoever 
thing from without entereth into the 
man, 7% cannot defile him;\ jaye 

19 Because it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
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out into the draught, purging all 
meats? : : 

20 And he said, That which cometh 
out of the’ man, that defileth the 
man. 

21 For from within, out of the 
heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, 
adulteries, fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, covetousness, wicked- 
ness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil 
eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 

23 All these evil things come from 
within, and defile the man. 

24 § And from thence he arose, and 
went.into the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and entered into an house, and 
would have no man know zt; but he 
could not be hid. | 

25 For a certain woman, whose 
young daughter had an unclean 
spirit, heard of him, and came and 
fell at his feet: 

26 The woman was a Greek, a 
Syrophenician by nation; and she 
besought him that he would cast 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

27 But Jesus said unto her, Let 
the children first be filled: for it is 
not meet to take the children’s bread, 
and to cast zt unto the dogs. . 

28 And she answered and said unto 
him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs under 
the table eat of the children’s crumbs. 

29 And he said unto her, For this 
sayi go thy way; the devil is gone 
out of thy daughter. 

30 And when she was come to her 
house, she found the devil gone out, 
and her daughter laid upon the bed. 

31 { And again, departing from 
the coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came 
unto the sea of Galilee, through the 
midst cf the coasts of Decapolis. 

32 And they bring unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impedi- 
ment in his speech; and they beseech 
him to put his hand upon him. 

33. And he took him aside from the 
multitude, and put his fingers into 
his ears, and he spit, and touched 
his tongue; 

34 And looking up to heaven, he 
sighed, and saith unto him, Ephpha- 
tha, that is, Be opened. — 

35 And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue 
was loosed, and he spake plain. 

36 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more he 
charged them, so much the more a 
great deal they published 7; 

37, And were beyond measure as- 
tonished, saying, He hath done all 
things well: he maketh both the deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak.

4 And when they came to Jesus, 
they besought him instantly, saying, 
That he was worthy for whom he 
should do this: ; 

5 For he loveth our nation, and he 
hath built us a synagogue. ; 

6 Then Jesus went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the 
house, the centurion sent friends to 
him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble 
not thyself: for Iam not worthy that 
thou shouldest enter under my roof: 

7 Wherefore neither thought I my- 
self worthy to come unto thee: but 
say in a word, and my servant shall 
be healed. 

8 For I also'am a man set under 
authority, having under me soldiers, 
and I say unto one, Go, and he go- 
eth; and to another, Come, and he 
cometh; and to my servant, Do this,

9 When Jesus heard these things,

and as he sowed, some fell by the way 
side; and it was trodden down, and 
the fowls of the air devoured it. 

6. And some fell upon a rock; and 
as soon asit was sprung up, it withered 
away, because it lacked moisture. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and 
the thorns sprang up with it, and 
choked it.

13 They on the rock are they, which, 
when they hear, receive the word 
with joy; and these have no root, 
which for a while believe, and in time 
of temptation fall away. 

14 And that which fell among

thorns are they, which, when they 
have heard, go forth, and are choked 
with cares and riches and pleasures 
of this life, and bring no fruit to per- 
fection. 

15 But that on the good ground are 
they, which in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the word, keep zt, 
and bring forth fruit with patience. 

16 § No man, when he hath lighted 
a candle, covereth it with a vessel, or 
putteth 7 under a bed; but setteth 
az on a candlestick, that they which 
enter in may see the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, that shall 
not be made manifest; neither any 
thing hid, that shall not be known and 
come abroad. 

18 Take heed therefore how ye 
hear: for. whosoever hath, to him 
shall be given; and whosoever hath 
not, from him shall be taken even 
that which he seemeth to have. 

19 {| Then came to his mother 
and his brethren, and could not come 
at him for the press... : 

20 And it was told him by. certain

and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, 
and sent him again to Pilate. 

12 {| And the same day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together: 
for before they were at enmity be- 
tween themselves. 

13 | And Pilate, when he had 
called together the chief priests and 
the rulers and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ye have brought 
this man unto me, as one that pervert- 
eth the people: and, behold, I, havy- 
ing examined him before you, have 
found no fault in this man touching 
those things whereof ye accuse him: 

15 No, nor yet Herod: for I sent 
you to him; and, lo, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto him. 

16 I will therefore chastise him, 
and release him. — . 

17 (For of necessity he must re- 
lease one unto them at the feast.) 

18 And they cried out all at once, 
saying, Away with this man, and re-

but he delivered Jesus to their will.

4r And we indeed justly; for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds:

42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, 
remember me when thou comest into 
thy: kingdom.

4 Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them, Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jesus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them, Be- 
hold the man! : 

6 When the chief priests therefore 
and officers saw him, they cried out, 
saying, Crucify him, crucify him. Pi- 
late saith unto them, Take ye him, 
and crucify him: for I find no fault 
in him. ; 

7 The Jews answered him, We 
have a law, and by our law he ought 
to die, because he made himself the 
Son of God. __ 

8 § When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more afraid; 

9 And went again into the judgmen 
hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou? But Jesus gave him no 
answer. : 

ro Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me? knowest 
thou not that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to release thee? 

1m Jesus answered, Thou couldest 
have no power at all against me, ex- 
cept it were given thee from above: 
therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater sin. M 

12 And from thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release him: but the Jews 
cried out, saying, If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Cezsar’s friend: 
whosoever maketh himself a 
speaketh against Cesar. 

13 { When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgment seat in 
a place that is called the Pavement, 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. ~ 

14 And it was the preparation of 
the passover, and about the sixth 
hour: and he saith unto the Jews, Be- 
hold your K: i § 

15 But they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him, Pi- 
late saith unto them, Shall I crucify 
your King? The chief priests an- 
swered, We have no king but Czsar, 

16 Then delivered he him there- 
fore unto them to be crucified. And 
they took Jesus, and led him away. 

t7 And he bearing his cross went 
forth into a place called the place of a 
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skull, which is called in the Hebrew 
Golgotha: 3 ; : 

18 Where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in the midst.

21 Then said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King 
of the Jews; but that’he said, I am 
King of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered, What I have 
written I have written. 

23 { Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, tookhisgarments, 
and made four parts, to every soldier 
a part; and also jis coat: now the 
coat was without seam, woven from 
the top throughout. 

24 They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots 
for it, whose it shall be: that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, which 
saith, They parted my raiment 
among them, and for my vesture they 
did cast lots. These things therefore 
the soldiers did.

36 For these things were done, that 
the scripture should be fulfilled, A 
bone of him shall not be broken.

38 q and after this Joseph of Ari- 
mathza, being a disciple of Jesus, 
but secretly for fear of the Jews, be- 
sought Pilate that he might take 
away the body of Jesus: and Pilate 
gave him leave. He came therefore, 
and took the body of Jesus. 

39 And there came also Nicode- 
mus, which at the first came to Jesus 
by night, and brought a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, about an hundred 
pound weight. 

40 Then took they the body of Jesus, 
and wound it in linen clothes with 
the spices, as the manner of the Jews 
is to bury. 

4i Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden; and in 
the garden a new sepulchre, wherein 
was never man yet laid. 

42 There laid they Jesus therefore 
because of the Jews’ preparation day;

tt Beas Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the 
hour of prayer, being the ninth hour. 

2 And a certain man lame from his 
mother’s womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the tem- 
ple which is called Beautiful, to ask 
alms of them that entered into the 
temple; ; 

3 Who seeing Peter and John about 
to go into the temple asked an alms. 

4 And Peter, fastening his eyes upon 
him with John, said, Look on us. 

5 And he gave heed unto them, ex- 
pecting to receive something of them. 

Then Peter said, Silver and gold 
have I none; but such as I have give 
I thee: In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk. 

7 And he took him by the right 
hand, and lifted him up: and imme- 
diately his feet and ancle bones re- 
ceived strength. 

8 And he leaping up stood, and 
walked, and entered with them into 
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Sermon to the people. 
the temple, walking, and leaping, and 
praising God. 

9 And all the people saw him walk- 
ing and preliny God: 

to And they knew that it was he 
which sat for alms at the Beautiful 
gate of the temple: and they were 
filled with wonder and amazement at 
that which had happened unto him 

tz And as the lame man which was 
healed held Peter and John, all the 
people ran together unto them in 
the porch that is called Solomon’s, 
greatly wondering. 

I2 {And when Peter saw zt, he an- 

swered unto the people, Ye men of Is- 
rael, why marvel ye at this? or why 
look ye so earnestly on us, as though 
by our own power or holiness we had 
made this man to walk? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, hath glorified his Son Jesus; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when 
he was determined to let him go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy One and 
the Just, and desired a murderer to 
be granted unto you; 

15 And killed the Prince of life, 
whom God hath raised from the dead; 
whereof we are witnesses. 

16 And his name through faith in 
his name hath made this man strong, 
whom ye see and know: yea, the 
faith which is by him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the presence 
of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did zt, as did 
also your rulers. 

18 But those things, which God be- 
fore had shewed by the mouth of all 
his prophets, that Aigo should suffer, 
he hath so fulfilled 

19 | Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of refresh- 
ing shall come from the presence of 
the Lord;® 

20 And. he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto you: 

21 Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of all 
things, which God hath spoken by the 
mouth of all his holy prophets since 
the world began. 

22 For Moses truly said unto the fa- 
thers, A prophet shall the Lord your

ND as they spake unto the people,

13 4] Now when they saw the bold- 
ness of Peter and John, and per- 
ceived that they were unlearned and 
ignorant men, they marvelled; and 
they took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which 
was healed standing with them, they 
could say nothing against it. 

15 But when they had commanded 
them to go aside out of the council, 
they conferred among themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to 
these men? for that indeed a notable 
miracle hath been done by them 7s 
manifest to all them that dwell in Je- 
rusalem; and we cannot deny 7. 

17 But that it spread no further 
among the people, let us straitly 
threaten them, that they speak hence- 
forth to no man in this name.

22 For the man was above forty 
years old, on whom this miracle of 
healing was shewed. 

23 4. And being let go, they went 
to their own company, and reported 
all that the chief priests and elders 
had said unto them. 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with one 
accord, and said, Lord, thou ari God, 
which hast made heaven, and earth, 
and the sea, and all that in them is: 

25 Who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said, Why did the heathen 
rage, and the people imagine vain 
things?

4 Whiles it remained, was it not 
thine own? and after it was sold, was 
it not in thine own power? why hast 
thou conceived this thing in thine 
heart? thou hast not lied unto men, 
but unto God,

24 Now when the high priest and 
the captain of the temple and the 
chief priests heard these things, they 
doubted of them whereunto this 
would grow. : 

25 Then came one and told them, 
saying, Behold, the men whom ye put 
in prison are standing in the temple, 
and teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without 
violence: for they feared the people, 
lest they should have been stoned. 

27 And when they had brought 
them, they set them before the coun- 
cil: and the high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach 
in this name? and, behold, ye have 
filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this man’s blood 
upon us. 

29 § Then Peter and the other apos- 
tles answered and said, We ought to 
obey God rather than men. | 

30 The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged on 
a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to be a Prince and a 
Saviour, for to give repentance to Is- 
rael, and forgiveness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so zs also the Holy 
Ghost, whom God hath given to them

33 7 en they heard that, they 
were cut fo the heart>and took counsel 
to slay them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
council, a Pharisee, named. a- 
liel, a doctor of the law, had in repu- 
tation among all the people, and com- 
manded to put the apostles forth a

35 And said unto them, Ye men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves what 
ye intend to do as touching these men.

5 And he gave him none inheritance 
in it, no, not so much as to set his foot 
on: yet he promised that he would 
give it to him for a possession, and to 
his seed after him, when as yet he had 
no child. 

6 And God spake on this wise, That 
his seed should sojourn in a strange 
land; and that they should bring 





them into bondage, and entreat them 
evil four hundred years. 

7 And the nation to whom they 
shall be in bondage will I judge, said 
God: and after that shall they come 
hay and serve me in this place. 

And he gave him the covenant 
= circumcision: and so Abraham 
begat Isaac, and circumcised him the 
eighth day; and Isaac begat Jacob; 
eat acob begat the twelve patriarchs. 

nd the patriarchs, moved with 
bea sold Joseph into Egypt: but 
God was with him 

ro And delivered him out of ali his 
afflictions, and gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight - Pharaoh king 
of Egypt; and he made him governor 
pe Egypt and all his house. 

1 Now there came a dearth over 
all. the land of Egypt and Chanaan, 
and great affliction: and our fathers 
found no sustenance. 

12 Butwhen Jacob heard that there 
was corn in Egypt, he sent out our 
fathers first. 

13 And at the second time Joseph 
was made known to his brethren; 
and Joseph’s kindred was made 
known unto Pharaoh. 

14 Then sent Joseph, and called 
his father Jacob to ham, and all his 
kindred, threescore and fifteen souls. 

15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, 
and died, he, and our fathers, 

16 And were carried over into 
Sychem, and laid in the sepulchre 
that Abraham bought for a sum of 
money of the sons of Emmor the ja- 
ther of Sychem. 

17 But when the time of the pro- 
mise drew nigh, which God had sworn 
to Abraham, the people grew and

19 The same Aealt subtilly with our

20 In which time Moses was born, 
and was exceeding fair, and nour- 
ished up in his father’s house three 
months: 

21 And when he was cast out, 
Pharaoh’s daughter took him up, 
and nourished him for her own son. 


22 And Moses was learned in all 
the wisdom of the Egyptians, and 
was mighty in words and in deeds. 


23 And when he was full forty

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24 And seeing one of them suffer 
wrong, he defended him, and avenged

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, 
and was a stranger in the land of 
Madian, where he begat two sons. 

30 And when forty years were ex- 
pired, there appeared to him in the 
wilderness of mount Sina an angel 
of the Lord in a flame of fire in a bush, 

31 When Moses saw zt, he wondered 
at the sight: and as he drew near to 
behold 7, the voice of the Lord came 
unto him, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 
Then Moses trembled, and durst not 
behold. ; 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put 
off thy shoes from thy feet: for the 
place where thou standest is holy 
ground. 

34 I haveseen, I have seen the afflic- 
tion of my people which is in Egypt, 
and I have heard their groaning, and 
am come down to deliver them.

42 Then God turned, and gave 
them up to worship the host of hea- 
ven; as it is written in the book of 
the prophets, O ye house of Israel, 
ave ye offered to me slain beasts and 
sacrifices by the space of forty years in 
the wilderness? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle 
of Moloch, and the star of your god 
Remphan, figures which ye made to 
worship them: and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle 
of witness in the wilderness, as he 
had appointed, speaking unto Mo- 
ses, that he should make it accord- 
ing to the fashion that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers that came 
after brought in with Jesus into the 
possession of the Gentiles, whom God 
drave out before the face of our 
fathers, unto the days of David;

3 As for Saul, he made havock of 
the church, entering into every house, 
and haling men and women com- 
mitted them to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went every where preaching 
the word. 

5 Hee Philip went down to the 
city of Samaria, and preached Christ 
unto them. 

6 And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things which 
Philip spake, roars and seeing the 
miracles which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying with 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were Dossecsed with then: and many 
taken with palsies, and that were 
lame, wie healed. 

8 d there was great joy in that 


city. 

9 But there was a certain man, 
‘called Simon, which beforetime in 
the same city used sorcery, and be- 
witched the people of Samaria, giy- 
ing out that himself was some great 
one: 








from the least to the greatest, say- 
ings This man is the great power of 
co) 

rr And to him they had regard, pe 
cause that of long time he had be- 
witched them with sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Philip 
preaching the things concerning the 
kingdom of God, and the name of 
Jesus Christ, they were baptized, 
both men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself believed 
also: and when he was baptized, he 
continued with Philip, and wondered, 
beholding the miracles and signs 
which were done. 

14 Now when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Sama- 
ria had received the word of God, 
they sent unto them Peter and John: 

I5 Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
ear receive the Holy Ghost: 

For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them: only they were bap- 
tizedin the name of the Lord Jesus:) 

r7 Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy 
Ghost. 

18 And when Simon saw that 
through laying on of the apostles’ 
hands the Holy Ghost was given, he 
offered them money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, 
that on whomsoever I lay hands, he 
may receive the Holy Ghost. 

20 But Peter said unto him, Thy 
money perish with. thee, because 
thou hast thought that the gift of God 
may be purchased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot 
in this matter: for thy heart is not 
right in the sight of God. 

22 Repent therefore of ea thy 
wickedness, and pray God, if. per- 
haps the thought of thine eee may 
be forgiven thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou art in 
the gall of bitterness, and in the bond 
of iniquity. 

24 Then answered Simon, and said, 
Pray ye ag the Lord for me, that 
none of these things which ye have 
spoken come upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testi- 
fied and preached the word of the 
Lord, returned to Jerusalem, and 
preached the gospel in many villages 
of the Samaritans. 

26 And the angel of the Lerd spake 
unto Philip, saying, Arise, and go 
toward the south unto the cae that 
goeth down from Jerusalem unto 
Gaza, which is desert. 
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27 And he arose and went: and, 
behold, a man of Ethiopia, an eu- 
nuch of great authority under Can- 
dace queen of the Ethiopians, who 
had the charge of all her treasure, 
and had come to Jerusalem for to 
worship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting in 
his chariot read Esaias the prophet.

by four corners; and it came even to 


me: 

6, Upon the which when I had fas- 
tened. mine eyes, I considered, and 
saw fourfooted beasts of the earth, 
and wild beasts, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. _ 

7 And I heard a voice saying unto 
me, Arise, Peter; ‘slay and eat. 

8 But I said, Not so, Lord: for 
nothing common or unciean hath at 
any time entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What God hathcleansed, 
that call not thou common. 

to And this was done three times: 
and all were drawn up again into hea- 
ven. 
1z And, behold, immediately there 
were three men already come unto 
the house where I was, sent from 
Czsarea unto me. ’ 

12 And the spirit bade me go with 
them, petaaty doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entered into the man’s house: 

13 And he shewed. us how he had 
seen an angel in his house, which 
stood and said unto him, Send men to 
Joppa, and call for Simon, whose sur- 
name is Peter; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, where- 
by thou and all thy house shall be 
saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the 
Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us 
at the beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that he said, John 
indeed baptized with water; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

17 Forasmuch then as God gave 
them the like gift as he did unto us, 
who believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; what was I, that I could with- , 
stand God? bocie . 

18 When they heard these things, 
they held their peace, and glorifie 
God, saying, Then hath God also to the 
Gentiles granted repentance unto life. 

19 §. Nowthey which were scattered 
abroad upon the persecution that 
arose about Stephen travelled as far 
as Phenice,and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
preaching the word to none but unto 
the Jews only. 
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20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, which, when they 
were come to Antioch, spake unto the 
Grecians, preaching the Lord Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was 
with them: anda great number: be- 
lieved, and turned unto the Lord. 

22 § Then tidings of these things 
came unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jerusalem: and they 
sent forth Barnabas, that he should 
go as far as Antioch. 

23 Who, when he came, and had 
seen the grace of God, was glad, and 
exhorted them all, that with purpose 
Pe mien they would cleave unto the 

ord, ; 

24 For he was a good man, and full 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith: and 
much people wasadded unto the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to Tar- 
sus, for to seek Saul: 

26 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves with the 
church, and taught much people. 
And the disciples were called Chris- 
tians first in Antioch. 

27 {And in these days came pro- 
phets from. Jerusalem unto Antioch. 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named Agabus, and signified by the 
spirit that there should be great 
dearth throughout all the world: 
which: came to pass in the days of 
Claudius Cesar. | 

29 Then the disciples, every man 
according to his ability, determined to 
send relief unto the brethren which 
dwelt in Judza: : 

30 Which also they did, and sent it 
to the elders by the hands of Barna- 
bas and Saul. 


CHAPTER 12.

TOW about that time Herod the 
king stretched forth his hands 
to vex certain of the church.

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5 Petertherefore was keptin prison: 
but prayer was made without ceas- 
ing of the church unto God for him. 

6 And wheft Herod would ' have 
brought him forth, the same ‘night 
Peter was sleeping between, two sol- 
diers, bound with two chains: and 
the keepers before the door kept the 
prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of the 
Lord came upon him, and a light 
shined in the prison: and he smote 
Peter on the side, and raised him up, 
saying, Arise up quickly. And his 


Ss fell off from his hands. 


8 And the angel said unto him, 
Gird thyself, and bind on thy sandals. 
And so he did. And he saith unto 
him, Cast thy garment about thee, 
and follow me. 

And he went out, and followed 
him; and wist not that it was true 
which was done by the angel; but 
thought he saw a'vision. ; 

to When they were past the first 
and the second ward, they came unto 
the iron gate that leadeth unto the 
city; which opened to them of his 
own accord: and they went out, and

rz And when Peter: was come to 
himself, he said, Now I know of a 
, that the Lord hath sent his 
angel, and hath delivered me out of 
the hand of Herod, and from all the 
expectation of the people of the Jews. 

12 And when he had considered the 
thing, he came to the house of Mary 
the mother of John, whose surname 
was Mark; where many were ga- 
thered together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at the 
door of the. gate, a damsel came to 
hearken, named Rhoda. 

I4 And when she knew Peter’s 
voice, she opened not the gate for 

ladness, but ran in, and told how 

eter stood before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her, Thou 
art mad. But she constantly affirmed 
that it was even so. Then said they, 
It is his angel. A 5 

16 But Peter continued knocking: 
and when they had opened the door, 
and saw him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold: their peace 
declared unto them how the Lor 
had brought him out of the prison. 
And he said,.Go shew. these things 
unto James, and. to the. brethren. 
And he departed, and went into an- 
other place. ¢d 
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18 Now as soon as it ‘was day, there 
was no small stir among the soldiers, 
what was become of Peter: 

19 And when Herod had sought for 
him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and commanded that 
they should be put to death. And he 
went down from Judza to Cesarea, 
and there abode. : 5 

20 § And Herod was highly dis- 

leased with them of Tyre and Sidon: 

ut they came with one accord to 
him, and, having made Blastus: the 
king’s chamberlain their friend, de- 


sired peace; because their country, 


was nourished by the *s country. 

21 And upon a set day Herod, ar- 
rayed in royal apparel, sat upon his 
throne, and made an oration unto 
them. 

22 And the people gave a shout 
saying, It 1s the voice of a god, an 
notofaman, 

‘23 And immediately the angel of 
the Lord smote him, because he 
gave not God the glory: and he was 
hp of worms, and gave up the 
ghost. 

'24 4 But the word of God grew and 
multiplied. 

25 d Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerusalem, when they had ful- 
filled their ministry, and took with 
them John, whose surname was 


Mark. 
CHAPTER 13.

OW there were in the church 

that was at Antioch certain pro- 
phets_and teachers; as Barnabas, 
and Simeon that was called Niger, 
and Lucius of Cyrene, and Manaen, 
which had been brought up with 
Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul for 
the work whereunto I have called 


em, 

3 And when they had fasted and 
prayed; and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. 

4 { So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost, departed unto Seleucia; 
and from thence they sailed to 
Cyprus. ; 

5 And when they were at Salamis, 
they preached the word of God in the 
synagogues of the Jews: and they 
had also John to thew minister. 

6 And when they had gone through 
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the isle unto Paphos, they found a 
certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a 
Jew, whose name was Bar-jesus: 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man; who called for Barnabas and 
Seb and desired to hear the word of 


_8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so 
is his name by interpretation) with- 
stood them, seek: to turn away the 
deputy from the faith. ; 

9 Then Saul, (who also 7s called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, set 
his eyes on him, 

Io d said, O full of all subtilty 
and all mischief, thou child of the 
devil, thow enemy of all righteous- 
ness, wilt thou not cease to pervert 
the et ways of the Lord? 

II d now, behold, the hand of 
the Lord 7s upon: thee, and thou shalt 
be blind, not seeing the sun for a sea- 
son. And immediately there fell on 
him a mist and a darkness; and he 
went about seeking some to lead him 
by the hand, ; 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw 
what was done, believed, being as- 
tonished at the doctrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his com- 
pany loosed from Paphos, they came 
to Perga in Pampbylia: and John 
departing from them returned to Je- 
rusalem. : 

14 { But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Pi- 
sidia, and went into the synagogue 
on the sabbath day, and sat down. 

15 And after the reading of the 
law and the prophets the rulers of 
the synagogue sent unto them, say- 
ing, Ye men and brethren, if ye have 
any word of exhortation for the 
people, say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beck- 
oning with his hand said, Men of Is- 
rael, and ye that fear God, give audi- 


ence, 

17 The God of this people of Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the 
people when they dwelt as strangers 
in the land of Egypt, and with an high 
arm brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty years 
suffered he their manners in the 
wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroyed sev- 
en nations in the land of Chanaan, 
he divided their land to them by lot. — 

20 And after that he gave unto 
judges about the space of four hun- 
dre beg fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophe uk 

21 And afterward they desired a 
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king: and God gave unto them Saul 
the son of Cis, a man of the tribe of 
Benjamin, by the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, 
he raised up unto them David to: be 
their king; to whom also he gave 
testimony, and said, I have found 
David the son of Jesse, a man after 
mine own heart; which shall fulfil 
all my will. 

23 Of this man’s seed hath God 
according to his promise raised unto 
Israel a Saviour, Jesus: 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of re- 
pentance to all the people of Israel, 

25 And as John fulfilled his course, 
he said, Whom think ye that I am? 
Iam nothe. But, behold, there cometh 
one after me, whose shoes of his feet 
Iam not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children’ of 
the stock of Abraham, and whoso- 
ever among you feareth God, to you 
is the word of this salvation sent. . 

27 For they that dwellat Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because they knew 
him not, nor yet the voices of the 

rophets which are read every sab- 

ath day, they have fulfilled them in 
condemning him. 

28 And though they found no cause 
of death in him, yet desired they Pi- 
late that he should be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
him down from the tree, and laid hem 
inasepulchre. _ : 

Ee eto God raised him from the 
ead: 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them which came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise which 
was made unto the fathers, 

.33 God hath fulfilled the same unto 
us their children, in that he hath 
raised up Jesus again; as it is also 
written in the second psalm, Thou art 
oy Son, this day have I begotten 
ee. 
4 And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more 
-to return to corruption, he said on 
this wise, I will give you the sure 
mercies of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in an- 
other Bl Thou shalt not suffer 
thine ay One to see corruption. 

36 For David, after he had served 
his own seaereece by the will of God, 
fell on sleep, and was laid unto his 
fathers, and saw corruption:

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37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

38 { Be it known unto you there- 

fore, men and brethren, that through 
this man is puncned unto you the 
forgiveness of sins: : 
_39 And by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which 
ye could not be_justified by the law 
of Moses: 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken of in the 
prophets; f 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish: for I work a work, in 
your days, a work which ye shall in 
no wise believe, though a man de- 
clare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the synagogue, the Gentiles 
besought that these words might be 
preached to them the next sabbath. 

43 Now when the or dee was 
broken up, many of the Jews and 
religious proselytes followed Paul 
and Barnabas: who, speaking to 
them, persuaded them to continue in 
the grace of God. 

44 4 And the next sabbath day came 
almost the whole city together to hear . 
the word of God. 

45 But when the Jews saw the mul- 
titudes, they were filled with envy, 
and spake against those things which 
were spoken by Paul, contradicting 
and blaspheming. ; 

40 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary that 
the word of God should first have 
been spoken to you: but seeing ye 
put it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we 
turn to the Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord command- 
ed us, saying, I have set thee to be a 
light of the Gentiles, that thou should- 
est be for salvation unto the ends of 
the earth. 

‘48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the Lord: and as many as 
were ordained to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region.’ 

50 But the Jews stirred up the de- 
vout and honourable women, and 
the chief men of the city, and raised 

ersecution against Paul and Barna- 

as, and expelled them out of their 
coasts. ! 

51 But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and came 
unto Iconium. ] 

52 And the disciples were filled 
with joy, and with the Holy Ghost.

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 

was before their city, brought oxen 
and poem unto the gates, and 
would have done sacrifice with the 
people...’ 
'14 Which when the apostles, Bar- 
nabas and Paul, heard of, they rent 
their clothes, and ran in among the 
people, crying out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like 
passions with you, and preach unto 
you that ye should turn from these

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made heaven, and earth, and the sea, 
and all things that are therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not him- 
self without witness, in that he did

23 And when they had ordained 
them elders in every church, and had 
prayed with fasting, they commended 
them to the Lord, on whom they be- 
lieved. 

24 And after they had passed 
iodine ome Pisidia, they came to 
Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached the 
word in Perga, they went down into 
Attalia: ~ or 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, 
from whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God for the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were eome, and 
had gathered the: church together, 
—_ rehearsed all that God had done 
with them, and how he had opened 
the door of faith unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time 
with the disciples. 


CHAPTER 15.

ND certain men which came 
down from, Judea taught the 
brethren, and said, Except ye be cir- 
cumcised after the manner of Mo- 
ses, we cannot be saved.

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-bas had no small dissension and dis- 
putation with them, they determined 
that Paul and Barnabas, and certain 
other of them, should go up to Jeru- 
salem unto the apostles and elders

3 And being brought on their way 
by the church, they passed through 
Phenice and Samaria, declaring the 
conversion of the Gentiles: and they 
caused great joy unto all the brethren. 

4 And when they were come to Je- 
rusalem, they were received of the 
church, and of the apostles and elders, 
and they declared all things that God 
had done With them. 

But there rose up certain of the 
sect of the Pharisees which believed, 
saying, That it was needful to circum- 
cise them, and to command them to 
keep the law: of Moses. 

6 4 And the apostles and elders came 
together for to consider of this matter. 

And when there had been much 
disputing, Peter rose up, and said unto 
them, Men and brethren, ye know 
how that a good while ago God made 
choice among us, that the Gentiles by 
my mouth should hear the word of 
the gospel, and believe.

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, 
that certain which went out from us 
have troubled you with words, subvert- 
ing your souls, saying, Ye must be cir- 
cumcised, and keep the law: to whom 
we gave no such commandment: 

25 It seemed good unto us,: bei 
assembled with one accord, to sen 
chosen men unto you with our be- 
loved Barnabas and Paul, i 

26 Men that have hazarded their 
lives for the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who shall also tell you the 
same things by mouth. e 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy’ 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater burden than these necessary 


£S; 

29 That ye abstain from meats of- 
fered to idols, and from blood, and 
from things strangled, and from for- 
nication: from which if yekeep your- 
selves, ye shall do well. Fare ye well. 

30 So when they were dismissed, 
they came to Antioch: and when they 
had gathered the multitude together, 
they delivered the epistle: 

31 Which when they had read, the 
rejoiced for the consolation.

ets also themselves, exhorted the 
brethren with many words, and con- 


rmed them. . : 
33 And after they had tarried there 
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a’space, they ‘were let: go in peace 
from the brethren unto the apostles. 

34 Notwithstanding it pleased Silas 
to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Barnabas con- 
tinued in Antioch, teaching and 
preaching the word of the Lord, with 
many others also. : 

36 {| And some days after Paul said 
unto Barnabas,’ Let us go again and 
visit our brethren in every city where 
‘we have preached the word of the 
Lord, and see how they do... 

37 And Barnabas determined ' to 
take with them John; whose sur- 
name was Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to 
take“him with them, who departed 
from them from Pamphylia, and 
went not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed 
asunder one from the other: and so 
Barnabas took Mark, and sailed unto 
Cyprus; : 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and de- 
parted, being recommended by the 
brethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churches.

2 Which was well reported of by 
the brethren that were at Lystra and 
Icopium. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him; and took and ‘circum- 
cised him because of the Jews which 

.were in those quarters: for they 
knew all that his father was a Greek. 
“4 And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the decrees 
for to keep, that were ordained of 
the apostles and elders which were at 
Jerusalem.

7 After they were come to Mysia, 
they assayed to go into Bithynia: but 
the Spirit suffered them not.

12 And from thence to Philippi, 
which is the chief city of that part 
of Macedonia, and a colony: and we 
were in that city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the sabbath we went 
out of the city by a river side, where 
prayer was wont to be made; and we 
sat down, and spake unto the women 
which resorted thather. 

14 § And a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the ci 
of Thyatira, which worshipped Go 
heard us: whose heart the Lor 
opened, that she attended unto the 
things which were spoken of Paul. 

r5 And when she was baptized, and 
her household, she besought us, say- 
ing, If ye have judged me to be faith- 
ful to the Lord, come into my house, 
and abide there. And: she constrained 


us. 

16 § And itcame to pass, as we went 
to prayer, a certain damsel possessed 
with a spirit of divination met us, 
which brought her masters much 
gain by soothsaying: ; 

17 The same followed Paul and us, 
and cried, saying, These men are the 
servants of the most high God, which 
shew unto us the way of salva- 


tion. 

18 And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and said 
to the spirit, I command thee in the 
name of Jesus Christ to come out of 
her. And he came out the same

_27 So that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be set at nought; but 
also that the temple of the great god- 
dess Diana should be despised, and 
her magnificence should be destroyed, . 
whom all Asia and the world worship-

28 And when they heard these say- 
ings, they were full of wrath, and 
cried out, saying, Great zs Diana of 
the Ephesians, : 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with confusion: and having caught 
Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Mace- 
donia, Paul’s companions in travel, 
they rushed with one accord into the 
theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have en- 
tered in unto the people, the disciples 
suffered not. 

31 And certain of the chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto him, 
desiring hum that he would not adven- 
ture himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and some another: for the assembly 
was confused; and the more part 
knew not wherefore they were come 
together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of 
the multitude, the Jews pu him 
forward. And Alexander beckoned 
with the hand, and would have made 
his defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he 
was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out, 
Great 7s Diana of the Ephesians.

Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus. 

14 And when he would not be per- 
suaded, we ceased, saying, The 
of the Lord be done. 

15 And after those days we took up 
es carriages, and went up to Jertfsa= 

em. 

16 There went with us also certain of 
the disciples of Caesarea, and brought 
with them one Mnason of Cyprus, an 
ee disciple, with whom we should 

odge. 


17 And when wewere come to Jeru- 
salem, the brethren hate us gladly.

elders were present. 
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9 And when he had saluted them, 
ta picekecadt particularly what things 
God had wrought among the Gentiles 
by his ministry. 

20 And when they heard 7f, they 
| caer the Lord, and said unto him, 

‘hou seest, brother, how many thou- 
sands of Jews there are which believe; 
and they are all zealous of the law: 

21 And they are informed of thee, 
that thou princi all the Jews which 
are among the Gentiles to forsake 
Moses, saying that they ought not 
to circumcise their children, neither 
to walk after the customs. 

22 What is it therefore? the multi- 
tude must needs come together: for 
they will hear that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that we say 
to thee: We have four men which 
have fee ne eres nae 

24 em e, and purify thyse 
with them, and be at charges with 
them, that they may shave their 
heads: and all may know that those 
things, whereof they were informed 
concerning thee, are no Z; but 
that thou thyself also walkest orderly, 
and keepest the law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which 
believe, we have written and con- 
cluded that they observe no such 
thing, save only that they keep them- 
selves from things offered to idols, 
and from blood, and from strangled, 
and from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took the mien, and 
the next day p self with 
them entered into the pene Pg to 
signify the accomplishment of the 
days of purification, until that an 
offering should be offered for every 
one of them 

27 And wher the seven days were 
almost ended, the Jews which were 
of Asia, when they saw in the 
temple, stirred up all the people, 
and laid hands on him, 

28 Crying out, Men of Israel, pels 

is the man, that teacheth all 
men every where against the pe ople, 
and the law, and this place: and 
ther brought Greeks also into the tem- 
ple, and hath polluted this holy place. 

29 (For they had seen before with 
him the city Trophimus an Ephe- 
sian, whom they med sah that Paul 
had brought into the temple.) 

30 And all the city was moved, and 
the people ran together: and *they 
took Paul, and drew him out of the 
temple: and forthwith the doors 
were shut. 

my And as they went about to kill 

him, tidings came unto the chief cap- 
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tain of the band, that all Jerusalem 
was in an uproar. 

32 Who immediately took soldiers 
and centurions, and ran down unto 
them: and when they saw the chief 
captain and the soldiers, they left 
beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came 
near, and took him, and commanded 
him to be bound with two chains; and 
demanded who he was, and what he 
had done.

6 And it came to pass, that, as I 
made my journey, and was come 
nigh unto Damascus about noon, 
suddenly there shone from heaven a 
. great light round about me: 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? 

8: And I answered, Who art thou, 
Lord?

23 And he called unto him two cen- 
turions, saying, Make ready two hun- 
dred soldiers to go to Ceesarea, and 
horsemen threescore and ten, and 
spearmen two hundred, at the third 
hour of the night; 

24 And provide them. beasts, that 
they may set Paul on, and bring him 
safe unto Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after this 
manner: 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most 
excellent governor Felix sendeth greet- 


ing. 

27 This man was taken of the 
Jews, and should have been killed of 
them: then came I with an army, 
and rescued him, having understood 
that he was a Roman, 

28 And when I would have known 
the cause wherefore they accused him, 
re prox ht him forth into their council: 

hom I perceived to be accused 
of questions of their law, but to have 
nothing laid to his charge worthy of 
death or of bonds. 

30 And when it was told me how 
that the Jews laid wait for the man, 
I sent straightway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accusers also to 
say before thee what they had against 
him. Farewell. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was com- 
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manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him. by night to Antipatris. 

32 On the morrow they left the 
horsemen to go with him, and re- 
turned to the castle: 

33 Who, when they came to Ces- 
area, and delivered the epistle to the 
governor, presented Paul also before

5 For we have found this man a 
pestilent fellow, and a mover of sedi- 
tion among all the Jews throughout 
the world, and a ringleader of the Rees 
of the Nazarenes: 

-6 Who also hath gone about to pro- 
fane the temple: whom we took, and 
ho have judged according to our 

_ law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias 
came wpon us, and with great violence 
took him away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to 
come unto thee: by examining of 
whom thyself mayest take knowledge 
of all these things, whereof we accuse 


9 And the Jews also assented, say- 
ing that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the gov- 
ernor had beckoned unto him to 
speak, answered, Forasmuch as I 


know that thou hast been of many | f 


years a judge unto this nation, I do 








ie more cheerfully answer for my- 
self: 

11 Because that thou mayest under- 
stand, that there are yet but twelve

6 And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Cesarea; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment seat com- 
manded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the Jews 
which came down from Jerusalem 
stood round about, and laid man iE 
and grievous complaints against Paw! 
which they could not prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Czsar, have I offended any 
thing at all. oe 

9 But Festus, ‘willing to do the 
Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, and 
said, Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these things 
‘before me?

12 Then Festus, when he had con- 
ferred with the council, answered, 
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Hast thou appealed unto Cesar? unto

Agrippa and Bernice came unto Czs- 
area to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Festus declared Paul’s 
cause unto the king, saying, There 
is a certain man left in bonds by 
Felix: 

15 About whom, when I was at 
Jerusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, de- 
siring to have judgment against | 

16 To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the Romans to deliver

3. And the next day we touched at 
Shion. And Julius courteously en- 
treated Paul, and gave him liberty to 
go unto his friends to refresh him- 
se 

4 ‘And when we had launched —_ 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, 
cause the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the 
sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came

17 And it came to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of 
the Jews together: ‘and when they 
were come ene he said unto 
them, Men and brethren, though I 
have committed nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, yet 
was I delivered prisoner from Jeru- 
salem into the hands of the Romans. 

18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
there was no cause of death in me, 

19 But when the Jews spake against 
it, I was constrained to appeal unto 
Cesar: not that I had ought to ac- 
cuse my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, tosee you, and to speak 
with you: because that for the pore? 
of Israel I am bound with this chain. 

21 And they :said unto him, We 
neither received letters out of Judea 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren t rage came shewed or spake 
any harm of thee.

5 For when we: were in the flesh, 
the motions of sins, which were by 
the law, did work in our members 
to bring forth fruit unto death. 

But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein we 
were held; that we should serve in 
newness of spirit, and not 2m the old- 
ness of the letter.

18 For first of all, when ye come 
together in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you; and I 
partly believe it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are ap- 
proved may be made manifest among 
you. 

20 When ye come together there- 
fore into one place, this is not to eat 
the Lord’s supper. 

21 For in eating every one taketh 
before other his own supper: and one 
is hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What? have ye not houses to 
eat and to drink in? or despise ye 
the church of God, and shame them 
that have not? What shall I say to 
you? shall I praise you in this? I 
praise you not. 

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you, 
That the Lord Jesus the same night 
in which he was betrayed took bread: 
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the body and blood of the Lord. 





24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake zi, and said, Take, eat: this 
is my body, which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he 
took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testa- 
ment in my blood: this do ye, as oft 
as ye drink zt, in remembrance of me.

29 For he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not discern- 
ing the Lord’s body.

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members 
of that one body, being many, are 
one body: so also zs Christ.

32 If after the manner of men I 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead 
rise not? let us eat and drink; for 
to morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived: evil communi- 
cations corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not; for some have not the knowledge 
of God: I speak this to your shame. 

35 But some man will say, How 
are the dead raised up?. and with what 
body do they come? 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sow- 
est is not quickened, except it die: 

37 And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body that shall 
be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or of some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body. | 

39 All flesh 7s not the same flesh: 
but there is one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial: but the glory 
of the celestial zs one, and the glory of 
the terrestrial 7s another, :

45 And so it is written, The first 
man Adam was made a living soul; 
the last Adam was made a: quicken= 
ing spirit.

46 Howbeit that was not first which 
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is spiritual, but that which is natural; 
and afterward that which is spiritual. 

47 The first man 7 of the earth, 
earthy: the second man 7s the Lord 
from heaven. 

48 As is the earthy, such are they 
also that are earthy: and as zs the 
heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly.

12 As touching our brother Apol- 
los, I greatly desired him to come 
unto you with the brethren: but his 
will was not at all to come at this time;

6 And whether we ‘be afflicted, 2¢ 2s 
for your consolation and salvation, 
which is effectual in the enduring 
of the same sufferings which we also 
suffer: or whether we be comforted, 
ttisfor your consolation and salvation. 

7 And our hope of you is stedfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers 
of the sufferings, so shall ye be also 
of the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble which 
came to us in Asia, that we were 
pressed out of measure, above 
strength, insomuch that we despaired 
even of life: 

9 But we had the sentence of death 
in ourselves, that we should not 
trust in ourselves, but in God which 
taiseth the dead: 

Io Who ae aa ed from so great 
a death, and doth deliver: in whom 
we trust that he will yet deliver ws; 

tr Ye also helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the t be= 
stowed upon us by the means o ima 
persons thanks. may be given by 
many on our behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, not 
with fleshly wisdom, but by the grace 
of God, we have had our conversa- 
tion in the world, and more Co csaag 
dantly to you-ward. 





13 For we write none other things 

unto you, than what ye read or ac- 
knowledge; and I trust ye shall ac- 
knowledge even to the end; 
_14 As also ye have acknowledged us 
in part, that we are your rejoicing, 
even as ye also are ours in the day 
of the Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I was 
minded to come unto you before, that 
ye might have a second benefit; 

16 And to pass by you into ‘Mace- 
donia, and to come again out of 
Macedonia unto you, and of you to 
be brought on my way toward Judza.

5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Ji esus’ sake. 

For God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shined in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of_the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ. 

7 But we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the excellency 
Ss the power may be of God, and not 
of us. 

8 We are troubled on every side, yet 
not distressed; we are perplexed, but 
not in despair: 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken;

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told us 
your earnest desire, your mourning, 
your fervent eae toward me; so 
that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I made you sorry with 
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Oj Titus’ mission. 


a letter, I do not repent, though I 
did repent: for I perceive that the 
same epistle hath made you sorry, 
though 7t were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to 
repentance: for ye were made sorry 
after a. godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in nothing. 

to For godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance to salvation not to be re- 
pented of: but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death. 

1z For behold this selfsame thing, 
that’ ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, 
what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
kes what revenge! In all things ye 

ave approved yourselves to be clear 
in this matter. 

2 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, J did it not for his cause that had 
done the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered wrong, but that our care 
for you in the sight of God might ap- 
pear unto you.

Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in in- 
firmities, in reproaches, in necessi- 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s sake: for when I am weak, 
then am I strong. 

11 I am become a fool in glorying; 
ye have compelled me: for I ought 
to have been commended of you: for 
in nothing am I behind the yery 
chiefest apostles, though I be nothing. 

12 Truly the signs of an apostle 
were wrought among you in all pa- 
tience, in signs, and wonders, and 


mighty deeds. 


_13 For what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, except zt 
be that I myself was not burden- 
some to you? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am 
ready to come to you; and I will not 
be burdensome to you: for I seek 
not yours, but you: for the children 
ought not to lay up for the parents, 
but the parents for the children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend and 
be spent for you; though the more 
abundantly I love you, the less I be 
loved. ., 

16 But be it so, I did not burden 
you: nevertheless, being crafty, I 
caught you with guile. _ 

17 Did I make a gain of you by 
any of them whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired Titus, and with him I 
sent a brother. Did Titus make a gain 
of you? walked we not in the same 
spirit? walked we not in the same 
steps? . t 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
ourselves unto you? we speak be- 
fore God in Christ: but we do all 
things, dearly beloved, for your edi- 


ng. 
20 For I fear, lest, when I come, I 
shall not find you such as I would, 
and that I shall be found unto you 
such as ye would not:. lest there be de- 
bates, envyings, wraths, strifes, back- 
bitings, whisperings, swellings, tu- 
mults:: ‘ 
21 And lest, when I come again, 
my God will humble me among you, 
and that I shall bewail many which 
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have sinned already, and have not re- 
pented of the uncleanness and forni- 
cation and lasciviousness which they 
have committed.

HEN fourteen years ee I went 
up again to Jerusalem with Bar- 
nabas, and took Titus with me also.

- should run, or had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Titus, who was with 
me, being a Greek, was compelled to 
be circumcised: | 

4 And that because of false bre- 
thren unawares broughtin, who came 
in privily to spy out our liberty which 
we have in Christ Jesus, that they 
might bring us into bondage: 

5 To whom we gave place by sub- 
jection, no, not for an hour; that the 
truth of the gospel might continue 
with you. 

6 But of these who seemed to be 
somewhat, (whatsoever they were, it 
maketh no matter to me: God ac- 
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who seemed to be somewhat in con- 
ference added nothing to me: 

7. But contrariwise, when they 
saw that the gospel of the uncircum- 
cision was committed unto me, as 
the gospel of the circumcision was unto 
Peter; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually 
in Peter to the apostleship of the cir- 
cumcision, the same was mighty in 
me toward Peg Gentiles:) 

9 And when James, haat and 
John, who seemed to be pillars, per- 
ceived the grace that was given unto 
me, they gave to me and Barnabas 
the right hands of fellowship; that 
we should go unto the heathen, and 
they unto the circumcision. 

to Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the same which 
I also was forward to do. 

Ir But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the face, 
because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came 
from James, he did eat with the 
Gentiles: but when they were come, 
he withdrew and separated himself, 
fearing them which were of the cir- 
cumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
Barnabas also was carried away with 
their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter before 
them all, If thou, being a Jew, livest 
after the manner of Gentiles, and not 
as do the Jews, why compellest thou 
the Gentiles to live as do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, and 
not sinners of the Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not jus- 
ed by the works of the law, but 
eg the faith of Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Jesus Christ, that 
we might be justified by the faith of 
Christ, and not by the works of the 
law: for by the works of the law 
shall no flesh be justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be jus- 
tified by Christ, we ourselves also are 
found sinners, 7s therefore Christ 
the minister of sin? God forbid.

to For as many as are of the works 
of the law are under the curse: for 
it is written, Cursed 7s every one 
that continueth not in all. things 
which are written in the book of the 
law to do them. 

11 But that no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God, 2 7s evi- 
gente for, The just shall live by 

aith. 

12 And the law is not of faith: but, 
The man that doeth them shall live 
in them. ' 

13 Christ. hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us: for it is written, Cursed 
is every one that hangeth on a tree: 

14 That the blessing of Abraham 
might come on the Gentiles through 
Jesus Christ; that we might receive 
the promise of the Spirit through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the man- 
ner of men; Though zt be buta man’s 
covenant, yet 7 zt be confirmed, no 
man disannulleth, orsaddeth thereto. 
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16 Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promises made. He saith 
not, And to seeds, as of many; but 
as of one, And to thy seed, which is 
Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the covenant, 
that was confirmed before of God in 
Christ, the law, which was four hun- 
dred and thirty years after, cannot 
disannul, that it should make the 
promise of none effect. 

18 For if the inheritance be of the 
law, zt 7s no more of promise: but 
God gave zt to Abraham by promise.

rr Of whom we have many things 
to say, and hard to be uttered, seeing 
ye are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, ye have need that one 
teach you again which be the first 
principles of the oracles of God; and 
are become such as have need of milk, 
and not of strong meat. 

_13 For every one that useth milk 
7s unskilful in the word of righteous- 
ness: for he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of ‘use have their 
senses exercised to discern both good 


and evil. 
CHAPTER 6. 


1 Paul exhorts not to fall away from 
faith. 13 God is sure m his promise. 


iS Bape bere tae leaving the princi- 
ples of the doctrine of Christ, let 
us go on unto perfection; not laying 
again the foundation of repentance 
from dead works, and of faith toward 


od, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of resur- 
rection of the dead, and of eternal 
judgment. 5 

3 ace this will we do, if God per- 
mit. . 

4 For wz is impossible for those 
who were once enlightened, and have 
tasted of the heavenly gift, and were 
made partakers of the Holy Ghost 

5 And have tasted the good word of 
God, and the powers of the world to 
come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance; seeing 
they crucify to themselves the Son of . 
God afresh, and put him to an open 
shame. ‘ é ; 

7 For the earth which drinketh in 
the rain that cometh oft upon it, and 
bringeth forth herbs meet for them 
by whom it is dressed, receiveth 
blessing from God: 

8 But that which beareth thorns 
and briers7s rejected, and zsnigh unto 
cursing; whose end 7s to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things that 
oe, salvation, though we thus 
speak. { 

to For God 7 not unrighteous to 
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forget your work and labour of love, 
which ye have shewed toward his 
name, in that ye have ministered to 
the saints, and do minister. 

11 And -we desire that every one of 
you do shew the same diligence to 
ae full assurance of hope unto the 
end: : 

12 That ye be not slothful, but fol- 
lowers of them who through faith 
and patience inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear by 
no greater, he sware by himself, - 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will 
bless thee, and multiplying I will mul- 
tiply. thee. ; 

15 And so, after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise, 

16-For men verily swear by the 
greater: and an oath for confirma- 
tion zs to them an end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to shew unto the heirs of pro- 
mise the immutability of his counsel, 
confirmed 7¢ by an oath: Z 

18 That by two immutable things, 
in which zt was impossible for God to 
lie, we might have a strong consola- 
tion, who have fled for refuge to lay 
hold upon the hope set before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an an- 
chor of the soul, both sure and sted- 
fast, and which entereth into that 
within the veil; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for 
us entered, even Jesus, made an high 
priest for ever after the order of Mel- 


chisedec. 
CHAPTER 7. 


1 Christ is a priest after the order of Mel- 
chaisedec. 11 More excellent than Aar- 
‘on’s priesthood. 
F°% this Melchisedec, king of Sa- 
lem, priest of the most high God, 
who met Abraham returning from the 
slauguter of the kings, and blessed 


im 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by inter- 
pretation King of righteousness, and 
after that also King of Salem, which 
is, King of peace; " 

3 Without father, without mother, 
without descent, having neither be- 
ginning of days, nor end of life; but 
made like unto the Son of God; abid- 
eth a priest continually, rf 

4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch 
Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. 


5 And verily they that are of the} 


sons of Levi, who receive the office of 
the priesthood, have a commandment 





to take tithes of the people.according 
to the law, that is, of their brethren, 
though they. come out of the loins of 
Abraham: ; 

6 But he whose descent is not 
counted from them received tithes of 
Abraham, and blessed him that had 
the promises. ayy 

7 And without all contradiction the 
less is blessed of the better.. 

8 And here men that die receive 
tithes; but there he recevveth them, of 
whom it is witnessed that he liveth., 

9 And as I. may so say, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham, : A j 

to For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Melchisedec met him, 

11_If therefore perfection were by 


‘the Levitical priesthood, (for under it 


the, people received the law,) what 
further need was there that another 
priest should rise after the order of 
Melchisedec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron? fF 

12 Forthepriesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change 
also of the law. 3 

13 For he of whom these things are 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
bret no man gave attendance at the, 
altar. 

14 For zt zs evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Juda; of which tribe 
Moses spake no concerning 
priesthood. | 

15 And it is yet far more evident: 
for that after the similitude of Mel- 
chisedec there ariseth another priest, 
-16 Who is made, not after the law 
of a carnal commandment, but after 
the power of an endless life. : 

17 For hetestifieth, Thou arta priest 
for everafter the order of Melchisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disannul- 
ling of the commandment going be- 
fore for the weakness and unprofit- 
ableness thereof. 1 
.19 For the law made nothing per- 
fect, but the bringing in of a better 
hope did; by the which we draw 
nigh unto God. rs 

20 And inasmuch as not withoutan 
oath he was made priest : 

21 (For those priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an 
oath by him that said unto him, The 
Lord sware and will not repent, Thou 
art a priest for ever after the order of 
Melchisedec:) ~ 

22 By so much was Jesus made a 
surety ofa better testament. 

23 And they truly weremany priests, 
because they were not suffered to 
continue by reason of death: 
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24 But this man, because he con- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever liy- 
eth to make intercession for them. 

26 For-such an high priest became 
us, who is holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as those 
high priests, to offer up sacrifice, 
first for his own sins, and then for 
the people’s: for this he did once, 
when he offered up himself. 

28 For the law maketh men high 
priests which have infirmity; but the 
word of the oath, which was since the 
law, maketh the Son, who is conse- 
crated for evermore. 


CHAPTER 8. 


The new and vane covenant supersedes 
old. 


OW of the things which we have 
spoken this is the sum: We have 
such an hi - riest, who is seton the 
right han the throne of the Ma- 
jesty in the fee end 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the 
Lord pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained 
to offer gifts and sacrifices: where- 
fore zt. 7s of necessity that this man 
have somewhat also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he should 
not be a priest, seei that there are 
priests that offer gifts according to 
the law: 

5 Who serve unto the example and 
shadow of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle: for, 
See, saith he, that thou. make all 
things according to the pattern 
shewed to thee in the mount. 

But now hath he eee a 
more excellent ministry, how 
much also he is the path el of-a 
better covenant, which was. estab- 
lished upon better promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had been 
faultless, then should no place have 
oa de te for the second. - 

ding fault with them, he 


saith, Be Behold, the days come, saith ig 


ord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel 
and with the house of Judah: 
9 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers in the 
day when I took them by the hand 
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supersedes the old, 


to lead them out of the land of Egypt; 
because they continued not in my 
covenant, and I regarded them not, 
saith the Lord. 

1o For this zs the covenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel 
after those days, saith the Lord; IL 
will put my laws into their mind, 
and write them in their hearts: andl 
will be to them a God, and they shall 
BS to me a people: 

r And they shall not teach every 
one his neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saying, Know the Lord: for 
all shall know me, from the least to 
the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to. their 
unrighteousness, and.their sins and 
their iniquities will I remember no 
more. 

13 In that he saith, A new covenant, 
he hath made the first old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth old is 
ready to vanish away. 


CHAPTER 0. 


1 Description of the rites and bloody sac- 
rifices of the law, 11 Their inferiority 
to the sacrifice of Christ. 


id Rersrs verily the first covenant had 
also ordinances of divine ser- 
vice, and.a worldly sanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle made; 
the first, wherein was the candlestick, 
and the table; and the shewbread; 
which is called ‘the sanctuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the 
tabernacle which is called the Holiest- 


of all; 

4 Which had the golden censer, 
and the ark of the covenant over- 
laid round about with gold, wherein 
was the golden pot that had manna, 
and. Aaron’s rod that budded, and 
the tables of the covenant; 

5 And over it the cherubims of 
glory shadowing the. mercyseat; of 
peach we cannot now speak particu- 


6 Row when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always 
into the first dabesiarle: accomplish- 
ing the service of G 

7 But into the Geass went the high 
priest alone once every year, not 
without blood, which he offered: for 
himself, and for the errors of the peo- 


8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that the way into the holiest of all 
was not yet made manifest, while 
pa the first tabernacle was yet stand- 


"9 y Which aas a figure for the time 
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then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the service 
perfect, as pertaining to the con- 
science; 

10 Which’ stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on them 
until the time of reformation. 

Iz But Christ being come an high 
priest of good things to come, by 
a greater and more perfect taber- 
nacle, not made with hands, that is 
to say, not of this building; 

12 Neither by the bloo od of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 


‘or Us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and nee ashes of an heifer 
eogenting e oe ee sanctifieth to 

e purifying of the flesh: 

14 How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered. himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the me- 
diator of the new testament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption 
of the transgressions that were under 
the first testament, they which are 
called ye receive the promise of 
eternal eritance. - 

16 For where a testament zs, there 
must also of necessity be the death 
of the testator. 3 

17 Fora testament 7s of force after 
men are dead: otherwise it is of no 
strength at all while the testator liv- 


eth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first tes- 
tament was dedicated without blood. 
“19 For when Moses had spoken 
every prec on to all the people ac- 
cording to the law, he took the blood 
of calves and of goats, with water, 
and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book, and all the 
people, 


20 Saying, This zs the blood of the 


testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled with 
blood both the ee and all the 
vessels of the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and without 
shedding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these; but 
the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. 
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24 For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear in 
the presence of God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer him- 
self often, as the high priest entereth 
into the holy place every year with 
blood of others; 

26 For then ‘must he often have 
suffered since the foundation of the 
world: but now once in the end of the 
world hath he appeared to pat away 
sin by the sacrifice of himse 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judg- 
ment: 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he ap- 
pear the second time without sin unto 
salvation. 

CHAPTER 1o. “ 


1 Sacrifices of the law. ineffective. 10 
Christ's sacrifice gy, 19 Ex- 
hortation to hold jast faith. 


Bi cad the law having a shadow of 

ood things to come, and not the 
very aiabe of the things, can never 
with those sacrifices which they of- 
fered year by year continually make 
the comers thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have 
ceased to be offered? because that 
the worshippers once purged should 
have had no more conscience of sins. 

3 But in those’ sacr7 there is a re- 
membrance again made of sins every 
age 

For i 7s not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should. 
take away sins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh into 
the world, he saith, Sacrifice and of- 
fering thou wouldest not, but a body 
hast thou prepared me: 

burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, come (in the 
volume of the book i: is written of 
me,) to do thy will, O God. 

8 ‘Above when he: said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and of- 
fering for sin thou wouldest not, nei- 
ther hadst Unpret therein; which are 
offered by the law 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God. He taketh away the 
first, that he may establish the second. 

10 By the which will we are sanc- 
tified through the pa the body 
of Jesus Christ once ji 

rz And every pres standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes

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the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins: 

12 But this man, after he had of- 
_ fered one sacrifice for sins for ever,

CHAPTER 11 


1 Of faith. 6 Without faith, God is not 
pleased, 7 Frudts thereof. 
OW. faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen. 3 
2 For by it the elders obtained a 


good report. 


3 Through faith we understand that 
the worlds. were framed by the word 
of God, so that things which are seen — 
were not made of things which do 


appear. 

4 By. faith Abel offered unto God 
a more excellent sacrifice than Cain, 
by which he obtained witness that he 
was righteous, God testifying of his 
gifts: and by it he being dead yet 
speaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was _ translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not found, because God had trans- 
lated him: for before his translation 
he pod this testimony, that he pleased 


od. ny 
6 But without faith 2 7s impossible 
to please him; for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that 
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he is a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek him. 

7 By. faith Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to the sav- 
ing of his house; by the which he con- 
demned the world, and became heir 
of therighteousness which is by faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 
talled to go out into a place which he 
should after receive for an inherit- 
ance, obeyed; and he went out, not 
knowing whither he went. 

By faith he sojourned in thé land 
of promise, as im a strange country, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of the 
same promise: 

to For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God. 

rz Through faith also Sara herself 
received strength to conceive seed, 
and was delivered of a child when 
she was past age, because she judged 
him faithful who had promised. 

‘r2 Therefore sprang there even of 
one, and him as good as dead, so 
many as the stars of the sky in multi- 
tude, and as the sand whichis by the 
sea shore innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not hav- 
ing received the promises, but hav- 
ing seen them afar off, and were per- 
suaded of them, and embraced t 
and confessed that they were stran- 
gers and pilgrims on the earth. 

. 14 For they that say such things de- 
clare plainly that they seek a country. 

15 And truly, if they had been mind- 
ful of that country from whence they 
came out, they might have had oppor- 
tunity to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a better 
country, that is, an heavenly: where- 
fore God is not ashamed ‘to be called 
their God: for he hath prepared for 
them. a city. 
°17 By faith Abraham, when he 
was tried, offered up Isaac: and he 
that had received the promises of- 
fered up his only begotten son, 

18 Of 
Isaac shall thy seed be called: 

pi Accounting that God was able to 
raise him up, even from the dead; 
from whence also he received him i in 
a figure. — 

20 By faith Isaac blessed J; ‘atob and 
Esau concerning things to come: 

21 By faith Jacob, when: he was a 
dying, blessed both the sons of Jo- 
seph; and worshipped, leaning upon 
beet top of his staff. 

2 By faith Joseph, when he died, 
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whom it was said, That in | 





‘in the fathers of old. 


made mention of the departing of 
the children of Israel; and gave com- 
mandment concerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when he was 
born, was hid three months of his par- 
ents, because they saw he was a pro- 
per child; and they were not afraid 
of the king’s commandment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, than to 
enjoy the pleasures of sinfor a season 

26 Esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the trea- 
sures in Egypt: for he had respect 
unto the recompence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king: for he 
endured, asseeing him whoisinvisible. 

28 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of blood, 
lest he that destroyed the firstborn 
should touch them. 

29 By faith they passed) through 
the Red sea as by dry land : which 
the Egyptians assaying to do were 
drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho 
fell down, after they were compassed 
about seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab per= 
ished not with them that believed 
not, when she had received the spies 
with peace 

32 And what shall’‘I more say? for 
the time would fail me to tell of Ged- 
eon, and of Barak, and of Samson, 


and of Jephthae; of David also, and 
Samir and 1 OF the’ Ae hets: 
3 Who through faith subdued 


eeedomes wrought righteousness, ob- 
tained promises, stopped the mouths 
of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out 
of weakness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight the 
armies of the aliens. 

35 Women received their dead 
ced to. life again: and others were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance; 
that they might obtain a better resur- 
rection: 

36 And others had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings, yea, more- 
over of bonds and imprisonment: 

37 They were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, were tempted, were 
slain with the sword: they wandered 
about in sheepskins and goatskins; 
being destitute, afflicted, tormented; 

38 (Of whom the world was not 
worthy:) they wandered in deserts, 
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and in mountains, and in dens and 
caves of the 

39 And these all, having obtained a 
good report through faith, received 
not the promise: 

40 God having provided some bet- 
ter thing for us, that they without us 
should not be made perfect. 


CHAPTER ¢2. 


1 An exhortation to faith, patience, and 
godliness, 5 The Lord's chastenings. 
27 What this word signifies. 


BY El age seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth 
so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith; who for the 

_ joy that was set before him endured 
the cross, despising the shame, and 
is set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God. 

3 For consider him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest ye be wearied and faint 
in your ‘minds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. 

5 And ye have forgotten the exhor- 
tation which speaketh unto you as 
unto children, My son, bie ey not 
thou the chastening of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art rebuked of him: 

6 For whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son 
whom hereceiveth. 

7 Ifye endure chastening, God deal- 
eth with you as with sons; for what 
eg he whom the father chasteneth 
no 

8 But if ye be without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are 
ye bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fathers 
of our flesh which corrected ws, and 
we gave them reverence: shall we not 
much rather be in subj ay unto the 
Father of spirits, and li 

ro For they verily foe a few days 
chastened ws after their own plea- 
sure; but he for our prott. that we 
might be partakers of hi holiness. 

rr Now no chastening ' for the pre- 
sent seemeth to be joyous, but griev- 
Cg nevertheless afterward it yield- 

th the peaceable fruit of righteaus- 
oss ‘unto them which are exercised

erefore lift up the hands

knees; 
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patience, and godliness, 


13 And make straight paths for 
your feet, lest that which is lame be 
turned out of the way; but let it ra- 
ther be healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord: 

15 Looking diligently lest any man 
fail of the grace of God; lest any 
root of bitterness springing up trou- 
ble you, and thereby me ey be defiled; 

16 Lest there be any fornicator, or 
profane person, as Esau, who for 
_ ——— of meat sold his birth- 
rig. 

17 For ye know how thatafterward, 
when he would. have inherited the 
blessing, he was rejected: for he 
found no place of repentance, though 
he sought it carefully with tears.

I. INTRODUCTION 
The Bible is the greatest book in the world. It is interesting, highly 


’ instructive and should be a very Handbook for all. As religion is the true 


basis for morals, no individual and no state is safe whose philosophy is not 
grounded in religious truth. All citizens should themselves know the 
foundation principles of right living in family, state, nation, and the world. 

Perhaps the real reason why the Bible is not more widely read is ‘that, 
side by side with the most important portions, are others which consist of 
lists of names or matter almost wholly devoid of interest to a modern . 
reader. Obviously it should be easy to mark such passages for omission, 
and that is what this Course does. 

For various reasons it is highly desirable to read the Bible through from 
Genesis to Revelation. Thus, the Old Testament prepares for the New, a 
cumulative knowledge of the Bible, so valuable in education, is secured, and 
a true perspective of religious history and truth is obtained. One who 
does this reading is prepared to understand and appreciate the myriads of 
allusions and references to sacred literature contained in secular history, 
literature, art, law, and life in general. 

Every person’s life is a success or a wreck, or something between the two, 
according as he does or does not govern it by the precepts of God’s Holy 


_ Word. “The way of the-ungodly shall perish, but the path of the just is as 


a shining light, that shineth more and more unto the perfect day.” The 


foregoing should prove a power incentive to every seeker after truth to 
read the Bible through. 


Il. SYSTEM OF MARKINGS 


The Course is divided into thirty-six lessons for a school year of forty 
weeks, and the Markings give both the beginning and ending of Lessons and 


the beginning and ending of passages or portions to be read. The following ~

Attention to the following Rules will aid materially in the reading: 

1. A letter B put in the margin marks a place to begin to read and a 
letter Sa place to stop, always omitting all matter to the next B or figure. 

2. A figure in the margin indicates the end of one lesson and the begin- 
ning of the next. If the reader is reading by lessons, it is advisable to insert’ 
a book-mark of some sort, so that the place to start the next time may 
easily be found. j 

3. When a new Book is started the reader should first. examine the 
Introduction to it; next insert the markings for it if this has not yet been 
done; and then proceed to read it. When the reading of the Book is con- 
cluded the memory verses (if any) should be read and reread and, if possible, 
memorized. 


III. THE BOOKS OF THE OLD TESTAMENT 


Section I. The Pentateuch or Book of the Law 


BOOK 1. GENESIS 
The word “Genesis” means birth or beginning. The book of Genesis 
includes the following topics in order: The Creation, the Garden of Eden, 
the Antediluvians or peoples before the Flood, the Flood, the Tower of 
Babel, the dispersion or scattering of the races, and the lives of the patri- 
archs Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and Joseph. The book ends with the death 
of Joseph in Egypt. It has been called ‘‘the seed-plot of the Bible,” for 
everything afterwards developed in the Word of God is first mentioned 
there. The Bible would have us understand that if God showed such great 
care for Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and Joseph He cares likewise for each of us, 
and this should be our point of view as we read, ““The very hairs of your 
head are all numbered” (Matt. 10 : 30). 
The importance of this book cannot be over-emphasized, and it is sug- 
gested that the reader make a list of all the beginnings he can find in it. 
Before starting the reading of Genesis a map showing Mesopotamia, 
Canaan and Egypt should be carefully studied. Later it should be con- 
sulted also.

BOOK 2. EXODUS 
The word “‘Exodus” means going out and refers to the departure (the 
going out) of the children of Israel from Egypt. The book includes an 
account of the birth of Moses, the plagues by which God delivered the 
Israelites from Egypt, the journey to Sinai, the giving of the law there, and 
a description of the tabernacle. 
The journey from Egypt to Canaan parallels in a wonderful way the 
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life of every individual Christian, and it should be read with this thought 
in mind. Thus, the deliverance from Egypt pictures our redemption and 
the difficulties by the way illustrate our experiences as we walk in the 
path of God’s appointment. John Bunyan showed this most clearly when 
he wrote “‘Pilgrim’s Progress.”” The reader will find it very interesting to 
compare the journey as described in the Bible with that of Christian in 
“Pilgrim’s Progress.”

BOOK 5. DEUTERONOMY 
“Deuteronomy’’ means second law, that is, the second giving of the 
Law. The first five books of the Bible, called the Pentateuch, or the Books 
» of Moses, give the history of the world from the Creation to the death of 
Moses. Deuteronomy is in the form of four addresses by Moses, repeating 
matters which have been already given in the previous books, and for this 
reason much of it is omitted from the Readings.

BOOK 6. JOSHUA 


The book of Joshua is named after the successor of Moses, and tells, 
among other things, how the children of Israel entered the land of Canaan 
from the east, passing through the river Jordan, whose waters miraculously 
opened for them by the power of God. It also relates how the inhabitants 
of the land were conquered, and how their land was divided among the 
tribes of Israel. A considerable part of the book is taken up with Joshua’s 
advice to the people as to how they should live and honor God. Use a 
map of Canaan showing the location of the Twelve Tribes.

BOOK 7. JUDGES 


Thé book of Judges gives the history of Israel from the death of Joshua 
to the days of Samuel.

But when they repented and turned again to Him God raised up leaders, 
judges, who delivered them. The names of Gideon, Jephthah and Samson 
stand out prominently in this book.

The passage of 1: 16, 17 is one of the most pathetic in 
literature. This book is full of interest to modern readers.

BOOKS 9 AND 10. I AND II SAMUEL 


These two books are one in the Hebrew Bible, and they relate in detail 
the closing days of the theocracy (in which God ruled directly, through the 
Judges) and the early days of the kingdom. Israel rejected Jehovah their 
God and desired a king like other nations. Their first king was Saul, a 
man of goodly appearance and a skilful warrior, but not a man after God’s 
own heart. At his death after a long reign, David, God’s own choice as 
king, was proclaimed ruler. The life and activities of David are given 
fully, together with an account of Samuel, the last of the Judges.

They record the death of David, the 
accession of Solomon, the revolt of Jeroboam and his ten tribes during the 
reign of Rehoboam, Solomon’s son, and from this time on the narrative 
intermingles the histories of the two kingdoms up to the captivity of each. 
The lives of the prophets Elijah and Elisha are found in these books.

BOOKS 13 AND 14. I AND II CHRONICLES 


The two books of Chronicles are, to a large extent, a repetition of matter 
found in other parts of the Scriptures, especially in I Samuel and II Kings. 
The first nine chapters give a genealogy, or list of names, beginning with 
Adam. The author lays most stress on the history of the kingdom of 
Judah, with special reference to the temple worship. Because of the 
similarity of the matter.to that of the other books no references for reading 
are given. 


BOOK 15. EZRA 


The book of Ezra gives an account of the return of some of the Jews 
from their captivity in Babylon and the rebuilding of their ruined temple. 
This work was carried out with difficulty because of the enmity of some of 
their neighbors and the lack of a spiritual religion among many of the 
Jews.

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Section III. The Literary Books of the Old Testament 


Of the books of the Bible which may be classified under this section the 

book of Esther alone is written entirely in prose, while the book of Job 

contains only a small amount of prose. The others—Psalms, Proverbs, 

Ecclesiastes, Song of Solomon, and Lamentations—are’ written entirely 
in poetry, though only the revised versions show the fact. 


Hebrew Poetry and Its Peculiarities 


The greater part of the poetry of the Bible is either lyric (song-like) 
or didactic (teaching). The Psalms illustrate lyric poetry and the Proverbs 
illustrate didactic poetry. 

Hebrew poetry differs from that of western nations in its form. The 
western nations divide the matter in their poetry into lines of a fixed num- 
ber of syllables, and usually require these lines to rhyme, that is, their final 
syllables must have the same sound. Hebrew poetry is altogether different. 
The lines are of varying length, and instead of two successive lines ending 
in the same sound, the second of a pair of lines is a repetition of the idea 
of the first, or a contrasting idea. The poetry of western nations makes 
much of accent; the Hebrew poetry does not. 

The characteristic of Hebrew poetry mentioned has been called paral- 
lelism. Three kinds of parallelism have been noted: 

(1) When the second line, or clause, repeats the idea of the first in other 
words. See Psalm 6:1. The first clause has ‘‘rebuke’”’ and the second 
“chasten.” 

(2) When two contrasted ideas come together. See Psalm 1 : 6. 

(3) When the second clause extends or expands the meaning of the first, 
or deduces something from it. See Psalm 119: 2, 9. 


BOOK 17. ESTHER 


The book of Esther. is a gem, read alike by young and old with interest 
and pleasure. It shows the hidden providences of God defending and 
delivering His people from their enemies. 

The whole book is to be read. 


BOOK 18. JOB 


The book of Job is thought by many to be the oldest book in the world, 
and deals with its most difficult question: ‘“‘Why do the righteous suffer?” 
The early chapters, in prose, tell of great misfortunes that came upon Job. 
Some of his friends come to condole, or express their sympathy with him, 
and argue that as the laws of nature are unchangeable Job himself was to 
blame for the troubles that have come upon him. Job undertakes to prove 
that he is not to blame, or, at most, is only partly to blame. The book 
shows that Job was right. Here and there the style reaches the sublime.

BOOK 20. PROVERBS 


A proverb is a saying condensing into a few words the wisdom of experi- 
ence. Wise men of old studied things around them and watched the lives 
of their neighbors. What they learned from years of observation, study 
and experience they condensed into single sentences. Their advice is of 
special value to the young. Were this advice to be studied and followed 
generally the world would be saved a great amount of trouble, suffering, 
shame, and punishment, for much of the truth set forth by them is as 
applicable to-day as it was three thousand years ago.

BOOK 27. DANIEL 


Daniel is one of the most readable books in the Bible. Its stories are 
vivid and exciting, and the visions in the later chapters are most significant. 
In the Hebrew Bible Daniel is found with the poetical and devotional 
books of Section III. The four beasts of Daniel 7 : 3 are commonly thought 
to be the four great world powers,—the Babylonian, the Medo-Persian, 
ithe Greco-Macedonian, and the Roman. The second vision, Daniel 8 : 1, 

is thought to refer to the Greek power under Alexander the Great. Greece 
is the he-goat that overcame the Persian ram, and Alexander is “‘the notable 
horn” between its eyes. The kingdom in chapter 9 is understood to be 
the Messianic, or Christ’s kingdom. The visions in chapters 10-12 refer to 
“the latter days.”

BOOK 28. HOSEA

BOOK 29. JOEL

He taught that Israel’s future greatness 
was not to be secured through power and wealth, but through justice and 
judgment.

BOOK 31. OBADIAH 


Obadiah lived in Jerusalem after Judah’s deportation to Babylon. 
He was God’s messenger announcing the doom of the Edomites, the de- 
scendants of Esau, who had gloried over Judah’s downfall. He also prophe- 
sied a future when the Jews should again rule over all the lands formerly 
under David’s control.

BOOK 32. JONAH 


The book of Jonah is quite the most readable of all the Minor Prophets. 
Two views of it have been held. One regards it as a historical narrative, 
while the other looks upon it as a symbolic story, teaching that as Jonah 
failed to do his duty by the people of Nineveh, so Israel failed in its moral 
and religious obligations to other nations. However, the testimony of our 
Lord J wee Christ is conclusive that Jonah is a historical narrative (Matt. 
12 : 38-41).

BOOK 33. MICAH 
Micah lived in the time of Isaiah. Like Isaiah he preached against 
the sins of his time, especially against the oppression of the poor by the 
rich.

BOOK 37. HAGGAI

BOOK 39. MALACHI 


Malachi i is best known as the last book of the Old Testament. It con- 
tains promises of the coming of the Messiah, or Messenger of the Covenant. 
Malachi lived after the temple had been rebuilt and the worship restored, 
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but he found the people sinning in various ways, and his ministry was 
addressed to their consciences to turn them to God.

IV. THE BOOKS OF THE NEW TESTAMENT 


Introduction 


A period of about four hundred years has elapsed since Malachi, whose 
book is the last of the Old Testament Canon, wrote. During this time the 
Old Testament books were collected, and were in use in the synagogues, or 
churches, in New Testament times. 

It does not seem necessary in the New Testament Notes to give Intro- 
ductions to the several books, since they are nearly all self-explanatory. 
It is desirable, however, that the reader should early get a good under- 
standing of the different kinds of books in the New Testament and a brief 
connected history of the events described in it. 

The New Testament includes: (1) The Four Gospels, covering about 
the first third of the First Century. (2) The Acts of the Apostles, or his- 
tory of the early church, from about 30 A. D. to about 63 A. D. (3) The 
Epistles or letters to churches and individuals, from about 40 A. D. to per- 
haps 80 A. D. (4) The Revelation, written about the end of the First 
Century. 

Because the Four Gospels are all alike in giving the life of Christ, and 
the twenty-one Epistles are alike in dealing largely with doctrines and the 
conduct of Christians, it is possible to frame a Short Course which will eive 
in three lessons a good idea of the whole of the New Testament. 

Before beginning the reading the learner should study a map of “Pales- 
tine in the time of Christ,” finding on it: Judea the southern portion, 
Samaria the middle part, and Galilee the northern country, also the coun- 
try east of Jordan River. He should locate: the Lake of Gennesaret or 
Sea of Galilee, the Jordan River with its valley, the Dead Sea, and the 
seacoast country along the Mediterranean Sea. Next he should fix in mind 
the position of the following cities: Jerusalem, Nazareth, Bethlehem, 
Capernaum, Sychar in Samaria, Jericho, and Tyre and Sidon. He should 
find Mt. Moriah in Jerusalem itself, the Mount of Olives just east of Jerusa- 
lem, and Mt. Hermon in Galilee. : 

Before beginning the reading of the Book of Acts a map of the “Travels 
of St. Paul” should be studied, locating on it Jerusalem, Joppa, Caesarea, 
Antioch in Syria, the island of Crete, the peninsula of Asia Minor (now 
Turkey), with its cities, Macedonia, Greece and Rome. 

Also before beginning the reading of the New Testament it should be 
helpful to study the following little biography of Christ, using the map of 
Palestine while doing so. 


The Life of Christ in the Gospels 


The life of Christ, as told by the four Evangelists who wrote from thirty 
to sixty years after His death, is in one sense easy to follow, the narrative 
being always interesting and highly instructive. It is not easy to follow 
in the sense of knowing when and where many events happened. A little 
outline should have some value as the reader begins with the Gospel story. 

Jesus was probably born in December, B. C. 5, which is practically four 
years before the beginning of our era. He was born in Bethlehem, a few 
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miles south of Jerusalem, but soon thereafter was carried by Joseph and 
Mary to Egypt to escape death, Herod the king having commanded the 
killing of all the male children of Bethlehem under two years of age. After 
staying a short time in Egypt Joseph and Mary returned with the child, 
going to their home in Nazareth, which lies some distance west of the Sea 
of Galilee. Here Jesus grew up, aiding Joseph, who was a carpenter, until 
He was about thirty years old. The only event recorded of Him in all 
this time was a trip to Jerusalem when He was twelve years old. 

When about thirty years of age He went to the river Jordan where He 
was baptized by John the Baptist. After that He went into the wilderness 
where He was tempted by the devil. Returning from the temptation He 
walked by the Sea of Galilee, where He called six of His apostles—James 
and John, Andrew and Simon Peter, Philip and Nathanael. After some 
time spent in teaching and healing in Galilee, Jesus went to Jerusalem to 
be present at the first Passover Feast of His ministry. After this feast He 
went about Judea teaching and then returned to Galilee. From about this 
time till about six months before His crucifixion it is very difficult to fix 
on dates and periods. What are called Harmonies of the Gospels have been 
constructed which attempt to arrange the events which occurred in chrono- 
logical, or time, order. Owing to the lack of proper information this is 
difficult to do. 

In the late winter or spring of probably A. D. 30, the Master left Galilee 
in the north and came to Jerusalem to be present at the Passover Feast. 
On the Sabbath before the Passover Christ made a triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem, riding on an ass. From that day events followed each other in 
quick succession. On Thursday evening He ate the Passover with His 
disciples, and later in the Garden of Gethsemane was taken by officers to 
be tried, first by the Jewish Sanhedrin and then, the next day, by the 
Roman Governor, Pilate. At nine a.m, on Friday He was crucified on 
Calvary, and on the following Sabbath morning He rose from the dead. 
After that He was seen by many of His disciples and conversed with some 
of them. Forty days from the resurrection He led His disciples from 
Jerusalem, at which time He ascended into heaven. He gave the promise 
when He left that the Holy Ghost, the third person of the Godhead, should 
remain and comfort the disciples, and be in His Church. 


Lesson Markings for the Whole New Testament 


Because the whole text is to be read the letters B and S will not appear. 
The first lesson extends from 24 to 25, the second from 25 to 26, and so on. 
However, on account of the two courses certain directions are necessary 
for skipping what will be read later, or what has been read. The reader 
is advised to insert at first the markings for the First Course only, and 
those for the Second Course when it is reached, after erasing those for the 
First Course. ;
